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THE  FIFTY^ECOND  ANNUAL  CONVENTION. 


The  Fifty-second  Annual  Convention  was  held  with  the  Detroit 
Alumni  Association  on  November  i6  to  19,  1898,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  ever  held  by  the  Fraternity.  The  delegates 
began  to  arrive  in  Detroit  Tuesday  morning,  November  i6th,  and 
were  immediately  taken  to  the  Russell  House,  the  headquarters 
of  the  Convention,  by  the  Reception  Committee.  An  informal  recep* 
tion  was  held  that  evening  at  the  Detroit  Club,  which  was  at- 
tended by  about  seventy-five  delegates,  who  spent  the  evening  in 
becoming  acquainted  with  each  other,  so  that  on  the  following 
morning  when  the  Convention  was  formally  called  to  order  by 
Brother  Simpson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  it  was  composed 
of  members  familiar  with  each  other's  faces  and  names. 

The  business  meetings  were  held  at  the  Convention  Hall  of  the 
Russell  House,  and  were  attended  by  a  large  number  of  delegates 
and  also  of  the  members  of  the  Detroit  Alumni  Association,  among 
them  Mayor  William  C.  May  bury,  Omicron,  '71,  who  welcomed 
the  delegates  to  the  City  of  the  Straits  in  a  few  happy  words.  The 
most  important  business  of  the  Convention  was  the  granting  of 
two  new  charters  of  the  Fraternity,  one  at  Tulane  University  and 
the  other  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  After  the  morning  ses- 
sion of  November  17th  the  Convention  adjourned  to  the  Griswold 
entrance  of  the  City  Hall,  where  a  photograph  was  taken  of  the 
delegates.  After  the  afternoon  session  of  the  same  day  the  dele- 
gates were  entertained  at  the  residence  of  Hon.  Dexter  M.  Ferry 
at  a  reception  held  in  their  honor.  In  the  evening  came  the  ball  at 
Philharmonic  Hall,  which  proved  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  events 
of  the  Convention,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Floor  Com. 
mittee. 

The  business  sessions  of  the  i8th  were  succeeded  by  a  trolley 
ride  to  the  Country  Club,  where  refreshments  were  served. 

The  banquet,  at  which  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  sat  down, 
was  held  that   evening   at  the   Russell  House.      Henry  Russell 
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acted  as  Toastmaster,  and  after  a  few  introductory  remarks  intro- 
duced Hon.  Claudius  B.  Grant,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Michigan  Su- 
preme Court,  who  spoke  for  Omicron  Chapter.  Most  of  the 
speecnes  had  more  or  less  "war''  in  them,  and  Judge  Grant 
related  a  number  of  incidents  in  the  Civil  War  in  which  J  K  Ps 
were  prominent. 

"  The  Council "  was  ably  handled  by  A.  N.  Brockway,  whose 
patriotism  and  enthusiasm  in  coming  from  New  York  to  be  with 
the  boys  was  appreciated  by  all.  His  remarks  showed  the  work 
the  Council  was  doing  and  how  much  the  members  of  the  Fraternity 
owe  to  them  for  the  grand  position  the  Fraternity  holds  at  present. 

"  The  Results  of  the  War  to  the  College  Student "  was  re- 
sponded to  by  Hon.  John  Patton,  ex- United  States  Senator,  and,  as 
was  expected,  his  response  was  replete  with  wit  and  wisdom,  and 
when  necessary  documentary  evidence  was  produced  to  prove  the 
apparently  exaggerated  reports  made  by  J  K  E*s  who  had  taken 
part  in  the  Spanish  war. 

"  The  Convention  "  was  responded  to  by  Allen  L.  Chickering  in 
a  way  befitting  the  President  of  the  ARE  Convention,  and  added 
laurels  to  those  earned  in  the  Convention  Hall  during  the  business 
sessions. 

In  the  absence  of  A.  C.  Angell  to  Hon.  Lewis  Barbour,  Regent 
of  the  University,  was  assigned  the  toast  "  The  University,"  and 
the  delegates  were  g^ven  his  story  of  the  University,  and  were  urged 
to  visit  Ann  Arbor  on  the  following  day,  that  they  might  return  to 
their  own  colleges  and  universities  with  an  idea  of  the  great  uni- 
versity. 

The  last  toast  of  the  evening  was  "  The  City  of  Detroit,"  and  of 
course  was  responded  to  by  Mayor  May  bury.  Mr.  May  bury  spoke 
of  the  reputation  Detroit  had  acquired  as  a  convention  city  and  in- 
vited the  delegates  to  come  often.  His  sarcastic  shots  at  previous 
speakers  struck  home  so  that  at  least  two  of  them  tried  in  vain  to 
reply,  but  as  they  had  had  their  day,  the  banquet  was  declared  a 
thing  of  the  past  with  song  and  the  mystic  circle. 

On  Saturday,  November  19th,  a  special  car  of  the  Detroit, 
Ypsilanti  and  Ann  Arbor  Railroad,  tendered  to  the  delegates  by 
President  Thomas  D.  Hawks,  Omicron,  '71,  conveyed  seventy-five 
of  the  delegates  to  Ann  Arbor  as  guests  of  the  undergraduate 
chapter. 
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The  Convention  was  in  every  way  a  grand  success ;  the  business 
was  successfully  and  harmoniously  transacted ;  the  grant  of  the  two 
new  charters  was  received  with  great  approval ;  the  attendance  of 
both  the  undergraduates  and  the  alumni  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  was  large,  thirty-four  of  the  thirty -five  chapters  being  rep- 
resented ;  and  in  spite  of  much  entertainment  the  amount  and  im- 
portance of  the  business  was  above  the  average  and  the  wisdom 
and  dispatch  with  which  it  was  conducted  is  the  best  proof  of  the 
ability  of  the  officers  and  personnel  of  the  delegates. 


CALVIN  STEWART  BRICE. 


Calvin  Stewart  Brice,  if,  '63,  died  at  his  home,  in  New  York  City, 
on  December  15,  1898,  of  pneumonia,  after  an  illness  of  only  a  few 
days.  Mrs.  Brice,  and  two  of  his  sons,  Captain  Stewart  M.  Brice, 
late  of  General  Shafter's  staff  in  Cuba,  and  John  Francis  Brice,  of 
the  Senior  class,  at  Harvard,  and  his  two  daughters,  Helen  Olivia 
Brice  and  M.  Kate  Brice,  were  at  his  bedside,  the  other  son.  Cap- 
tain W.  K.  Brice,  late  of  General  Merritt's  staff,  in  Manila,  being  in 
China  with  General  W.  B.  Parsons,  surveying  the  route  for  the  rail- 
road for  which  Mr.  Brice  had  secured  concessions  from  the  Chinese 
government. 

The  funeral  was  held  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
on  December  17th,  and  was  very  largely  attended.  A  delegation 
from  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Club,  of  New  York,  were  present  in 
a  body  and  placed  a  large  wreath  upon  the  coffin.  The  interment 
took  place  at  Lima,  O. 

Mr.  Brice  was  bom  at  Denmark,  O.,  on  September  17,  1845. 
His  father  was  a  Presbyterian  clergyman.  He  entered  the  prepar- 
atory  school  of  Miami  University,  at  Oxford,  O.,  at  thirteen,  and  in 
April,  1861,  enlisted  in  Captain  Dodd's  university  company  that 
was  stationed  at  Columbus,  O.  He  went  back  to  college  and  in 
April,  1862,  re-enlisted  in  a  university  organization  that  became  the 
the  86th  Ohio  Infantry,  which  was  sent  to  West  Virginia  on  guard 
duty.  In  1863  he  was  graduated  from  the  university  and  moved  to 
Lima,  where  he  taught  school  for  a  time  and  then  undertook  a 
clerkship  in  the  County  Auditor's  office.  In  July,  1864,  he  recruited 
a  company  of  Union  volunteers  and  was  made  Captain  of  Co.  E, 
1 80th  Ohio  Infantry.  He  served  in  the  field  in  the  23d  Army 
Corps  in  Tennessee,  Virginia,  the  Carolinas  and  Georgia,  and  was 
appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

In  the  fall  of  1865  he  entered  the  law  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  M  ichigan,  at  Ann  Arbor,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  the 
next  year.  He  formed  a  partnership  with  James  Irvine,  the  firm 
being  styled  Irvine  &  Brice,  of  Lima,  O. 

He  interested  himself  in  corporation  law  and  affairs  of  traffic 
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and  transportation,  and  acquired  holdings  of  the  old  Lake  Erie  and 
Louisville  Railroad  stock.  He  was  successful  in  carrying  through 
some  extensions  of  the  road  and  undertook  later  the  construction  of 
the  Nickel  Plate  because  the  Lake  Shore  couldn't  be  induced  to 
make  a  desired  arrangement  to  handle  the  business  delivered  by  the 
Lake  Erie  and  Louisville. 

The  construction  and  sale  of  this  road  is  supposed  to  be  the 
dividing  line  between  his  status  as  a  comparatively  poor  man  and  a 
man  of  extensive  means  and  large  investments. 

He  was  President  of  the  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad,  and 
during  the  later  years  of  his  life  paid  much  attention  to  it.  He  was 
President  of  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railroad,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  and  Atlantic,  President  and 
Director  of  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Bridge  Company,  and  President  and 
Director  of  the  Cincinnati  Northern,  and  also  a  Director  in  the 
Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Louisville  Railroad ;  in  the  Homer  Lee 
Bank  Company,  United  States  Guarantee  Company,  Western  Union 
Beef  Company,  and  the  Elkhorn  Valley  Coal  Land  Company ;  in 
the  Chase  National  Bank  and  in  the  Welsbach  Commercial  Com- 
pany, the  parent  organization  of  the  lighting  concerns  existing  under 
that  name. 

He  headed  the  syndicate  that  built  a  railroad  in  Jamaica  for  the 
English,  turning  it  over  to  the  government  in  1896.  He  also  had 
large  mterests  in  the  gas  fields  in  Ohio. 

The  last  enterprise  Mr.  Brice  took  up  was  the  formation  of  the 
China- American  Development  Company,  which  recently  obtained 
concessions  from  the  Imperial  Government  of  China  to  build  rail- 
roads in  that  country.  This  was  the  greatest  enterprise,  from  the 
magnitude  of  its  financial  operations,  he  ever  engaged  in,  and  the 
men,  both  in  England  and  America,  he  succeeded  in  interesting 
with  him  in  the  project,  represent  a  capital,  it  is  said,  of  nearly 
$1,000,000,000.  With  the  full  fruition  of  the  plans  contemplated, 
the  future  profits  to  the  syndicate  have  been  variously  estimated  to 
exceed  $12,000,000. 

Some  years  ago  Mr.  Brice  foresaw  the  possibilities  of  the  devel- 
opment in  the  Orient,  and  the  probability  in  the  near  future  that 
trade  in  the  Far  East  would  certainly  expand,  and,  obviously,  that 
either  continental  or  American  capital  would  be  the  factor  of  ex- 
pansion.    It  was  in  1895  that  Mr.  Brice  began  a  serious  study  of  the 
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conditions  in  China,  and  immedately  set  to  work  with  his  accus- 
tomed energy.  There  were  many  discouragements,  but  success 
finally  crowned  his  e£forts,  and  the  Imperial  Government  last  April 
ratified  the  agreement  made  through  the  Chinese  Minister  at  Wash- 
ington. 

Mr.  Brice  always  took  an  active  interest  in  politics.  He  was  an 
elector  on  the  Tilden  ticket  in  1876,  and  the  Cleveland  ticket  in 
1884,  and  a  delegate  at  large  to  different  national  conventions.  As 
chairman  of  the  Campaign  Committee  he  conducted  the  national 
campaign  in  1888.  He  was  elected  United  States  Senator  from 
Ohio  in  1890,  and  served  on  the  Appropriations,  Pensions,  Pacific 
Railroad  and  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee. 

In  the  Senate  Mr.  Brice  took  a  prominent  position.  While  in 
Washington,  he  occupied  the  Corcoran  House  and  gave  lavish 
entertainments  which  became  world  famous.  Since  his  retirement 
from  the  Senate,  he  spent  most  of  his  time  attending  to  his  business 
affairs  in  New  York. 

Senator  Brice  was  married  in  1870  to  Catherine  Olivia  Meily, 
who  survives  him. 

He  belonged  to  many  social  organizations,  including  the  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon,  Metropolitan,  Manhattan,  Lawyers',  Riding,  Dem- 
ocratic, Whist  and  Atlantic  Yacht  clubs,  the  Ohio  Society,  the 
American  Geographical  Society,  the  Ardsley  Casino,  the  Metropol- 
itan Museum  of  Art,  the  American  Fine  Arts  Society,  and  was  a 
liberal  patron  of  the  arts  and  a  keen  student  of  the  sciences.  He 
was  a  very  liberal  man,  and  contributed  freely  when  he  thought 
cases  deserving. 

He  was  an  indefatigable  worker  and  a  man  of  great  resources. 
Throughout  his  life  he  was  always  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  Fraternity.  Many  and  many  are  the  times  his  advice  or  his 
assistance  have  been  sought  for,  and  never  once  was  he  known  to 
fail  to  respond.  The  diamond  and  scroll  was  the  open  sesame  to 
his  office,  his  pocket  and  his  heart.  He  never  seemed  to  forget 
his  early  love  for  his  Fraternity,  and  to  the  day  of  his  death  his 
affection  was  unwavering.  He  was  a  life  member  of  the  A  K  E 
Club  of  New  York,  and  one  of  its  staunchest  supporters.  Kappa 
Chapter,  the  Quarterly,  and  various  other  A  K  E  associations  and 
institutions,  including  many  individuals,  have  all  received  of  and 
enjoyed  his  generosity. 
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In  his  death,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  su£fered  an  almost  irre- 
parable loss.  Few,  indeed,  there  are  who  remain  so  stanch  to  the 
end.     His  life  is  a  living  example  of  the  good  and  true. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  ARE  Fraternity  held  January 
13,  1899,  the  following  minute  was  unanimously  adopted : 

The  Council  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity  has  heard  with 
profound  regret  of  the  death  of  Hon.  Calvin  Stewart  Brice,. 
Kappa,  '63. 

Eng^ed  in  many  great  enterprises,  any  one  of  which  would 
have  absorbed  the  entire  attention  of  an  ordinary  man,  he,  never- 
theless, took  a  warm  interest  in  this  Fraternity,  and  regarded  his 
association  with  it  as  one  of  the  most  cherished  incidents  of  his 
career. 

He  was  especially  fond  of  his  old  chapter  at  Miami  University,, 
and  it  was  chiefly  through  his  active  efforts  in  association  with  his 
lifelong  friend,  Brother  Samuel  F.  Hunt,  Kappa,  '64,  that  the  chapter 
was  reestablished,  the  Convention  of  1889  having  unanimously  sus- 
pended its  rules  in  order  to  grant  the  request  of  Brothers  Brice  and 
Hunt,  that  the  charter  of  Kappa  be  reissued  at  once,  instead  of  after 
the  usual  delay  of  a  year ;  and  the  success  of  the  chapter  since  has 
been  largely  due  to  their  joint  guidance  and  liberal  aid. 

Brother  Bnce  was  also  an  earnest  supporter  of  our  Fraternity 
Club  in  New  York  from  its  organization,  and  contributed  gjreatly 
to  its  success.  For  two  years  he  was  its  honored  President,  and 
under  his  wise  administration  the  club  enjoyed  great  prosperity. 

A  gallant  soldier,  a  brilliant  and  successful  financier,  an  able  and 
patriotic  Senator,  Calvin  Stewart  Brice  was  a  brother  of  whom  the 
Fraternity  was  justly  proud,  whose  death  it  sincerely  mourns,  and 
whose  memory  will  be  fondly  cherished  as  long  as  the  name  and 
fame  ol  A  K  E  endure. 

Resolved^  That  the  above  minute  be  spread  upon  the  records  of 
the  Council ;  that  a  copy  be  published  in  the  A  K  E  Quarterly,  and 
a  copy  sent  to  the  family  of  Brother  Brice  with  the  respectful 
sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  Council.

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At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  A  K  E 
Club  the  following  minute  was  unanimously  adopted ; 

The  Trustees  of  the  A  K  E  Club,  on  behalf  of  its  members,  desire 
to  record  their  sincere  sorrow  at  the  death  of  their  former  Presi- 
dent, Hon.  Calvin  Stewart  Brice,  Kappa,  '63.  Brother  Brice  took 
an  active  part  in  this  club  from  the  date  of  its  foundation.  As 
Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  he  made  munificent  contribu- 
tions to  the  furnishings  of  the  library,  and  gave  important  assistance 
in  making  the  extensive  collection  of  college  and  Fraternity  litera- 
ture, which  has  been  one  of  the  most  valued  possessions  of  the  club. 
Afterwards,  as  a  Trustee  and  as  Vice-President,  he  worked  effect- 
ively for  the  development  of  the  organization ;  and  when  he  became 
its  President  for  two  terms,  his  vigorous  and  enterprising  adminis- 
tration raised  the  club  to  the  highest  degree  of  prosperity.  His 
interest  did  not  slacken  when  he  left  this  office,  and  he  was  always 
ready  to  advise  and  co-operate  with  the  club's  officers  in  any  under- 
taking that  would  promote  its  success.  A  leader  in  war,  in  states- 
manship, and  in  finance,  triumphant  in  every  field  to  which  he  turned 
his  energy,  Calvin  Stewart  Brice  remained  always  a  loyal  and  en- 
thusiastic A  K  E,  and  his  death  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  this  club, 
and  to  the  Fraternity  at  large.

The  late  Senator  Calvin  S.  Brice  and  Judge  Samuel  F.  Hunt^ 
of  Cincinnati,  were  members  of  the  Kappa  Chapter,  in  Miami 
University,  Oxford,  Ohio.  The  University  temporarily  suspended 
instruction  in  the  regular  college  courses  some  time  after  the  war, 
and  the  charter  of  Kappa  Chapter  was  withdrawn. 

The  Boston  Convention  in  1889  granted  a  charter  for  the  re- 
founding  of  Kappa  Chapter,  and  especially  commissioned  Senator 
Brice  and  Judge  Hunt  to  re-establish  the  Fraternity  in  Miami 
University.  A  most  flourishing  chapter  in  that  institution  attests 
how  well  the  work  was  accomplished. 

The  Miami  University  Association,  composed  of  the  alumni  and 
former  students,  held  its  annual  banquet  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Cincin- 
nati, on  Friday  evening,  February  17,  1899.  Judge  Hunt,  the 
President  of  the  Association,  took  occasion  to  thus  refer  to  his  old 
college  mate  and  brother  va  A  K  E\^^\  cannot  allude  to  the  death  of 
Brice,  one  of  our  number,  without  awakening  emotions  of  the  most 
touching  character.  His  munificent  gifts  to  the  University  have 
endeared  him  to  all  the  friends  of  higher  education,  while  his 
lovable  nature  and  cultivated  companionship  wooed  and  won  the 
most  lasting  regard.  It  is  not  as  Apollo  enchanting  the  shepherds 
with  his  lyre  that  we  think  of  him,  but  rather  as  Hercules  taken 
away  in  the  midst  of  his  unfinished  labors.  We  loved  him  as 
Achilles  loved  Patroclus,  who  declared  that  though  the  dead  in 
Hades  forget  their  dead,  even  then'^he  would  not  forget  his  dear 
comrade." 


DELTA  KAPPA  EPSILON  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES. 


Manila,  November  30,  1898, 

The  A  K  E  Association  of  the  Philippines  sends  greeting  to  the 
A  K  E  Associations  of  God*s  country,  to  the  chapters,  clubs  and 
unattached  individuals— to  all  who  owe  allegiance  to  the  '^  Symbols 
Three."  This  newest  Association  on  the  roll  was  formed  at  a  meet- 
ing last  night,  at  the  Caf6  de  Paris,  just  at  the  end  of  the  famous 
Puenta  de  EspafLa  which  leads  from  the  old  walled  city  of  Manila 
to  Binondo,  the  business  suburb.  So  far,  twelve  men  attached  to 
the  United  States  expeditionary  forces  in  one  capacity  or  another 
have  proclaimed  themselves  to  be  Dekes.  Of  these,  nine  were 
present.  The  others  were  kept  away  by  army  duty.  No  doubt 
there  are  a  few  other  Dekes  among  the  enlisted  men  of  the  various 
regiments,  and  since  the  organization  of  the  Association  several 
other  regiments  have  come  in,  among  which  we  shall  probably 
find  some  more  members. 

The  occasion  of  the  meeting  in  the  Caf6  de  Paris  was  the  first 
dinner  of  the  Association.  In  fact,  the  dinner  as  a  scheme,  ante- 
dated the  Association  by  several  weeks.  It  was  only  when  the  nine 
men  had  gathered  in  the  dining-room  that  the  plan  of  forming  an 
Association  took  definite  shape  and  received  full  consideration. 
Then  it  was  adopted  unanimously.  The  nine  men  present  repre- 
sented more  than  a  full  generation,  ranging  from  the  Class  of  '61  to 
the  Class  of  *oo.  One  of  them,  he  of  '61,  had  seen  service  through- 
out the  Civil  War,  and  had  heard  guns  roar  and  bullets  whistle  at 
Gettysburg,  Chancellorsville,  the  Wilderness,  Cold  Harbor  and 
Spottsylvania,  in  a  way  which  made  him  call  this  campaign  only  a 
picnic.  They  represented  eight  different  chapters,  and  the  three 
absentees  brought  the  roll  of  chapters  up  to  nine.  The  mother 
chapter  sent  the  oldest  delegate,  as  was  proper,  and  straightway  he 
was  elected  President  of  the  Association.  He  was  Major  Robert 
Hughes  Fitzhugh,  *,  '61.  There  were  several  men  from  other 
eastern  chapters,  two  from  the  Middle  West — Minnesota— and  two 
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from  6  Z^  who  boasted  that  the  Dekes  at  Berkeley  have  the  finest 
chapter  house  on  the  Pacific  coast.  The  nine  men  present  repre- 
sented six  vocations.  There  were  two  business  men,  a  preacher, 
two  newspaper  men,  a  physician,  a  chemist  and  a  lawyer,  with  one 
who  has  not  completed  his  college  course  and  is  waiting  for  his 
discharge  to  renew  his  chapter  associations.  The  three  absentees 
added  two  professional  soldiers  to  the  list  and  one  student.  So 
that  the  A  K  E  Association  of  the  Philippines,  with  a  membership  of 
twelve  men,  represents  nine  chapters  and  seven  professions,  with 
two  students  unclassified  as  to  vocation.

From  the  social  point  of  view  the  dinner  was  a  howling  success. 
It  was  surprising  how  many  Deke  songs  we  remembered.  But 
from  the  gastronomic  point  of  view  it  was  not  up  to  the  celebrated 
occasion  at  which  the  genius  of  Tracy  Drake  and  his  Psi  Omega, 
Lambda,  Delta  Chi  gang  has  had  room  for  exercise.  They  do  some 
things  well  in  Manila,  but  dinners  are  not  their  strong  line.  How- 
ever, it  was  a  characteristic  Deke  dinner  in  the  display  of  fellowship 
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and  goodjfeeling.  There  were  a  major,  two  captains,  a  lieutenant, 
three  privates  and  two  civilian  persons,  but  rank  was  left  outside 
the  door,  and  inside  we  were  all  Dekes,  and  like  the  men  in  the 
"  Mother  Lodge,"  "  We  met  upon  the  level  and  we  parted  on  the 
square."  After  the  Association  had  been  formed  and  Major  Fitz* 
hugh  had  been  elected  President,  and  this  scribe  Secretary,  we  all 
fell  in  at  the  tables  and  showed  the  Filipinos  what  Dekes  with  clean 
consciences  could  do  as  Trenchermen.  We  were  such  a  long  time  at 
it  that  Major  Fitzhugh  had  hardly  time  to  complete  his  story  of  old 
days  at  Yale,  when  he  was  called  away.  We  sent  him  out  with  a 
Deke  cheer  that  had  the  old-time  ring  in  it  and  made  the  Filipino 
waiters  open  their  eyes  in  astonishment.  Thus  it  went  around  the 
table  and  each  man  in  the  order  of  his  seniority  told  the  sad  story 
of  his  life  or  something  else.  There  were  a  lot  of  songs,  *'  Oh,  To  Be 
2L  J  K  £,"  the  Peeler  song,  "  How  Can  I  Leave  Thee,  Queen  of  the 
J  K  £,"  "  Brothers,  Ere  We  Part  To-Night,"  "  When  We  Came  to 
College "  and  a  half  dozen  others.  Chaplain  Fleming,  who  has 
served  on  the  Council,  told  some  very  interesting  facts  about  A  K  E*s 
war  record  and  dwelt  particularly  on  the  remarkable  percentage  of 
Southern  Dekes  who  bore  arms  for  their  cause  from  '6i  to  '65. 
Then  we  got  down  to : 

In  fair  and  stormy  weather, 

Brothers  ever  friends  at  heart, 
Though  bound  by  ties  of  love,  must 

From  thine  altar  sadly  part 
Sundered  far  in  distant  lands, 

Memory  bears  them  visions  sweet,

You  fellows  at  home  never  understood  that  song.  Many  a 
time  we  have  helped  to  sing  it  in  the  old  days,  surrounding  the 
"  loved  altar,"  and  surrounded  by  our  '*  friends  from  the  heart,"  but 
it  takes  8,000  miles  of  ocean  between  you  and  the  **  loved  altar  "  to 
give  the  proper  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  the  song.  Then  you 
understand  what  it  is  to  be  ''sundered  far  in  distant  lands." 
Then,  indeed,  "  memory  bears  visions  sweet,"  and  you  are  not  sur- 
prised  at  the  lump  in  your  throat. 

We  closed  the^meeting  in  the  regular  form.     It  was  almost  mid- 
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night — passes  had  been  extended — when  the  eight  of  us  who  re- 
mained formed  the  mystic  circle  and  sent  up  the  old  time  hymn  to 
our  Brotherhood.  The  cheer  that  followed  rattled  along  the  sleepy 
escolta  and  made  the  soldier  policemen  look  around  to  see  what 
bad  happened.  Then  we  went  down  stairs  and  stood  in  the  street 
and  talked  it  over  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  or  more.  It  was  re- 
solved to  meet  again  early  in  January  and  to  have  every  Deke  on 
the  Island  present    Then  at  last  it  was  "  good-night." 

So  the  A  K  E  Association  of  the  Philippines  sends  greeting  to  all 
the  Dekes  at  home,  to  the  sheltered  people  who  do  not  understand, 
and  to  those  who  have  warmed  and  know,  to  the  chapters,  the 
alumni,  the  Alumni  Associations,  the  clubs  and  the  Council,  to  all 
who  know  what  it  is  to  be

We  are  no  longer,  as  we  have  been  wont  to  pride  ourselves,  a 
national  fraternity.  We  are  international.  We  are  expansionists. 
We  are  imperialists.  The  icy  regions  of  the  North  have  felt  the  re- 
viving warmth  oi  A  K  E,  In  other  words,  Alpha  Phi  of  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  has  been  bom.    And  this  is  how  it  was  done. 

On  the  evening  of  February  26th,  the  Committee  from  the  Council 
composed  of  the  President,  Frank  S.  Williams,  Dr.  A.  N.  Brock- 
way  and  A.  G.  Warren,  left  New  York  for  Toronto,  to  initiate  the 
new  chapter.

'94,  who  acted  as  chaplain  at  the  ceremony  of  installation. 

The  Toronto  men  met  the  delegation  at  the  station  at  Toronto, 
and  conducted  them  to  the  Queen's  Hotel,  which  was  assigned  as 
headquarters,  and  from  there  to  the  rooms  of  the  organization  in 
the  Temple  Building.

After  the  initiation  the  new  chapter  gave  a  dinner  to  the  visit- 
ing brethren  at  which  Brother  Williams  acted  as  Toastmaster,  and 
toasts  were  responded  to  by  Dr.  Brockway  for  the  Council,  and 
Brothers  Montgomery,  Douglas,  Hastings,  Warren,  Kerr,  Lyddon, 
McEntee,  Stewart,  Mitchell,  Sinclair  and  Bone.

MEMORIAI^WILLIAM   E.  ODEN. 


[Presented  and  approved  hj  the  Northwestern  Alomni  Anodatioo  of  Delta  Kappa  Bpsi- 

lon,  on  December  23,  1898.] 

William  Edward  Oden  was  bom  July  6,  1865,  in  Northern  Indi- 
ana. When  about  nine  years  of  age,  he  moved  with  his  parents  to 
Benton  Harbor,  Mich.  He  attended  the  public  schools  there* 
and  in  the  fall  of  1884  entered  the  Freshman  class  of  De  Pauw  Uni- 
versity at  Greencastle,  Ind.  Within  a  week  or  two  after  enter- 
ing college,  he  was  initiated  into  Psi  Phi  Chapter  of  A  K  E^  and 
from  that  time  to  the  hour  of  his  death  was  loyal  to  and  enthusi- 
astic in  the  purposes  of  his  fraternity  and  chapter.  He  graduated 
from  De  Pauw  University  in  the  Class  of  '89,  taking  the  honors  in 
history.  After  leaving  college  he  was  for  two  years  Principal  of 
the  High  School  at  Spencer,  Ind.  He  then  came  to  Chicago 
and  entered  the  Northwestern  University  Law  School,  graduating 
from  that  institution  in  1892.  The  following  year  he  completed 
the  Post  Graduate  course  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Law.  Since 
then,  and  until  a  few  weeks  before  his  death,  he  was  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  law  in  this  city,  being  for  the  past  five  years  connected 
with  the  firm  of  Nickerbocker  &  Smith. 

When  in  June  last,  the  call  came  for  recruits  for  the  ist  Illi- 
nois Volunteer  Calvary,  he  put  in  his  application,  was  examined, 
accepted  and  sworn  in  June  14,  1898,  as  a  member  of  Troop 
"  H,''  left  Chicago  the  same  night,  and  arrived  at  Chickamauga  the 
following  Thursday  morning,  where  he  joined  his  regiment  A 
few  days  after  arriving  in  camp  he  was  taken  sick  with  appendicitis 
and  after  remaining  a  few  days  in  the  Regimental  Hospital  he  was 
removed  to  Leiter  Hospital,  at  Crawfish  Springs,  Ga.,  where  a 
surgical  operation  was  performed  on  him  by  Dr.  Senn,  on  Thurs- 
day, June  23d.  After  the  operation,  his  condition  was  all  that  could 
be  expected  and  desired,  until  Saturday  evening  following,  when  he 
had  a  relapse,  from  which  he  never  rallied,  and  died  on  Sunday 
morning,  June  26th.  Funeral  services  of  a  military  character  were 
held  at  the  hospital  the  next  day.     The  coffin  was  placed  under  a 
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great  gnarled  and  knotty  oak,  scarred  by  bullets  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  Troop  "  H,''  mounted,  was  present  in  a  body.  After  the  cere- 
mony  the  remains,  accompanied  by  a  military  escort,  were  taken  to 
Chattanooga  and  sent  to  Elgin,  111.,  where  funeral  services  were 
held  at  the  home  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  H.  G.  Ohls,  on  June  30th.  He 
was  buried  in  the  new  cemetery  at  Elgin.  He  leaves  surviving 
him  his  father,  John  R.  Oden ;  his  mother,  Katharine  Oden,  now 
living  at  Benton  Harbor,  Mich.;  his  sisters,  Mrs.  Anna  E.  Ohls, 
wife  of  Dr.  H,  G.  Ohls,  Elgin,  111.;  Mrs.  William  E.  Root,  of 
Elkhart,  Ind.;  Helen  R.  Oden,  Benton  Harbor,  Mich.,  and  his  broth- 
ers Charles  and  Eugene,  who  are  living  somewhere  in  the  West. 

William  E.  was  the  oldest  of  the  children  and  his  death  is  the 
first  and  only  one  that  has  yet  occurred  in  the  family. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Northwestern  Alumni  Association  of 
AKE.oi  Phi  Delta  Phi  Legal  Fraternity,  the  Hamilton  Club,  the 
Harvard  Club,  the  Century  Club  and  the  Methodist  Church. 

We  would  not  color  or  exaggerate  our  estimate  of  his  character 
and,  in  speaking  of  him,  desire  to  conhne  ourselves  strictly  within 
the  limits  of  the  truth.  His  most  familiar  friends  mention,  as  the 
most  distinctive  trait  of  his  character,  his  disinterested  generosity. 
Brother  Lantz  says  of  him,  that  this  trait  was  better  exemplified  in 
him  than  in  any  other  person  he  ever  knew.  The  welfare  of  his 
friends  was  always  of  more  concern  to  him  than  his  own.  There 
was  no  trace  or  tincture  of  selfishness  in  his  make  up.  It  was  this 
rather  rare  trait  of  character  that  most  endeared  him  to  his  friends 
and  acquaintances. 

He  had  no  enemies,  and  all  who  knew  him  speak  well  of  him. 
Brother  Jackson  writes  of  him  as  follows  :  "  All  who  knew  him, 
esteemed  him  most  highly.  I  never  knew  one  of  whom  I  thought 
more,  or  who  was  more  thoroughly  Christian,  reliable  and  honest 
in  every  sense  of  the  word." 

He  was  impelled  by  noble  purposes,  possessed  more  than  average 
ability,  a  refined  and  sympathetic  nature,  with  nothing  low  or  base 
in  its  composition.  He  was  simple  and  unaffected  in  his  conduct, 
and  a  warm-hearted,  sterling,  manly  fellow. 

Brother  Oden's  untimely  death  and  termination  of  a  bright, 
promising  life  is  a  full  answer  to  any  who  might  be  inclined  to 
belittle  the  services  of  the  volunteer  soldiers;  otherwise  than  at 
the  very  fore  front,  proof  that  the  soldier's  duty  may  call  him  into 
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circumstances  of  danger  other  than  the  presence  of  the  enemy. 
We  would  not  take  away  any  just  credit  and  glory  due  those  who 
proclaim  themselves  ready  to  meet  the  enemies  of  our  beloved 
country.  As  his  fraternity  brothers,  we  crown  him  a  full  hero, 
just  the  same  as  if  he  had  fallen  in  the  glorious  charge  at  El  Caney. 
His  generosity  and  brotherly  kindness  were  particularly  known  to 
many  of  us  and  are  a  reminder  to  us  as  brothers,  to  love  one  an- 
other, and  in  honor  to  prefer  one  another.  Brother  Everett,  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Northwestern  Association,  pronounced  an  ex- 
tempore and  eloquent  tribute  to  him,  and  eulogies  of  his  noble 
character  and  his  upright  life  have  already  appeared  in  print. 

Our  sympathy  goes  out  to  those  nearest  and  dearest  to  him, 
those  who  will  miss  him  most.  As  Fraternity  Brethren,  our  love 
will  follow  his  memory. 

From  our  heart,  with  affection,  we  pronounce  his  name,  Brother 
William  E.  Oden.

The  election  of  Hon.  Albert  J.  Beveridge,  Psi  Phi,  '85,  to  the 
United  States  Senate  from  Indiana,  is  particularly  gratifying  to  all

A  good  attendance  was  secured,  a  good  old- 
fashioned  A  K  E  time  had,  a  committee  appointed,  and  another  asso- 
ciation launched.

1898: 

A  NOTABLE  OCCASION. 


The  a  K  E  Fraternity  Has  a  Banquet  at  the  Bangor 

House  Wednesday  Night. 

On  Wednesday  night,  at  the  Bangor  House,  a  large  number  of 
the  members  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity  met  for  a  ban- 
quet. Many  of  the  Bangor  boys  who  are  at  present  attending  the 
different  colleges  are  members  of  the  famous  old  Fraternity,  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  at  home  for  the  vacation  made  the  alumni  anxious 
to  hold  the  banquet  at  this  time  so  that  those  young  men  could 
attend. 

Therefore  last  night  was  chosen,  and  no  merrier  gathering  has 
been  seen  in  Bangor  for  some  time.  Landlord  Chapman  served  one 
of  his  best  dinners,  and  the  speeches  were  full  of  wit  and  humor  and 
did  honor  to  the  Deke  fraternity.  Before  the  banquet,  and  during 
the  post-prandial  exercises,  the  songs  of  the  Fraternity  were  sung 
with  a  spirit  that  only  college  men  can  muster. 

Many  Dekes  from  out  of  town  were  present,  and  several  mem- 
bers of  the  Fraternity  living  in  Bangor,  who  were  unable  to  attend 
sent  letters  regretting  their  absence.

To  the  Bowdoin  student  of  the  present  time,  college  life  centers  about  two 
points— *' the  End ''and  "the  Club."  "The  End  "is  that  particular  half  of 
one  of  the  three  dormitories,  in  which,  according  to  the  long-established  custom, 
the  members  of  his  own  fraternity  have  their  rooms.  "  The  Club  "  is  that  house, 
usually  in  close  proximity  to  the  campus,  where  the  members  of  his  society  take 
their  meals  and  where  they  congregate,  on  winter  evenings  after  dinner,  to  talk, 
and  smoke,  and  sing  fraternity  songs,  before  returning  to  their  rooms  and  books. 
The  Quarterly,  a  year  ago,  chronicled  the  complete  renovation  of  old  Appleton 
Hall  and  .the  consequent  improvement  in  what  has  been  for  many  years  the 
Deke  End — South  Appleton.  In  this  number  we  take  pleasure  in  announcing 
a  similar  improvement  in  the  matter  of  our  fraternity  "  Club."  After  three  terms 
of  wandering  we  are  once  more  back  at  our  old  location  on  the  comer  of 
Maine  and  Noble  streets,  opposite  the  College  Church.  This  house  will  be  re- 
called by  our  alumni  as  having  been  the  home  of  the  Deke  Club  for  many  years ; 
but  it  is  not  to  the  same  old  house  that  we  return.  The  partition  wall  between 
the  two  former  dining-rooms  has  been  removed  and  we  now  have  one  large 
sunny  room,  in  which  the  five  tables  give  ample  accommodation  for  thirty-eight 
men.  In  one  comer  of  the  room  is  a  large  open  fire-place,  and  the  ceiling  is 
decorated  with  evergreen  festoons,  from  which  are  hung  the  letters  ^  KEin  the 
Fratemity  colors.  In  the  adjoining  sitting-room  is  a  new  piano  just  purchased 
by  the  chapter,  from  which  Brother  Appleton,  '02,  extracts  the  most  marvelous 
"  rag  "  time,  and  upon  which  Brother  Godfrey,  '99,  pounds  out  his  thunderous 
accompaniments  to  our  rousing  Deke  songs. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  members  of  Theta  are  taking  solid  comfort  in  their 
new  surroundings  this  term  and  are  just  a  wee  bit  regretful  when  they  realize 
that  the  old  life  of  "  End  "  and  "  Club  "  is  soon  to  pass  away  from  Bowdoin,  to 
give  place  to  the  much-desired,  but  as  yet  untried,  life  of  the  chapter  houses? 
For  undoubtedly  a  few  years  will  see  this  old  system  a  thing  of  the  past.  Already 
Alpha  Delta  Phi  has  led  the  way  by  purchasing  and  rebuilding  a  commodious 
house  on  the  comer  of  Maine  and  Page  streets  just  opposite  the  Science  Build- 
ing, and  this  term  the  members  of  its  upper  delegations  have  vacated  their  rooms 
in  South  Winthrop — the  "Alpha  Delt.  End" — and  have  transferred  their  be- 
longings to  their  new  home.  Psi  Upsilon  is  taking  active  steps  toward  a  similar 
result,  and  the  Dekes  expect  to  see  the  ground  broken  this  summer  upon  the 
fine  lot  on  the  comer  of  Maine  and  College  streets  which  Theta  purchased  three 
years  ago.

We  hope  to  get 
these  records  complete  in  time,  and  to  that  end  earnestly  solicit  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of,  not  only  the  chapters,  but  of  the 
Alumni  Associations  and  all  the  Fraternity  members. 


We  congratulate  our  Maine  brethren  upon  the  start  they  have 
made  towards  a  new  Alumni  Association.

The 
Convention  was  a  great  success.  The  attendance  was  large ;  the 
chapters  were  usually  well  represented ;  some  very  important  busi- 
ness transacted;  and  the  entertainment  afforded  the  delegates  very 
pleasing.     The  whole  affair  was  excellently  well  managed. 

The  next  Convention  will  be  held  with  the  Sigma  Chapter  at 
Amherst,  Mass.  We  call  the  attention  of  all  to  this  at  this  early  date, 
so  that  preparations  can  be  made  in  time,  as  we  are  hoping  for  still 
greater  attendance  than  at  the  last  Convention.

We  echo  the  sentiments  of  all  when  we  extend  our  heartfelt 
greetings  to  our  far-away  brothers,  our  new  association  of  the  Phil- 
ippines.  Eight  thousand  miles  from  home  these  brothers  have 
met,  and  clasped  hands  together  again,  renewing  their  allegiance  to 
the  diamond  and  the  scroll  amid  the  roar  of  battle.  What  can  be 
more  inspiring  than  this  beautiful  exemplification  of  fraternal  fellow- 
ship ?  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  means  something,  when  far  away,  in 
the  face  of  privations  and  danger,  its  sons  band  together  and 
repledge  their  troth;  where  there  are  no  officers  nor  privates,  but  all 
brothers. 

We  congratulate  our  new  association.  It  is  particularly  gratify- 
ing to  see  such  practical  manifestation  of  our  fraternity  spirit  and 
purpose. 

The  most  complete  Fraternity  publication  of  the  kind  we  have 
ever  seen  is  the  "  Memorial  History  of  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  Fra- 
ternity," with  the  account  of  the  semi-centennial  convention  and 
banquet,  published  and  edited  by  Clay  W.  Holmes,  Lafayette,  '69, 
editor  of  The  Shield.  The  Memorial  contains  a  detailed  account  of 
the  semi-centennial  convention,  held  in  New  York  City,  February  9 
to  10,  1898,  and  is  followed  by  a  history  of  all  the  chapters  with 
profuse  illustrations,  making  in  all  a  beautiful  bound  volume  of 
nearly  three  hundred  pages,  containing  fraternity  history  and 
records  of  almost  inestimable  value.  Among  other  things  it  con- 
tains the  autograph  signatures  of  the  two  hundred  and  forty-four 
members  who  participated  in  the  banquet. 

Mr.  Holmes  is  a  living  example  of  the  successful  man,  who,  in 
the  midst  of  the  pressing  duties  and  demands  of  the  world,  has  al- 
ways found  time  to  devote  a  great  part  of  his  energy  to  the  building 
up  and  support  of  his  fraternity.  We  know  of  no  other  man  who 
has  been  more  conspicuous  than  Mr.  Holmes  in  this  particular.  His 
purse,  his  pen  and  himself  have  always  been  devoted  to  Theta  Delta 
Chi.  His  example  is  not  only  a  benefit,  but  an  inspiration  to  not  only 
his  own  fraternity,  but  to  us  all. 


We  welcome  our  two  new  chapters,  Tau  Lambda  and  Alpha 
Phi.  Not  since  the  Convention  of  1893,  when  a  charter  was  granted 
to  Delta  Delta,  which  was  only  the  renewal  of  an  extension  into  an 
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old  field,  have  we  had  an  opportunity  to  so  extend  our  welcome. 
In  spite  of  her  positive  conservative  tendencies,  which  had  come  to 
be  almost  regarded  as  the  bulwark  of  fraternity  conservatism, 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  had  the  foresight  and  judgment  to  grasp  a 
favorable  opportunity  and  extend  her  borders,  not  only  into  distant 
parts  of  our  own  country,  but  into  foreign  territory.  To  sustain 
a  strict  and  rigidly  careful  policy  of  conservatism  and  at  exactly  the 
right  moment  throw  down  the  bars,  requires  the  exercise  of  the 
greatest  care  and  of  the  keenest  judgment,  and  yet  this  is  just  what 
the  Fraternity,  aided  and  advised  by  the  Council,  have  done. 

We  congratulate  A  K  E  upon  entering  new  fields  of  the  most 
desirable  kind,  and  establishing. two  new  chapters,  the  personnel  of 
which  would  be  a  credit  to  any  fraternity. 

To  maintain  and  yet  control  a  healthy  policy  of  expansion  is  a 
difficult  task.  We  see  the  results  of  too  much  extension  every  day ; 
large  chapter  rolls  in  colleges  and  institutions  of  all  sorts  and  de- 
scriptions, scattered  all  over  the  country ;  chapters  dying  and 
charters  being  taken  away  every  year ;  hordes  of  undesirable  mem- 
bers taken  in,  and  a  general  disruption  and  decadence  of  the  Fra- 
ternity spirit.  And  just  as  bad  is  too  much  conservatism ;  small 
chapters  in  a  few  institutions,  ofttimes  distantly  removed  from  each 
other ;  no  alumni  organization  and  nothing  to  follow  undergradu- 
ate life ;  necessarily  limited  fraternal  intercourse;  and,  finally,  almost 
practical  extinction. 

Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  always  avoided  these  two  extremes. 
Our  two  new  sisters  stood  the  test.  They  have  joined  the  mystic 
circle.     May  they  prove  worthy.

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THE  NEW  YORK  REUNION. 


A  d  K  E  reunion  was  held  at  Sherry's,  New  York  City,  on  April 
8th,  which  in  due  and  proper  form  celebrated  the  recent  achieve- 
ments of  the  Fraternity  in  an  eminently  successful  manner. 

Charles  H.  Beckett  presided,  and  seated  at  the  speakers'  table 
with  him  were  Hon.  Hilary  A.  Herbert,  ex-Secretary  of  the  Navy ; 
Hon.  William  Rumsey,  Justice  of  the  Appellate  Division,  New 
York  Supreme  Court ;  Right  Rev.  Lucien  Lee  Kinsolving,  Bishop 
of  Brazil ;  Charles  F.  Mathewson ;  Andrew  W.  Gleason ;  Hon.  James 
M.  Varnum,  Surrogate  of  New  York  County ;  Frank  S.  Williams, 
President  of  the  d  K  E  Council ;  Alexander  McNeill,  President  of 
the  A  K  E  Club,  and  the  four  surviving  ex-presidents  of  the  Club, 
Hon.  Charlton  T.  Lewis,  General  Wager  Swayne,  David  Bennett 
King  and  Hon.  John  De  Witt  Warner. 

Over  two  hundred  members  of  the  Fraternity,  representing 
nearly  every  chapter  and  alumni  association,  were  present  The 
brethren  were  seated  by  chapters  and  classes,  and  the  arrangements 
in  all  their  details  were  most  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

After  coffee  had  been  served,  Mr.  Beckett  called  upon  the  guests 
for  silence,  and  said : 

"  Brothers  in  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  I  salute  you !  We  have  met 
together  to  renew  that  fraternal  feeling  which  is  our  common  herit- 
age— friends  ever  from  the  heart.  We  meet  to  celebrate  the 
growth  and  development  of  our  Fraternity ;  she  who  is  and  has 
been  and  ever  shall  be  the  greatest  of  all  Greek  letter  fraternities. 
This  quinquennial  feast  finds  us  thirteen  thousand  strong  with  thirty- 
seven  active  chapters,  and  what  we  lack  in  greatness,  honors,  num- 
bers and  extent  is  more  than  made  up  by  the  amplitude  of  your 
enthusiasm.    (Applause.) 

"  If  our  founders  in  1844  could  have  only  seen  this  day;  if  those 
members  of  the  first  public  gathering  of  this  Order  in  the  month  of 
December,  1846,  could  have  peered  forward  into  the  future  and  be* 
held  this  time !  If  one  of  their  number  had  then  prophesied  that 
in  the  space  of  a  little  more  than  fifty  years  their  meagre  numbers 
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would  grow  to  thousands;  that  chapter  after  chapter  would  be 
established  at  institutions  of  learning  to  be  founded  beyond  the 
then  cordon  of  unexplored  wildernesses ;  that  their  sons  and  sons' 
sons  would  bear  down  the  kindly  fire  of  brotherhood — like  the  old 
Greek  torch-light  racers — past  the  throes  of  the  rebellion,  chapter 
standing  over  against  chapter,  and  so  out  into  the  broader  spaces  of 
this  more  liberal  time  and  greater  empire — had  he  foretold  them 
this,  why  they  would  have  put  it  all  aside  as  the  unsubstantial 
fabric  of  an  idle  dream.    And  yet  all  this  has  come  to  pass. 

"  It  is  my  charge,  to  deliver  to  you  the  messages  of  welcome  and 
goodwill  which  our  brothers  who  had  intended  to  be  present  with  us 
this  evening  have  sent  to  you  because  circumstances  have  prevented 
their  being  here.  Hon.  John  D.  Long,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of 
the  Alpha  Chapter,  was  to  have  presided  at  this  banquet  to-night, 
but  was  obliged  at  the  last  moment  to  forego  that  pleasure  and  priv- 
ilege because  he  was  detained  by  affairs  of  State.     He  telegraphs  :

He  is  the  man  who  pre- 
pared our  Navy  for  its  glorious  victories;  and  not  a  shot  fired  from 
our  '^  far  flung  battle  line  "  at  Santiago  and  Manila  but  bears  wit- 
ness to  his  years  of  devotion  to  our  country  and  the  debt  of  gratitude 
due  him  from  all  his  countrymen.  I  have  the  honor  to  introduce 
Hon.  Hilary  A.  Herbert,  ex-Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  the  Eta  and 
Psi  Chapters,  to  respond  to  the  toast  '  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  in  our 
Recent  War.'  "    (Great  applause.) 

Mr.  Herbert  spoke  of  his  membership  in  J  K  E  while  in  college. 
As  it  was  there,  he  said,  experience  had  taught  him  it  was  else- 
where, choice  spirits  were  gathered  into  our  fraternity.  The  tests 
of  membership  which  we  apply  were  a  guaranty  that  the  men  whom 
our  fraternity  sought  were  destined  to  illustrate  the  virtues  of 
American  citizenship.  As  a  consequence  of  these  tests,  it  has  fol- 
lowed, naturally,  that  for  heroism  in  the  day  of  battle  we  may 
proudly  average  comparison  with  any  organization  in  the  land.  In 
the  Civil  War,  North  and  South,  J  K  E*s  were  among  the  first  in 
the  field,  and  side  by  side  with  the  foremost  in  the  fight.  It  is  re- 
corded that  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  sent  more  than  fifteen  hundred  of 
her  sons  into  the  Civil  War,  about  seven  hundred  and  ninety-six  to 
the  Union  army,  and  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  the  Confed- 
erate army — 60  per  cent,  of  all  the  names  on  her  rolls.  (Great  ap- 
plause.) 

Among  the  men  in  the  House  of  Representatives  there  sat  some 
years  ago  3,  J  K  E  from  Massachusetts.  It  so  happened  that  this 
man  of  peace  was  at  the  head  of  the  navy  when  the  recent  war  with 
Spain  began.  He  had  no  military  training,  but  his  quick  eye  dis- 
covered at  once  that  the  issue  of  the  war  depended  mainly  upon  the 
possession  and  control  ot  the  seas,  and  to  John  D.  Long,  head  of  the 
Navy  Department,  ably  assisted  in  the  start  by  that  other  J  K  E, 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  belongs  the  chief  credit  for  the  phenomenal 
success  of  the  United  States  navy,  that  has  never  been  equalled  in 
the  annals  of  naval  warfare.     (Great  applause.) 

Mr.  Herbert  also  spoke  of  the  glorious  record  ol  J  K  E  on  the 
field  of  battle — how  at  the  front  and  in  the  camps  J  K  E's  were  to  be 
found.    He  called  attention  briefly  to  the  glorious  achievements  of 
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the  fraternity  throughout  the  Spanish  war,  and  the  conspicuous  part 
A  K  E  took  from  beginning  to  end.  He  reviewed  the  success  with 
which  Gen.  Woodford  had  represented  his  government  during 
these  trying  times  at  the  Court  of  Madrid ;  how  Whitelaw  Reid 
discharged  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  United  States  Peace  Com- 
mission, and  Gen.  Butler  in  the  field  and  as  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Cuban  Commission ;  how  Theodore  Roosevelt  led  his  Rough 
Riders  at  San  Juan,  and  Capt.  March  the  Astor  Battery  at  Manila. 
He  also  spoke  of  John  Addison  Porter,  secretary  to  the  President, 
and  referred  to  numerous  others  by  name,  closing  with  a  brief  re- 
view of  the  series  of  events  which  led  to  the  war,  its  quick  con- 
summation,  and  the  respect  and  esteem  with  which  the  United 
States  was  regarded  by  other  nations  since  this  war. 

After  the  cheers  following  Mr.  Herbert's  speech  the  Toastmaster 
said  :  "  Brothers,  before  we  hear  oi  J  K  E  in  peace  I  will  read  you 
a  message  from  our  brother  Judge  Hunt,  of  Kappa,  who  is  known 
to  every  A  K  Em  Christendom.     He  writes : 

"  Baird  Oak. 
"  My  Dear  Brother  Roe  : 

"  Your  letter  of  the  twenty-fourth  instant,  inviting  me  to  be 
present  at  an  old-fashioned  J  K  E  dinner  and  reunion  on  Saturday 
evening,  April  the  eighth,  at  six  thirty  o'clock,  at  Sherry's,  has  been 
received. 

"  Please  convey  my  cordial  acknowledgments  to  the  Committee 
for  the  compliment  expressed  by  the  invitation  and  say  how  much  I 
regret  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  accept  the  courtesy. 

"  The  occasion  may  be  an  old-fashioned  one,  but  surely  the  Fra- 
ternity has  nothing  of  age  except  its  dignity,  and  her  strength  is  the 
strength  of  youth.  Membership  is  a  recognized  privilege  as  well 
as  a  distinction,  since  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  is  the  best  expression  of 
the  successive  college  classes  of  more  than  half  a  century  of  the 
leading  educational  institutions  of  the  land. 

"Nor  is  it  strange  that  the  friendships  thus  formed,  like  running 
brooks,  only  deepen  their  channels  as  they  run  on  forever,  and  that 
the  Chapter  Houses,  with  their  tender  associations,  become  more 
beautiful  with  the  passing  years. 

"The  Fraternity,  too,  is  not  limited  by  geography.  With  a 
chapter  established  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  let  us  magnify  the 
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spirit  of  expansion  until  her  influence  shall  widen  and  widen  with 
each  successive  year,  and  Greek  temples  and  Greek  hearths  in 
every  prominent  college  of  the  West  and  South  shall  attest  the  liv- 
ing devotion  of  her  members.  A  common  country  will  thus  be 
glorified  through  the  heroism  of  her  sons  and  the  patriotism  of  her 
scholarship. 

"  Kindly  assure  all  the  brethren  who  may  gather  on  the  genial 
occasion  that  I  am  with  them  always,  even  unto  the  end,  and  that 
my  love  for  the  Fraternity,  like  the  love  of  Apollo  for  Daphne,  in 
whose  memory  he  bound  his  bow  with  laurel,  is  not  dimmed  by  the 
coming  and  going  of  the  years. 

"  Believe  me,

This  letter  from  J  K  E's  favorite  orator  was  greeted  with  cheers, 
and  the  Toastmaster  then  said  : 

"  Brothers,  have  you  observed  that  stately  building  in  the  course 
of  erection  on  the  easterly  side  of  Madison  Square.  Grand  in  all  its 
appointments  and  architecture,  it  would  be  a  fitting  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  Chapter  House.  It  is,  however,  to  be  the  home  of  a  great 
Court — our  Appellate  Division — a  tribunal  whose  influence  is  felt  for 
good  wherever  the  Saxon  law  prevails  ;  that  makes  for  order  and 
for  peace.  For  peace,  too,  has  her  victories  as  well  as  war.  Schiller 
makes  the  elder  Piccolomini  say  : 

"The  way  of  ancient  ordinance,  though  it  winds, 
Is  yet  no  devious  course.     Straight  forward  goes 
The  lightning's  flash,  and  straight  the  awful  path 
Of  the  cannon  ball.     Direct  its  flight  and  rapid : 
Shattering  that  it  may  reach  and  shattering  what  it  reaches. 
My  Son^  the  road  the  human  being  travels, 
That  on  which  blessings  come  and  go,  follows 
The  river's  course,  the  valley's  playful  windings, 
Curves  round  the  cornfield  and  the  hill  of  vines 
Honoring  the  holy  bonds  of  property." 

"  We  have  with  us  to-night  a  member  of  that  distinguished  tri- 
bunal that  makes  for  order  and  for  peace,  and  we  are  proud  to  find 
him  one  of  our  brotherhood.     I  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  upon 
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Hon.  William  Rumsey,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of  the 
Epsilon  Chapter,  to  respond  to  the  toast,  "  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  in 
Peace/' 

Judge  Rumsey  said : 

"  To  enumerate  the  triumphs  oiAK  Eva  peace  would  be  a  task  too 
long  for  the  time  at  my  disposal  to-night.  I  might  name  over  a 
long  list  of  the  men  whose  achievements  have  contributed  to  her 
fame,  but  while  the  story  would  without  doubt  be  one  of  great  in- 
terest, I  shall  not  tell  it.  I  want  to  look  at  my  subject  from  an 
entirely  diflFerent  point  of  view,  so  I  shall  just  say  a  few  words  about 
your  duties  in  the  time  of  peace. 

•*  When  the  war  with  Spain  was  coming  on,  there  were  some  of 
us  who  did  not  believe  that  the  American  jurisdiction  should  be  en- 
larged so  as  to  take  in  lands  which  were  not  upon  this  continent. 
We  deprecated  what  seemed  to  us  a  departure  from  the  old  tradi- 
tions of  our  country.  That  time,  however,  is  past.  The  war  came. 
It  could  not  be  avoided.  Its  first  result  was  to  impose  upon  us  new 
duties,  new  responsibilities.  When  the  fortunes  of  war,  almost  at 
the  first  instant,  gave  us  the  Philippines,  they  ended  discussion.  It 
was  no  longer  a  question  of  whether  we  should  change  our  old 
policies  and  traditions  or  not.  The  war  compelled  the  step  to  be 
taken,  and  we  could  not  recede. 

"  The  only  thing  for  us  now  to  consider,  is  what  are  the  duties 
oi  A  K  Es  at  this  time.  We  have  entered  upon  these  new  relations. 
We  owe  it  to  the  inhabitants  of  these  islands,  we  owe  it  to  the  world 
at  large,  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  most  of  all,  to  give  them  a  govern- 
ment which  shall  be  honest,  which  shall  be  just,  and  which  shall 
guarantee  to  the  governed  all  the  rights  which  are  justly  theirs. 
This  can  only  be  done  if  the  men  of  education,  the  picked  men,  such 
as  belong  to  this  Fraternity,  give  to  the  problem  the  time,  the  educa- 
tion, the  devotion  which  it  demands.  You  men  who  hear  me 
to-night  are  representatives  of  the  class  which  must  determine 
whether  the  difficulties  which  confront  us  shall  be  met  and  con- 
quered. If  your  patriotism  shall  induce  you  to  take  up  these 
problems,  and  by  intelligent  study,  by  intense  application  and  above 
all  by  sterling  honesty,  solve  them,  we  have  nothing  to  fear.  But 
if  you  A  K  E*s  and  the  men  such  as  you  represent  are  content  to 
relegate  this  work  to  the  mere  politicians,  to  allow  the  colonial  and 
diplomatic  offices  to  be  distributed  as  spoils,  as  rewards  for  party

service,  and  our  new  possessions  to  be  exploited  for  what  there  is 
in  thera,  then  we  can  be  sure  that  failure  will  follow,  and  our  country 
will  be  dishonored. 

"  I  want  to  place  these  matters  before  you  to-night,  and  to  urge 
you  to  think  about  them.  I  have  enough  confidence  in  you  to 
believe  that  you  will  not  shrink  from  the  task  which  is  imposed 
upon  the  young  men  of  the  land.  Let  ARE  take  the  lead  in  these 
things  as  she  has  in  the  past,  and  we  shall  find  that  the  victories  and 
the  rewards  of  peace  are  as  great  and  as  honorable  as  those  of 
war."    (Applause.) 

After  Judge  Rumsey's  remarks  a  song  was  sung  and  then  the 
following  telegram  from  our  new  baby  in  Canada,  Alpha  Phi : 

"  Toronto,  Ont.,  April  8th. 

"  Frank  S.  Williams  : 

President  ARE  Council, 
Sherry's, 

New  York. 

"  Alpha  Phi  sends  greetings.  Three  cheers  for  Deke  military 
and  naval  heroes. 

"F.  D.  McEntee." 


The  brethren  rose  and  gave  three  hearty  cheers  for  our  first 
chapter  beyond  the  borders. 

After  which  the  Toastmaster  resumed :  "  Our  next  speaker,  I 
may  say,  in  view  of  the  remarks  that  you  have  already  heard 
respecting  age  is  very,  very  young ;  but  notwithstanding  his  callow 
adolescence,  I  am  not  apprehensive  of  his  venturing  the  attempt. 
In  fact,  I  may  say  that  his  past  experience  will  warrant  the  ven- 
ture. Hailing,  as  he  does,  from  my  own  college,  I  will  vouch  to 
you  for  his  ability  in  all  the  higher  branches  of  athletics,  even 
through  golf,  and  his  Alma  Mater  has  given  him  the  passport  to 
learning,  for  he  is  a  trustee  of  Dartmouth  College,  serving  that 
institution  with  distinction  to  himself  and  much  profit  to  his  Alma 
Mater.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  calling  upon  Mr.  Charles  F.  Mathew- 
son,  of  the  New  York  Bar  and  the  Pi  Chapter,  to  respond  to  the 
toast '  The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Spirit'  " 
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Mr.  Mathewson  said : 

"  Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers  in  the  Bond :  "  Reference  having 

been  made  to  the  fact  that  I  am  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Dart- 

mooth  College,  I  am  entitled  to  add  that  I  am  not  the  only  one 

of  the   *  elect'   who  occupies  a  seat  in  that  august  body.    The 

next  junior  member,  the  Hon,   Frank  S.  Streeter,    of  Concord, 

New   Hampshire,  and   the   Hon.   E.   D.   Redington,  of  Chicago, 

both   of   my  own  chapter,  keep   me   company   there,  giving  to 

our  fraternity  a  larger  representation  than  possessed  by  any  other 

— a  showing  doubly  gratifying  andjcreditable  when  it  is  considered 

that  societies  at  Dartmouth   considerably  exceed  in  number  the 

Trustees  of  that  Institution  (applause). 

**  Mr.  Chairman,  I  can  resist  anything  but  temptation  (laughter) 
and  when  Mr.  Frank  S.  Williams — the  engineer-in-chief  of  this 
function — approached  me  yesterday  with  an  invitation  to  indulge 
in  a  little  language  on  this  occasion  (laughter),  and  with  those  blan- 
dishments which  he  alone  can  superlatively  exercise,  I  fell  (great 
laughter),  and  from  much  brooding  over  my  misfortune — and  yours 
(laughter) — I  have  reached  the  state  of  mind  exhibited  some  years 
ago  by  an  old  man  by  the  name  of  Elkins,  who  lived  in  Orleans 
County,  Vermont — a  section  chiefly  distinguished  as  being  my 
birthplace  (laughter).  Elkins  was  a  notorious  atheist,  and  the  law 
of  the  State  as  then  existing  (it  has  since  been  changed),  ex- 
cluded the  evidence  of  such  a  person  in  judicial  proceedings, 
on  the  theory  that  as  he  lacked  belief  in  the  Divinity — his  con- 
science would  not  be  bound  by  the  statutory  oath,  and  his  testi- 
mony would  consequently  be  unreliable  and  incompetent.  A  case 
in  which  Elkins  was  greatly  interested  being  on  trial  in  that 
county,  he  was  called  to  the  witness  chair  by  plaintiff's  attorney* 
whereupon  opposing  counsel  objected  to  his  being  sworn,  and  after 
a  tew  questions  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the  witness*  religious— or 
irreligious — views  on  the  record.  Judge  Royce,  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  who  was  presiding,  turned  to  the  witness,  and  in  a  very 
courteous  manner  said :  *  Mr.  Elkins,  the  Court  regrets  that  in  the 
present  state  of  the  law  of  Vermont,  you  are  unable  to  take  the 
required  oath,  and  your  evidence  cannot  be  received.'  Elkins  rose, 
boiling  with  indignation  and  disappointment,  strode  down  the  side 
of  the  room  to  the  witness  enclosure,  thence  into  a  large  ante-room 
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in  the  rear,  and  pushing  apart  far  enough  to  thrust  his  head  through 
the  swinging  baize  doors  which  afford  an  entrance  into  the  main 
Court  room,  shouted  out:  *  If  there  is  a  God,  God  damn  this 
Court  !*  (great  laughter). 

"Now,  I  do  not  intend  to  employ  this  language  toward  our 
friend  Williams,  whatever  I  may  think  or  feel  (laughter),  but  I  will 
say  that  my  emotions  for  some  time  past  have  been  similar  to  those 
of  the  man  who  was  told  by  the  director  of  ceremonies  at  his  wife's 
funeral  that  he  must  walk  in  with  his  mother-in-law.  After  consider- 
able expostulation,  and  strenuous  representations  on  the  part  of  the 
director  that  any  other  course  would  create  endless  comment  and 
be  utterly  out  of  the  question,  the  victim  exclaimed :  *  Well,  if  I 
must,  I  suppose  I  musty  but  I  want  you  to  understand  that  it 
destroys  all  enjoyment  in  this  affair  for  me  /*  (great  laughter). 

"  And  to  make  matters  more  difficult,  I  am  located  both  on  the 
list  of  toasts  and  at  the  table,  between  Justice  and  Mars  (laughter) 
— between  the  Hon.  William  Rumsey  of  the  Appellate  Division 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  the  one  hand,  and  General  Wager 
Swayne,  the  militant  representative  of  the  parent  chapter,  on  the 
other;  and  when  one  who  has  sat  through  an  entire  banquet 
hemmed  in  by  two  such  companionable  and  capacious  spirits,  is 
able  at  this  stage  to  rise  unaided  to  his  feet  and  express  himself  in 
intelligible  accents,  he  is — I  think  it  will  be  conceded — entitled  to 
no  small  credit  for  that  achievement  alone  (great  laughter). 

"  Addressing  myself  to  the  subject  assigned  me.  The  ^  J  K  E 
Spirit,*  I  will  say  that  conspicuous  among  its  attributes  are  the 
energy  and  resourcefulness,  the  persistency  undiscouraged  by 
rebuffs,  which  are  prime  '  factors '  in  the  successful  battle  of  life. 
One  of  the  most  luminous  illustrations  of  these  qualities  is  present 
with  us  this  evening  in  the  person  of  our  Chairman,  Brother  Beckett, 
who  has  presided  over  our  reunion  with  so  much  of  grace  and 
dignity.  It  was  in  the  early  'go's  when  he  was  a  struggling  young 
lawyer  just  located  in  the  City  of  New  York,  when  his  face  was 
smoother  and  his  countenance  more  bland  and  alluring,  if  possible, 
than  it  is  to-day  (laughter),  and  when  he  had  no  dreams  of  the  plu- 
tocratic position  which  he  has  since  attained,  that  Beckett  appeared 
one  day  late  in  December  in  the  office  of  the  Hon.  Chauncey  M. 
Depew,  President  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company, 
who  had  not  at  that  time  the  pleasure  of  Beckett's  acquaintance, 
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and  handing  out  his  card  said:  '  Mr.  Depew,  I  would  like  a  pass, 
if  you  please,  to  Watkins  and  return '  (great  laughter). 

"  After  a  few  preliminary  gasps  and  a  quick  survey  of  his  visitor 
to  determine  whether  his  mind  was  balanced,  Mr.  Depew  replied  in 
a  deliberate  and  chilling  tone,  *  Young  man,  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  was  organized  and  exists  for 
the  purpose,  among  others,  of  carrying  passengers  for  hire!' 
(laughter). 

"  Nothing  abashed  by  a  reception  which  might  have  discouraged 
a  less  sanguine  spirit,  Beckett  rejoined :  '  I  surmised  as  much,  Mr. 
Depew,  but  the  fact  is  I  am  engaged  to  marry  a  young  lady  who 
resides  at  Watkins,  New  York ;  it  is  now  two  days  before  Christmas  ; 
Walldns  is  300  miles  from  here,  the  walking  is  bad,  and  unless  I 
secure  transportation  to  that  point,  she  will  be  compelled  to  pass 
what  should  be  the  happiest  day  of  all  the  year  in  solitude  and  in 
gloom  !     I  may  be  able  to  do  as  much  for  you  '  (laughter). 

"  Dr.  Depew  gazed  for  a  few  moments  thoughtfully  on  our 
chairman^  and  then  turning  to  his  secretary  handed  up  the  card, 
saying,  *  John,  make  out  a  pass  for  this  gentleman  to  Watkins  and 
return,  good  until  the  27th  inst.'  (laughter  and  applause).  He  had 
evidently  concluded  that  deprivation  on  Christmas  day  of  the 
society  of  a  young  man  of  the  unique  and  entertaining  qualities  dis- 
placed by  our  friend  Beckett  on  that  occasion,  was  'a  greater 
penance  than  he  had  any  moral  right  to  impose  upon  any  young 
woman,  and  particularly  upon  her  in  question  "  (laughter). 

**  Now  the  sequel  is  as  it  ought  to  be.  A  few  years  later  the 
head  of  the  house  of  Vanderbilt  died,  leaving  the  bulk  of  his  for- 
tune to  two  sons  and  cutting  off  the  remainder  of  his  children,  as 
you  will  recall,  with  $10,000,000  apiece  (laughter).  Some  of  the 
witnesses  of  his  will  were  ill  or  infirm,  and  other  complications 
arising,  Dr.  Depew,  as  the  legal  advisor  of  the  estate,  came  down 
to  the  Court  House  in  some  agitation  to  see  what  could  be  done 
about  it,  when  forth  stepped  the  head  of  the  probate  department  in 
our  Surrogate's  Court,  and  stretching  out  his  hand  said  :  '  How  do 
you  do,  Mr.  Depew,  I  am  glad  to  see  you  again ! '  After  a  moment's 
thought  and  finding  no  help  in  his  memory,  Depew  replied,  hesitat- 
ingly :  *  I  think  you  have  the  advantage  of  me,  sir  *;  to  which  our 
friend  Beckett  (  for  it  was  none  other  than  he)  quickly  responded  : 
'  That's  all  right,  Mr.  Depew,  the  last  time  we  met  you  had  the  ad- 
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vantage  of  tne  (great  laughter).  You  may  recall  that  you  favored 
me  on  that  occasion  with  a  pass  to  Watkins ' —  *  Ah,  yes/  broke  in 
the  Doctor,  a  gleam  of  recognition  passing  over  his  face,'  *  you  are 

that    chee ,  I  should  that  entertaining,  young  man  who  was 

anxious  to  spend  Christmas  at  Watkins  in  spite  of  the  poor  walk- 
ing!' 

*  I  am  the  same/  returned  Beckett.  '  With  intuition  rare  in 
one  of  my  years  (laughter)  I  then  foresaw,  and  intimated  to  you, 
that  I  might  be  of  service  to  you  in  the  future.  The  time  has  come  ; 
and  I  desire  to  say  to  you  that  this  will  shall  be  '  railroaded ' 
through  (employing  this  term  as  one  which  will  be  likely  to  be  in- 
telligible to  you)  with  such  smoothness  and  dispatch  that  you 
never  would  never  know  it  happened  unless  somebody  told  you/ 
And  he  did  (applause). 

"  Whether  this  development  of  the  qualities  to  which  I  have 
referred  is  to  be  attributed  .solely  to  the  training  of  our  friend  in 
our  fraternity,  or  whether  it  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  he 
is  a  native  of  Vermont,  I  do  not  attempt  to  say.  Although  char- 
acterized in  general  by  great  modesty,  the  citizens  of  that  State  are 
nevertheless  ready  to  accept  without  flinching  any  credit  which  is 
justly  their  due.  This  is  well  illustrated  by  the  journal  of  that 
State,  which,  after  the  signing  of  the  peace  preliminaries  in  August 
of  last  year,  referring  to  the  fact  that  Admiral  Dewey,  who  fought 
the  first  and  last  battle  of  the  war,  and  Captain  Clark  of  the  Oregon^ 
who  gained  such  renown  at  the  naval  battle  of  Santiago,  were  both 
natives  of  the  '  Green  Mountain  State,*  remarked  :  *  The  protocol 
having  been  at  last  executed,  it  may  now  be  said  that  the  war 
between  Vermont  and  Spain  has  been  virtually  concluded/ 
(Laughter.) 

"  While  this  spirit  of  self-confidence  may  be  carried  too  far 
(laughter),  in  reasonable  degree  and  coupled  with  industry  and 
pluck  it  tides  over  many  a  shoal  and  triumphs  where  for  lack  of  it 
others  have  failed.  It  knows  no  insuperable  difficulties  to  success. 
I  recall  a  member  of  my  own  class,  whose  fitting  in  Latin  was  un- 
usually poor,  and  who  was  particularly  weak  on  his  accents.  One 
day  while  reading  *  Livy  '  he  was  asked  to  decline  the  proper  name 
Mago  (the  brother  of  Hannibal),  the  genitive  of  which,  as  I  remem- 
ber it,  should  be  Mag^-inis ;  but  getting  his  emphasis  wrong,  as 
usual,  began :  '  Nominative,   Mago ;  genitive,   Magin^-nis '  (great 
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laughter),  when,  for  reasons  which  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  ex- 
plain, he  was  unable  to  proceed  further.  But  being  a  Deke,  he  was 
not  discouraged  by  such  small  slips  as  this — not  in  the  least, 
and  he  is  now  one  of  the  foremost  educators  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  (laughter). 

"  And  upon  these  characteristics,  self-poise  and  indomitableness, 
upon  which  I  have  touched,  invariably  follows  an  acute  sense  of 
justice  which  marks  the  broad  and  liberal  mind.  It  never  occurring 
to  the  Deke  that  he  can  be  imposed  upon,  it  is  equally  foreign  to 
his  thought  to  endeavor  to  impose  upon  others.  If  unwittingly  or 
under  the  impulse  of  a  sudden  emotion  he  has  done  injury  to 
another,  he  is  quick  and  ready  to  render  the  highest  reparation  in  his 
power.  Some  time  ago  a  member  of  our  Fraternity,  who  was  the 
editor  of  a  daily  paper  in  a  large  city  of  the  Union,  referring  to  the 
appointment  of  a  military  friend  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  said  :  *  We  are  pleased  to  announce,  and  to  congratulate  the 

people  of  this  city  on  the  fact,  that  Colonel ,  the  battle-scared 

veteran,  has  received  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  dif  Public 
Works,  a  position  which  he  will  fill  with  honor  to  himself  and  profit 
to  the  community.'  That  afternoon  the  gentleman  in  question  ap- 
peared at  the  editorial  sanctum  with  blood  in  both  eyes  and  a  large- 
sized  revolver  in  his  right  hand,  prepared  to  receive  a  suitable 
apology.  The  editor  explained  that  the  offensive  term  was  due  to 
a  mistake  of  the  compositor  and  the  carelessness  of  the  proofreader, 
and  that  justice  would  be  done  in  the  following  number.  Accord- 
ingly, the  next  morning,  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  journal  in 
question,  appeared  this  statement :  "  In  our  yesterday's  issue  we  were 

by  error  in  our  composing-room  made  to  refer  to  Colonel ,  who 

has  just  been  appointed  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  as  the 
*  battle-scared  veteran.'  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  error  is  re- 
gretted, and  that  we  intended  to  denominate  him  the  *  bottle-scarred' 
veteran '  (great  laughter). 

"  I  do  not,  of  course,  claim  in  our  Fraternity  a  monopoly  of  ex- 
cellencies, nor  do  I  desire  to  depreciate  the  accompHshments  of 
others;  yet  taken  as  a  body  and  in  average,  I  believe  the  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity  incorporates  a  combination  of  sturdiness, 
self-confidence,  democracy  and  loyalty,  which  is  not  to  be  equalled 
by  any  other  society  in  the  land  (applause).  The  rank  and  file  of 
our  Society  have  always  looked  forward  with  more  anxiety  to 
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the  style  of  their  halos  than  of  their  hats,  and  have  considered  the 
cultivation  of  character  a  matter  of  greater  importance  than  the  fit 
of  their  clothes  (laughter). 

"The  result  is  as  might  be  expected.  From  one  end  of  the 
Union  to  the  other  we  find  our  fellow-members  occupying  positions 
of  the  highest  responsibility  in  the  State  and  of  the  greatest  respect 
in  the  community.  Some  time  ago,  requiring  legal  advice  in  the 
city  of  Minneapolis,  I  made  inquiry  for  the  brightest  mind  among 
the  legal  fraternity  of  that  city,  and  the  reply  was  'Charles  A. 
Willard,*  a  Deke  and  a  graduate  of  my  own  college ;  in  Washington 
in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  I  found  that  admittedly 
the  most  acute  intellect  in  that  body  was  possessed  by  Hon.  Charles 
A.  Prouty,  also  a  member  of  the  Fraternity ;  and  it  falling  to  my 
lot  to  be  in  the  city  of  Atlanta  during  the  Peace  Jubilee  in 
December  last  and  to  attend  the  banquet  given  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  I  heard  it  conceded  on  every  hand  (and  by  none 
more  heartily  than  myself)  that  the  star  speech  of  the  evening,  not 
excepting  that  of  the  President  himself,  was  delivered  by  the  Hon. 
John  D.  Long  of  Massachusetts,  our  able  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
whose  presence  as  presiding  officer  here  to-night  is  prevented  only 
by  imperative  cares  of  state  (long  applause). 

**  The  true  Deke  never  falls  behind  the  procession.  He  is  always 
at  the  front  of  progress,  adapting  himself  to  the  environments  in 
which  he  is  cast,  up  to  date  in  every  particular,  a  leader  and  not  a 
follower  in  the  contests  of  life.  While  in  Dakota  a  year  or  two  ago, 
I  learned  that  one  of  our  members  who  studied  theology  and  pre- 
sides over  a  flourishing  flock  in  one  of  the  boom  towns  in  that 
locality  began  his  invocation  one  Sabbath  morning  in  the  following 
terms :  *  We  thank  Thee,  O  Lord,  that  Thou  hast  brought  us  safely 
through  the  perils  of  another  week  to  gather  once  more  in  this  Thy 
house  of  worship ;  we  also  thank  Thee  for  the  wonderful  boom  in 
South  Side  real  estate,  in  which,  as  Thou  knowest,  Thy  servant  is 
largely  interested  (laughter),  but  above  all  things  we  thank  Thee 
that  Thou  hast  given  us  the  means  and  energy  to  complete  the  best 
half  mile  race  course  west  of  the  Mississippi  River '  (great  laughter). 

"  In  listening  to  the  comments  of  the  preceding  speakers  and  the 
roll  of  honor  which  they  had  presented  of  duty  nobly  done  by  our 
brothers  on  the  field  of  battle  and  in  civil  life,  1  could  not  but  recall 
a  dramatic  recital  in  the  address  of  Lieutenant  Hobson  at  the 
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Atlanta  banquet,  to  which  I  have  heretofore  adverted.  After  refer- 
ring to  the  want  of  target  practice  on  the  part  of  the  Spanish  fleet, 
the  constant  and  extensive  experience  in  that  line  in  our  squadron 
off  Santiago,  and  his  appointment  by  the  Government  to  survey  the 
Spanish  wrecks,  the  Oquendo,  Theresa  and  Viscaya^  for  the  purpose 
of  reporting  upon  the  possibility  of  their  recovery  in  such  condition 
as  to  make  useful  additions  to  our  navy,  he  stated  that  no  one  could 
appreciate  the  intensity  of  the  American  fire  who  had  not  seen  those 
dismantled  hulks  in  the  condition  in  which  they  were  viewed  at 
that  time  ;  and  I  recall  how,  at  this  point  stretching  out  his  palms 
toward  the  audience,  he  exclaimed,  *  I  give  you  my  word  there  was 
not  a  space  on  any  one  of  those  boats  as  large  as  my  two  hands  that 
was  not  absolutely  riddled  with  shot  and  shell  within  twenty 
minutes  after  the  hrst  shot  was  hred,'  and  then,  raising  his  hand 
high  above  his  head  with  the  index  finger  pointing  upward,  he  con- 
cluded in  a  most  dramatic  manner,  '  Not  even  an  insect  could  have 
lived  on  board  *  (applause). 

'•  But  what  impressed  me  most,  more  deeply  even  than  the  re- 
cital which  I  have  so  inadequately  portrayed,  was  Lieutenant  Hob- 
son's  tribute  to  the  heroism  of  one  whose  name  will  probably  forever 
remain  unknown,  but  who  was  none  the  less  a  hero  because  he  was 
a  Spaniard  instead  of  an  American.  He  stated  that  after  climbing 
through  a  great  hole  in  the  hull  of  one  of  the  wrecks,  stumbling 
over  dismounted  guns  and  twisted  steel,  avoiding  so  far  as  possible 
the  mangled  and  gruesome  dead  who  were  scattered  all  about,  he 
came  to  a  steel  cupboard,  scarcely  large  enough  for  one  man  to 
stand  at  ease,  in  which  a  sailor  is  stationed  ready— should  the  steam 
pipe  be  shot  away — to  close  a  valve  below,  throw  the  engines  out 
of  action,  and  thus  save  from  a  scalding  death  his  unfortunate  com- 
rades who  would  otherwise  be  caught  by  the  escaping  steam  m  the 
bowels  of  the  ship ;  this  result  being  accomplished  by  turning  a  ver- 
tical rod,  across  the  top  of  which  is  a  bar-lever  with  a  handle  at  each 
end  like  a  bicycle  grip.  In  this  little  cupboard  Lieutenant  Hobson 
found  the  sailor  who  had  been  appointed  to  this  important  duty  still 
standing,  alone,  a  burned  and  charred  corpse,  with  outstretched 
arms  and  withered  hands  still  grasping  the  handles  of  the  lever, 
steadfast  at  his  post,  perhaps  forgotten,  but  faithful  unto  death, 
waiting  for  the  signal  that  never  came  to  close  the  valve  which 
would  mean  life  or  death  to  his  friends  below,  while  numbers  of 
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his  messmates  were  being  destroyed  by  the  hell  of  missiles  and  fire 
about  him,  and  the  survivors  were  fleeing  and  leaping  from  the 
wreck  to  escape  the  oncoming  flames  which  were  taking  his  life  at 
his  post  of  duty.  I  have  been  thinking  to-night,  while  drinking  in  the 
delineation  by  previous  speakers  of  the  achievements  and  heroism 
of  some  of  our  members,  that  had  this  Spanish  sailor  been  bom 
in  a  different  plane  of  liie,  and  had  the  Fates  so  led  as  to  permit  him 
to  acquire  an  education  in  some  institution  in  which  our  fraternity 
was  represented,  he,  too,  might  have  been  a  Deke,  and  what  a 
glorious  name  he  might  have  added  to  our  roll !    (Great  applause.) 

"  And  as  illustrating  in  the  same  line  the  moving  power  of  this 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  one's  own — whether  it  be  his  country,  his 
college  or  his  chapter,  I  often  recall  the  historic  scene  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  when  the  great  Webster,  in 
the  famous  Dartmouth  College  case,  was  pleading  so  eloquently — 
and  as  it  transpired  so  successfully — for  the  reversal  of  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire,  which  had  held  that 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  endowment  of  the  college  had  been 
donated  under  a  form  of  charter  acceptable  to  the  donors  and  fixing 
the  scope  and  management  of  the  institution,  the  State,  nevertheless, 
retained  the  right  to  alter  its  character,  change  the  method  of  its  gov- 
ernment and  to  a  certain  extent  divert  the  use  of  its  funds,  without 
the  consent  of  the  donors  or  their  surviving  representatives. 

"  I  cannot  better  depict  this  historic  episode  than  by  employ- 
ing the  words  of  the  narrator  who  has  recorded  it  for  posterity  : 

**  *  The  argument  ended.  Mr.  Webster  stood  for  some  moments 
silent  before  the  Court,  while  every  eye  was  fixed  intently  upon 
him.  At  length,  addressing  the  Chief  Justice,  Marshall,  he 
proceeded  thus : 

**  *  This^  Sir,  is  my  case!  It  is  the  case,  not  merely  of  that  humble 
institution,  it  is  the  case  of  every  coUeg^e  in  our  land.  It  is  more. 
It  is  the  case  of  every  Eleemosynary  Institution  throughout  our 
country — of  all  those  great  charities  founded  by  the  piety  of  our 
ancestors  to  alleviate  human  misery  and  scatter  Blessings  along  the 
pathway  of  life  f    *    *    * 

*  Sir,  you  may  destroy  this  little  institution  ;  it  is  weak  ;  it  is  in 
your  hands !  I  know  it  is  one  of  the  lesser  lights  in  the  literary 
horizon  of  our  country.  You  may  put  it  out.  out  if  you  do  so, 
you  must  carry  through  your  work !    You  must  extinguish,  one 
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after  another,  all  those  great  lights  of  science  which,  for  more  than 
a  century,  have  thrown  their  radiance  over  our  land  ! 

'  It  is,  sir,  as  I  have  said,  a  small  college.  And  yet,  there  are  those 
who  love  it * 

"  Here  the  feelings  which  he  had  thus  far  succeeded  in  keeping 
down,  broke  forth.  His  lips  quivered ;  his  firm  cheeks  trembled 
with  emotion ;  his  eyes  were  filled  with  tears,  his  voice  choked,  and 
he  seemed  struggling  to  the  utmost  to  gain  that  mastery  over  him- 
self which  might  save  him  from  an  unmanly  burst  of  feeling.  I  will 
not  attempt  to  give  you  the  few  broken  words  oi  tenderness  in 
which  he  went  on  to  speak  of  his  attachment  to  the  college.  The 
whole  seemed  to  be  mingled  throughout  with  the  recollections  of 
father,  mother,  brother,  and  all  the  trials  and  privations  through 
which  he  had  made  his  way  into  life.  Every  one  saw  that  it  was 
wholly  unpremeditated,  a  pressure  on  his  heart,  which  sought  relief 
in  words  and  tears. 

"  The  court  room  during  these  two  or  three  minutes  presented 
an  extraordinary  spectacle.  Chief  Justice  Marshall,  with  his  tall 
and  gaunt  figure  bent  over  as  if  to  catch  the  slightest  whisper,  the 
deep  furrows  of  his  cheek  expanded  with  emotion,  and  eyes  suffused 
with  tears ;  Mr.  Justice  Washington  at  his  side,  with  his  small  and 
emaciated  frame  and  countenance — leaning  forward  with  an  eager  and 
troubled  look ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  court,  at  the  two  extrem- 
ities, pressing,  as  it  were,  toward  a  single  point,  while  the  audience 
below  were  wrapping  themselves  round  in  closer  folds  beneath  the 
bench  to  catch  each  look,  and  every  movement  of  the  speaker's  face. 
If  a  painter  could  give  us  the  scene  on  canvas — those  forms  and 
countenances,  and  Daniel  Webster  as  he  then  stood  in  the  midst,  it 
would  be  one  of  the  most  touching  pictures  in  the  history  of 
eloquence.  One  thing  it  has  taught  me,  that  th^pathetic  depends  not 
merely  on  the  words  uttered,  but  still  more  on  the  estimate  we  put 
upon  him  who  utters  them.  There  was  not  one  among  the  strong- 
minded  men  of  that  assembly  who  could  think  it  unmanly  to  weep^ 
when  he  saw  standing  before  him  the  man  who  had  made  such  an 
argument,  melted  into  the  tenderness  of  a  child. 

"  Mr.  Webster  had  now  recovered  his  composure,  and  fixing  his 
keen  eye  on  the  Chief  Justice,  said,  in  that  deep  tone  with  which  he 
sometimes  thrilled  the  heart  of  an  audience  : 

" '  Sir,  I  know  not  how  others  may  feel,'  (glancing  at  the  opponents 
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of  the  college  before  him,  some  of  whom  were  her  alumni,)  *  but,  for 
myself,  when  I  see  my  Alma  Mater  surrounded,  like  Caesar  in  the 
senate  house,  by  those  who  are  reiterating  stab  upon  stab,  I  would 
not,  for  this  right  hand,  have  her  turn  to  me,  and  say,  £t  tu  quoque 
mi  fill !    And  thou  too^  my  son  /* " 

"  Let  us  all  emulate  that  loyalty  and  devotion  of  which  we  have 
recalled  such  splendid  examples,  both  within  and  without  our  own 
organization,  and  which  so  justly  enthrall  the  soul  and  the  imagin- 
ation, and  elevate  the  possessor  to  lofty  heights  in  the  love  and  ven- 
eration of  his  fellow  men  ;  let  none  of  us  forget  that  we  cannot  live 
for  ourselves  alone,  and  that  every  act  and  influence  for  good  or  bad 
will  reflect  either  credit  or  dishonor  upon  those  who  are  bound  to  us 
by  ties  of  blood  or  association ;  and  when  the  muse  shall  make  up 
the  dark  record  of  those  who  have  been  disloyal  to  their  college, 
their  fraternity  or  their  kin,  let  us  see  to  it  that  she  cannot  point  to 
one  of  us  and  say :  *  And  thou  too,  my  son !  *  (Long-continued 
applause.) 

After  Mr.  Mathewson's  speech  came  a  song,  and  then  the  Toast- 
master  said : 

"  The  Parent  Chapter !  In  the  annals  of  our  Fraternity  what  a 
name  that  has  been  to  conjure  with ;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  as  our 
parent  chapter  gave  out  charter  after  charter  to  our  colleges  that 
she  bestowed  with  each  a  little  of  the  Yale  spirit  and  her  back- 
bone. We  have  with  us  to-night  an  honored  guest,  who  was  an 
active  member  of  that  chapter  when  those  charters  were  being 
passed  around.  He  has  always  taken  a  most  friendly  interest  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  our  Fraternity,  and  his  love  and  zeal  for  her  are 
only  equalled  by  the  esteem  and  affection,  respect  and  regard,  in 
which  he  is  held  by  every  one  of  us.  It  affords  me  the  greatest 
pleasure  to  call  upon  General  Wager  Swayne,  of  the  Phi  Chapter,  to 
respond  to  the  toast,  "The  Parent  Chapter."    (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Swayne  said : 

"  I  think  we  may  seriously  congratulate  ourselves  upon  these 
very  agreeable  surroundings,  the  many  achievements  of  individual 
members  which  have  been  so  pleasantly  enumerated  by  our  Presi- 
dent, and  the  fellowship  we  are  renewing  and  cementing  by  meeting 
together  here.  For  some  of  us  the  days  of  active  membership  m 
this  connection  are  long  past,  but,  nevertheless,  those  days  occurred 
in  the  formative  period  of  our  lives  and  the  force  of  the  experience 
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is  by  no  means  spent,  nor  has  its  value  ceased  to  exist  or  ceased  to  be 
appreciated.  Indeed,  besides  the  obvious  reason  for  our  gathering 
and  its  palpable  enjoyment  and  fruits,  we  are  in  fact  obeying  and 
celebrating  what  is  really  one  of  the  kindlier  traits  and  impulses  that 
belong  to  our  human  nature. 

"  It  is  now  two  thousand  years  since  Cicero  wrote  of  himself  that 
he  always  enjoyed  the  annual  dinners  of  those  little  associations 
called  confraternities,  and  had  enjoyed  them,  not  so  much  for  the 
feast  of  delicacies  on  the  table,  as  for  the  intellectual  and  amicable 
fellowship  that  came  afterwards. 

"  Long  before  Cicero,  and  among  the  Greeks,  it  was  perhaps  of 
some  gathering,  such  as  this  that  Menander  sang  ; 

"  Not  on  the  store  of  generous  wine. 
Nor  plenty  of  delicious  meats, 
Though  kindly  nature  did  design. 
To  bless  us  with  abundant  treats, 
Tis  not  on  those  we  for  content  depend. 
So  much  as  on  the  shadow  of  a  friend. 

**  Long  before  that— ages  before  that — in  the  days  of  the  mys- 
teries of  Isis  and  Osiris,  in  the  days  of  cuniform  records  and  Egyp- 
tian hieroglyphics,  in  the  days  even  of  those  mysteries  in  which  were 
shrouded  the  earliest  principia  of  mathematics  and  astronomy,  they 
were  in  keeping  of  fraternities  like  this,  and  we  may  easily  believe, 
that  when  savants  of  other  nations  came  from  far,  to  see  and  learn, 
indeed  we  may  be  sure,  that  they  were  welcomed  at  feasts  which 
were  the  prototypes  of  this  and  which  were  held  at  the  anni- 
versary celebration  of  some  archaic  fellowship,  and  that  good  cheer 
and  kindly  intercourse  were  made  to  breathe,  in  language  bright 
with  human  joy,  deep  words,  not  merely  commemorative  of  what 
ostensibly  was  celebrated,  but  of  a  deep  and  occult  significance,  as 
exponents  of  that  great,  kindly  human  tendency  which  uses  an 
occasion  such  as  this  to  signalize  and  stimulate  and  certify  good 
will. 

"  Personally,  I  see  here  around  me  men  who  are  to  me  as  loving 
cups,  of  whom  each  one  presents  on  either  hand  to  me  a  handle,  to 
be  grasped  in  token  of  good  will,  and  qualities  all  sparkling  with  a 
strengthening  refreshment  that  gladdens  my  own  heart  and  makes 
for  the  renewal  of  my  life.    Beside  me  sits  a  college  mate.  Professor 
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Lewis,  of  the  famous  Class  of '53  at  Yale,  that  famous  class,  that,  like 
King  Richard  III,  was 

''  So  mad  and  mighty  in  its  pranks, 
So  fierce  and  funny  in  the  ranks, 

as  to  make  on  the  contemporary  classes  an  impression  so  profound, 
that  my  own  class,  three  years  later — if  you  will  take  my  word  for  it — 
was  sedate  and  without  pranks  from  simple  fear  of  the  contrast  which 
the  littleness  of!  anything  we  might  do  would  present  (laughter). 
Then  here  is  our  young  Bishop  from  Brazil,  whom  to  see  and  to  hear, 
and  to  know  his  record  of  achievements  in  that  country,  and  to  know 
the  future  opening  in  front  of  him,  in  Brazil,  rushes  me  back  to  the 
days  of  '61,  and  makes  me  wish  that  I  had  now,  as  then,  a  life  to 
offer,  so  that  I  might  spend  it  at  work  with  him  (great  applause). 
And  so  with  others  who  have  been  alluded  to  to-night,  heroes  on 
land  and  sea  in  our  short  war  with  Spain,  for  whom  its  hasty  period 
was  long  enough  to  stamp  new  glories  on  our  arms,  to  give  us  a 
new  place  among  the  nations,  and  replenish  with  full  hand  our  store 
of  patriotic  memories.  The  spirit  of  all  these  is  centered  here  to- 
night, where  we  may  feast  our  bodies,  minds  and  hearts,  and  in  our- 
selves work  out  that  process  of  assimilation  which  is  the  common 
feature  of  all  life,  and  whose  result  is  that  by  feeding  we  grow  into 
the  similitude  of  that  on  which  we  feed,  and  which  enables  us  to  carry 
hence  with  gratitude  the  memories  of  this  evening,  feeling  with  as 
much  certainty  as  we  feel  that  the  material  food  here  taken  has 
renewed,  and  will  renew,  our  bodies,  that  in  the  same  way,  the  fellow- 
ship and  memories  upon  which  also  we  have  feasted  here  will,  in 
their  turn,  renew  our  minds  and  hearts  into  the  higher  likeness  and 
affections  which  have  been  stimulated  here  and  are  made  ours  by 
this  devoted  brotherhood,  and  by  recital  of  those  great  things  that 
our  fellow  members  have  accomplished.  They  in  their  persons 
illustrate  the  things  which  we  admire  and  rejoice  in,  and  we  are 
proud  of  having  them  come  here,  as  many  of  them  have,  and  person- 
ally send,  as  others  of  them  have,  to  lay  their  honors  at  the  feet  of 
Alma  Mater,  for  the  pleasure  and  advantage  of  her  children.  For 
my  share  in  the  distribution  I  am  grateful."    (Loud  cheering.) 

After  which  the  Toastmaster  said  : 

"  Brothers  !  Of  the  fifteen  founders  of  our  Fraternity  all  have 
gone  save  one,  William  Boyd  Jacobs,  of  the  Phi  Chapter,  Class  of 
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'46,  is  the  only  surviving  member  of  the  founders  of  our  Fraternity. 
I  call  upon  you  to  rise  in  your  places  and  drink  to  his  health  (which 
was  accordingly  done,  followed  by  cheers  and  a  song). 

After  which  were  read  the  following  letter  from  Brother  Sut- 
lifiFe,  late  of  our  Manila  Association,  but  now  safely  home  again :

And  then  letters  from  United  States  Senator  Beveridge  regret- 
ing  his  inability  to  attend,  as  he  was  just  starting  for  Manila,  and 
from  the  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  President,  conveying  the 
regrets  of  Secretary  Porter  on  account  of  serious  illness. 

The  Toastmaster  then  said :  "  Your  Committee  of  Arrangements 
informs  me  that  it  has  had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  ascertaining 
from  your  next  speaker  the  title  of  his  toast.  They  have  laid  the 
burden  of  their  complaint  at  my  feet,  and  I  find  that  all  the  blandish- 
ments of  this  Committee  were  unavailing  in  persuading  *  Pop  ' 
Gleason  to  disclose  his  topic  for  the  evening.  Finally  the  Com- 
mittee waited  upon  him  formally  and  put  the  question  of  his  title 
directly  and  pointedly  to  him,  and  the  only  answer  that  '  Pop ' 
would  vouchsafe  was  the  following  anecdote — an  antique  posy 
culled  from  his  garden  of  erudition :  *  There  came  a  day,'  said 
*  Pop '  to  the  Committee,  *  When  the  people  of  Athens  became  in- 
terested in  seeing  the  misanthrope  Timon  ascending  the  Bema,  and 
as  he  essayed  to  address  them  they  gave  him  their  undivided  atten- 
tion.' *  O  men  of  Athens,'  he  said,  *  before  my  cave  at  Piraeus 
stands  a  most  noble  fig  tree  upon  which  all  of  you,  or  as  many  as 
possible,  are  quite  welcome  to  hang  yourselves.'  The  Committee  is 
still  in  doubt  as  to  the  application  of  this  anecdote,  but  to  me  it 
seems  quite  clear ;  the  speaker  does  not  desire  to  be  trammeled  by 
any  toast,  but  will  let  his  fancy  roam  far-a-field ;  and  we,  who  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  from  him  in  years  gone  by  are  quite 
willing  to  forego  the  semblance  for  the  substance.  I,  therefore, 
call  upon  Brother  Andrew  W.  Gleason  of  Theta  Chi  Chapter  to 
favor  us  at  this  time  with  such  observations  as  his  fancy  may 
dictate  or  the  occasion  suggest."    (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Gleason's  remarks  were  necessarily  brief  owing  to  the  late- 
ness of  the  hour  when  he  was  called  upon.  He  told  one  or  two 
humorous  stories  and   spoke  of  the  influence  ot  the  ARE  Club. 
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The  subject  was  under  consideration  of  changing  the  plan  of 
the  Club.  It  was  desirable  to  make  it  a  more  representative  body,  we 
want  in  it  the  council,  the  alumni  and  each  chapter  of  the  Fraternity 
to  send  a  member,  that  we  may  have  all  the  Fraternity  interested  in 
it.  In  old  times  the  cry  was  "  All  roads  lead  to  Rome."  The  one 
exclamation  on  the  American  continent  is,  "  All  roads  lead  to  New 
York." 

"  We  are  the  metropolis  of  the  New  World — the  New  Atlantis. 
All  railroads  on  this  continent  terminate  in  New  York,  every 
steamer  of  importance  ties  up  at  our  docks.  We  want  a  home  for 
ARE  equal  to  the  occasion — we  want  the  whole  Fraternity  to  look 
to  the  Club  here  as  the  headquarters.  We  are  an  American  fra- 
ternity. The  fact  of  our  having  planted  a  chapter  in  Canada  did 
not  change  the  complexion.  The  boundary  between  Great  Britain 
and  America  was  an  imaginary  Ime.  We  are  all  one  people  at 
heart  and  in  sympathy.  (Applause.)  We  want  every  Deke  when 
he  alights  from  a  railway  train  or  steamer  to  askthe  first  policeman 
he  sees  the  way  to  the  Deke  club  house,  and  to  make  for  it.  We  are 
only  boys  grown  up.  We  glance  back  to  college  days.  We  can  go 
to  the  campus  and  call  the  boys  around  us,  but  not  one  of  us  can  give 
them  a  word  of  advice.  We  can  but  put  our  arms  around  them 
and  tell  them  how  we  love  them !  We  see  them — young,  light- 
hearted,  adventurers  on  the  trail  where  we  are  now  foot  sore 
pilg^ms — but  we  know  they  must  fight  the  battle  for  themselves  as 
wc  fought  ours.  Their  backs  must  bend  to  the  burden— their  heads 
must  often  receive  a  blow  and  their  hearts  some  times  ache — we'd 
shield  them  if  we  could.  Some  of  us  are  growing  old — these  boys 
will  soon  stand  in  our  places  saying  the  loving  words  to  others  we 
now  say  to  them.  But  we  are  all  boys  at  such  a  gathering  as  this. 
Gray  hairs  it  is  true  some  of  us  have,  but  "  where  the  snow  flakes 
fall  thickest  there  nothing  can  freeze."    (Applause.) 

Mr.  Gleason  closed  with  a  couple  of  stanzas  of  Dr.  Holmes' 
"  Bill  and  Joe." 

Toast-Master :  "  The  exercises  ol  the  evening  are  not  quite  over. 
I  now  resolve  this  banquet  into  a  chapter  of  the  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  to  be  terminated  with  the  usual  forms  and  ceremonies,  but 
first  let  me  announce  that  at  the  request  of  Brother  Alexander 
McNeill,  the  President  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Club  of  this 
city,  and  Brother  Edwin  Tucker,  the  chairman  of  the  Entertainment 
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Committee,  I  do  hereby  most  cordially  invite  you  all  to  attend  a 
musicale  and  vaudeville  entertainment  to  be  held  at  the  Club  House 
on  Saturday  evening,  April  22d.  Now,  that  you  should  not  go  away 
without  giving  some  formal  expression  of  your  views  as  to  the 
proposition  relative  to  your  club  laid  down  by  Brother  Gleason  in 
his  speech,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  from  you  such  views,  I 
put  the  motion.  All  who  are  in  favor  of  the  plan  proposed  by 
Brother  Gleason  as  to  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Club  make  it  mani- 
fest by  saying  Aye ;  those  contrary.  No.     It  is  carried  unanimously. 

"  I  know  that  this  delightful  banquet  would  not  be  complete,  nor 
would  you  go  away  quite  satisfied  in  your  hearts  if  we  did  not  at 
this  time  express  in  some  proper  manner  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  our 
brother,  Mr.  Frank  S.  Williams,  President  of  the  Council,  on  whom 
the  labors  and  the  drudgery  of  preparing  for  this  dinner  have  been 
cast,  and  who  has  so  successfully  carried  out  the  same.  I  call  upon 
you  all,  therefore,  to  unite  with  me  in  drinking  his  health  and  giving 
him  three  rousing  A  K  E  cheers." 

The  cheers  were  accordingly  given  with  a  will,  and  thereupon, 
the  guests,  forming  the  mystic  circle  and  singing  the  ARE  closing 
hymn,  ended  the  ceremonies  of  the  evening.

GERMAN  AND  SWISS  STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS. 


There  is  scarcely  a  student  in  our  American  colleges  who  is  not 
informed  to  some  extent  as  to  the  life  in  the  German  universities, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  difficult  to  write  an  article  that  will  contain  much 
that  is  new.  I  shall  not  attempt,  then,  to  be  original  in  what  I  shall 
say  in  this  sketch,  but  shall  simply  give  my  impressions,  which  I 
believe  to  be  in  the  main  the  same  as  those  of  most  Americans  who 
go  abroad  and  come  at  all  in  contact  with  this  phase  of  life. 

As  in  the  United  States,  so  in  Germany,  student  life  runs  along 
in  the  same  channel  that  it  has  done  for  years,  subject  to  variations 
due  to  the  advancement  of  civilizations  and  changing  conditions. 
From  time  immemorial  the  German  corps  have  existed,  whose  chief 
amusements  seem  to  have  been  duelling  with  the  "  schlager,"  a  long, 
straight,  two-edged  sword,  and  "  kneiping."  The  members  of  these 
corps  have  always  been  closely  bound  together,  just  as  the  members 
of  our  college  secret  societies,  and,  if  anything,  more  exclusive  in 
their  associations.  Rarely  ever  are  they  seen  on  the  streets  in  com- 
pany with  any  one  except  a  member  of  their  corps  or  their  dogs. 
They  were  and  are  distinguished  by  their  caps  and  other  insignia. 
On  particular  occasions  they  appear  in  other  regalia.  Their  duel- 
ling is  too  funny  to  be  serious,  and  too  serious  to  be  funny.  For  a 
description  of  it  I  would  refer  to  any  of  the  accounts  of  German 
student  life.  At  present  it  is  more  or  less  restricted,  as  there  has 
grown  up  in  the  last  twenty  years  a  decided  opposition  to  it,  and  in 
some  of  the  universities  it  is  almost  suppressed,  though  the  organi- 
zations still  exist.  Their  influence  on  student  life,  however,  has 
been  greatly  diminished,  and  other  organizations  have  grown  more 
in  favor  and  importance.  Of  these,  three  classes  may  be  mentioned  : 
Those  which  are  strictly  social  in  their  nature,  those  having  for  an 
object  the  discussion  of  questions  with  which  the  members  are  occu- 
pied in  their  university  course,  and  those  that  have  gymnastics  as  a 
special  feature,  and  sometimes  indulge  in  duels.  These  are  not  new 
features  of  German  student  life,  but  for  a  long  time  they  were  over- 
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shadowed  by  the  corps.  They  have  assumed  more  and  more  im- 
portance in  shaping  the  course  of  events  at  the  universities.  Some 
of  them  are  known,  as  the  corps  students,  by  their  caps,  or  small 
silken  bands  combining  their  colors,  or  by  a  silken  watch  fob  with 
their  colors.  Many  of  them  wear  no  insignia,  and  are  not  distin- 
guished from  students  who  belong  to  no  organization. 

All  of  these  societies  have  regular  weekly  official  meetings,  where 
the  business  is  discussed  and  transacted,  always  accompanied  by  the 
music  of  the  beer  mugs  and  interspersed  with  songs,  for  no  German 
gathering  is  complete  without  these  two  essentials,  though  my  ob- 
servation leads  me  to  believe  that  not  so  much  beer  is  consumed  at 
these  meetings  as  formerly.  There  is  scarcely  a  meeting  at  which 
some  of  the  old  members,  or  "  Philister,"  do  not  appear  to  renew 
the  associations  of  university  life,  and  in  the  discussions  which  arise 
they  take  part  as  they  feel  inclined.  Always  on  special  occasions 
there  are  many  of  them  present,  and  indulge  in  a  few  remarks  for 
the  edification  of  the  guests  and  active  members.  Here,  too,  repre- 
sentatives of  other  "  vereine  "  on  relations  of  amity  are  invited,  as 
well  as  other  persons  who  may  be  on  friendly  terms  with  members 
of  the  organization.  The  representatives  from  sister  societies  are 
always  expected  to  make  speeches.  The  anniversary  of  the  founda- 
tion of  the  society  is  celebrated,  and  on  such  occasions  some  special 
features  are  offered,  such  as  a  play  or  a  ball.  Some  of  them  often 
have  what  they  call  "  Damenabend,**  when  the  ladies  are  present 
without  there  being  dancing. 

Those  organizations  which  more  or  less  correspond  in  their  ob- 
ject to  our  literary,  scientific  and  philological  societies  seem  to  be 
bound  as  closely  together  as  the  corps  and  societies  formed  for 
social  purposes.  Some  of  them  allow  membership  in  other  organi- 
zations, but  some  do  not.  Their  sittings  are  generally  opened  with 
a  song,  after  which  the  business  is  transacted.  Then  follows  another 
song,  when  the  •*  Wissenschaftliche  Theil "  is  taken  up,  and  some 
one  reads  a  paper,  makes  a  translation  or  does  some  other  assigned 
work,  which  is  discussed  first  by  some  one  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  then  by  others  who  may  feel  so  inclined.  After  this  comes 
what  is  termed  the  "  Gemtitliche  Theil,*'  devoted  to  conversation, 
songs,  speeches,  etc. 

All  these  organizations  have  a  Christmas  celebration,  where  the 
members  have  the  opportunity  of  exchanging  presents,  and  some 
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one  appointed  for  the  purpose  distributes  other  gifts  from  the  tree, 
with  remarks  of  a  humorous  nature,  suited  to  the  various  recipients. 

At  various  times  during  the  semester  there  are  large  gatherings 
of  students  and  professors,  such  as  a  **  Kaisercommers  "  or  a  "  Bis- 
marck-commers,"  at  which  the  societies  (corps  and  others)  appear 
more  or  less  in  official  regalia.  These  assemblies  are  presided  over 
by  persons  appointed  from  the  organizations  in  turn.  At  them  no 
business,  of  course,  is  transacted,  but  the  "  Grossen  Thiere,"  such  as 
professors,  generals,  etc.,  are  called  upon  to  make  speeches.  Ladies 
may  be  present  in  the  galleries,  if  the  gathering  is  in  a  hall  so 
provided. 

All  of  these  societies  have  connections  with  similar  organizations 
in  other  institutions,  and  sometimes  even  in  the  same  institution,  but 
the  White  Cap  (or  Saxo-Borussia)  Corps  at  Heidelberg  will  not 
necessarily  be  connected  with  the  White  Caps  of  Leipzig,  but  more 
probably  with  a  corps  whose  cap  is  of  another  color,  and  which  has 
another  name.  This  is  also  the  case  with  the  other  societies.  As 
an  illustration,  there  are  at  Berlin  three  "  Turnerschaften" — Borussia, 
Marcomania,  Rhenamia — which  are  branches  of  the  same  society, 
and  are  connected  with  the  Ghibellinia  at  Heidelberg,  the  Alsatia 
and  the  Saxonia  at  Strassburg,  and  branches  of  various  names  at 
other  institutions.  Passing  from  one  university  to  another,  a  mem- 
ber takes  his  credentials  and  thus  may  transfer  his  membership,  but 
often  he  does  not  become  an  active  member  of  the  affiliated  branch, 
though  he  has  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  when  he 
chooses. 

While  there  are  generally  no  grips  or  passwords,  yet  some  of  the 
organizations  are  secret,  and  all  have  coats  of  arms,  regalia,  &c.  It 
may  be  interesting  to  observe  that  some  of  them  issue  publications 
which  are  intended  only  for  the  members,  while  others,  whose 
organs  are  open  to  the  public,  send  out  private  sheets  for  the  mem- 
bers. Sometimes  the  branch  gives  out  its  publication,  but  in  many 
cases  there  is  a  periodical  which  is  the  common  organ  of  all  the 
branches  in  which  articles  of  general  interest,  as  well  as  those 
dealing  with  their  own  afiairs,  are  printed.  The  alumni  also  receive 
these  publications. 

From  my  observation,  there  is  not  a  close  connection  between 
the  branches  in  the  various  institutions  of  Germany.  The  relations 
which  exist  between  the  sections  in  the  Swiss  universities  are  much

closer.  They  bear  the  same  name  and  have  frequent  general  meet- 
ings, and  I  have  been  told  that  such  is  also  the  case  in  France.  In 
the  Swiss  Universities  there  are  no  corps,  but  the  social  societies 
seem  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  to  have  some  official 
position  with  the  authorities.  At  a  funeral  of  a  student,  who  lost  his 
life  in  a  botanizing  expedition,  where  the  authorities  of  the  Uni- 
versity  of  Lousanne  conducted  the  services,  though  the  student  was 
not  a  member  of  any  organization,  the  societies  all  appeared  in 
r^^alia,  with  positions  assigned  to  them  in  the  procession.  As  in 
Germany,  the  old  members  take  an  active  interest  in  their  societies. 
The  programme  of  their  meetings  usually  contains  something  of  in- 
terest in  the  way  of  discussions,  etc.  Once  or  twice  a  year  a  play 
is  presented.  Each  organization,  too,  has  its  song  book,  where  the 
words  and  music  have  been  composed  especially  for  the  society,  but 
this  is  not  the  case  generally  in  Germany. 

Neither  in  Germany  nor  in  Switzerland  are  there  houses  where 
the  members  of  a  society  live  together,  nor  do  these  organizations 
generally  own  the  buildings  where  their  meetings  are  held,  but 
assemble  in  some  room  connected  with  a  restaurant  or  beer  hall, 
which  may  serve  as  the  meeting  place  for  a  half  dozen  di£Ferent  soci- 
eties. In  Heidelberg,  however,  some,  if  not  all  the  corps,  own 
buildings  where  they  meet,  and  some  of  them  are  elegant  buildings. 

There  are  no  alumni  associations,  as  with  us,  but  the  old  mem- 
bers see  each  other  at  the  regular  and  special  meetings  and  celebra- 
tions of  the  local  branch,  if  they  live  near  enough  to  attend,  and  so, 
while  the  bond  of  union  among  those  of  the  same  branch  is  close, 
those  belonging  to  di£Ferent  sections  do  not  feel  the  same  interest  in 
each  other,  and  their  alumni  do  not  come  into  such  close  relations 
as  with  us. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  graduates  of  a  German  university  do 
not  look  back  with  the  same  affection  upon  his  Alma  Mater  that  our 
alumni  in  America  do  to  their  foster  mother,  and  so  with  these 
organizations  as  a  whole.  Our  fraternity  man,  while  perhaps  feeling 
a  greater  interest  in  his  old  chapter  than  in  any  other,  yet  realizing 
that  each  branch  of  the  tree  must  flourish  in  order  to  preserve  its 
symmetry  of  beauty  and  strength,  unites  readily  with  his  brethren 
of  other  chapters  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  whole  Fraternity, 
while  at  the  same  time  impressing  upon  the  undergraduate  the 
necessity  of  cultivating  cordial  relations  with  similar  honorable 
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organizations.  I  think  that  from  a  comparison  of  our  system  with 
that  of  Europe,  one  would  be  convinced  of  its  superiority,  just  as  I 
believe  that,  while  perhaps  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case  in  the 
matter  of  acquiring  a  speaking  knowledge  of  the  modern  languages, 
and  in  having  access  to  original  documents  and  manuscripts,  the 
institutions  of  the  old  world  will  always  have  the  advantage  of  ours, 
yet  an  unbiased  mind  must  conclude  that  our  institutions  are  slowly 
but  surely  gaining  upon  those  across  the  water,  and  in  some  respects 
being  even  now  equal  or  superior  to  them.

YALE'S  NEW  d  K  E  PRESIDENT. 


The  Corporation  of  Yale  University  has  just  elected  to  the 
presidency  of  that  institution,  to  succeed  Dr.  Timothy  Dwight, 
Professor  Arthur  Twining  Hadley,  of  the  Phi  Chapter,  Class  of  '76. 
This  is  generally  recognized  as  a  departure  from  both  the  old  cus- 
tom in  Yale  of  electing  only  Congregational  clergymen  to  fill  that 
most  important  and  honorable  position,  and  the  more  recent  move- 
ment among  American  colleges  of  placing  at  their  head  men  who 
are  distinctly  men  of  affairs,  successful  in  business  and  fitted  to 
attract  large  sums  to  increase  the  endowments. 

President  Hadley  represents  especially  the  emphasizing  of 
scholarship  in  that  institution,  which  has  always  been  noted  for 
producing  a  strong,  manly,  earnest,  athletic  type  of  students,  whose 
scholarship  is  as  vigorous  as  their  athletics.  As  a  student,  Hadley 
took  a  high  rank,  having  captured  thirteen  prizes  in  various  depart- 
ments, and  being  graduated  as  Valedictorian  of  his  class.  After  two 
years'  work  in  the  University  of  Berlin,  he  was  made  a  Tutor  in 
Political  Science  in  Yale  in  1879,  ^"^  since  1886  has  been  full  Pro- 
fessor in  that  department.  While  laying  no  claim  to  oratory,  he 
is  an  earnest  and  forcible  speaker,  and  has  made  the  usually  dry  De- 
partment of  Political  Science  one  which  the  choice  of  electives  has 
shown  to  be  the  most  popular  in  the  University,  while  he  himself 
is  personally  the  most  popular  in  the  institution. 

No  wiser  choice  for  the  position  could  have  been  made,  and  we 
can  safely  predict  that  in  the  choice  of  this  ripe  scholar  to  the 
presidency  Yale  will  lose  nothing,  either  in  the  amount  of  money 
which  will  be  added  to  her  endowments  or  in  the  quality  of  stu- 
dents she  will  attract. 


ROBERT  M.  COLLINS. 


Robert  M.  Collins,  Alpha  Alpha,  '89,  has  been  put  in  charge  of 
the  Associated  Press  service  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  expected 
to  reach  the  islands  and  begin  the  duties  of  his  very  responsible 
position  about  March  ist.  The  appointment  is  most  welcome  to  his 
friends,  who  have  watched  his  steady  progress  in  the  newspaper 
field.  It  crowns  a  series  of  successes  rarely  equalled  by  a  graduate 
ot  less  than  ten  years.  His  newspaper  career  has  been  most  event- 
ful and  affords  abundant  evidence  of  his  sterling  worth.  Three 
years  in  the  press  galleries  of  the  National  Capitol ;  three  conven- 
tions in  the  last  Presidential  campaign,  and  many  miscellaneous 
assignments  of  National  importance.  Such  in  part  is  the  record  of 
his  Associated  Press  work  in  the  United  States.  At  the  time  of  the 
Queen's  Jubilee  he  was  sent  to  London  by  the  Associated  Press, 
where  he  remained,  devoting  his  attention  to  British  politics  until 
the  meetings  of  the  Peace  Commission  in  Paris.  He  then  assumed 
the  management  of  the  Associated  Press  business  in  that  city,  as  he 
does  now  in  the  service  at  the  Philippines.  In  the  journey  to  his 
new  post  he  crossed  the  continent  of  Europe  to  Brindisi,  caught  a 
steamer  for  Alexandria  and  boarded  the  United  States  transport 
Grant  at  one  of  the  stations  on  the  Suez  Canal. 

In  a  very  complimentary  paragraph  the  Washington  Post  states 
that  his  election  for  the  present  work  is  a  recognition  of  Mr.  Collins* 
brilliant  services  in  the  Associated  Press  and  adds  that  he  is  known 
as  a  vigorous  and  impressive  writer  of  good  English ;  a  newspaper 
man  of  rare  judgment  and  discretion  and  a  bright  and  clever  com- 
panion. 

The  Alpha  Alpha  Chapter  has  always  been  noted  for  its  enthu- 
siasm in  Fraternity  matters.  No  member  has  shown  more  of  this 
enthusiasm  than  Mr.  Collins.  He  is  an  authority  on  statistics  and 
other  matters  concerning  our  Fraternity  and  other  fraternities  and 
in  college,  and  during  his  busy  career  since  has  always  found  time 
for  fraternity  work.  The  A  K  E  catalogue  has  usually  been  the 
first  article  he  has  selected  as  part  of  his  luggage  in  his  numerous 
business  journeys.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Washing- 
ton Alumni  Association  and  did  much  to  promote  its  success.  The 
formation  ot  a,  J  K  E  Alumni  Association  in  the  Philippines  will  be 
a  pleasant  surprise  to  Mr.  Collins  on  his  arrival.

In  accordance  with  the  proposed  plan  for  enlarging  the  Club 
the  following  circular  was  issued  on  June  ist  to  the  members  of  the 
Fraternity :

The  subject  of  enlarging  the  J  K  E  Club  and  making  it  a  more 
representative  organization  has  been  under  consideration  for  some 
months  past. 

The  plan  which  received  the  enthusiastic  endorsement  of  over 
200  members  at  the  recent  Fraternity  banquet,  and  which  has  also 
been  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Fraternity,  embraces  the 
following  features : 

Annual  dues  for  residents  of  Greater  New  York  to  be  $io  (instead 
of  $30  as  heretofore)  ;  no  initiation  fee. 

Annual  dues  for  non-residents,  $5  (instead  of  $10) ;  no  initiation 
fee. 

The  election  by  ballot  of  a  President,  five  Vice-Presidents  and  a 
Board  of  ten  Governors;  a  nominating  committee  of  five  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governors,  no  member  of  that  Board  to  be  a 
member  of  such  Committee ;  House  and  other  necessary  Committees 
to  consist  of  five  members,  the  chairman  thereof  to  be  named  by  the 
Governors  from  their  own  number  and  the  other  four  to  be  elected 
by  ballot ;  an  Advisory  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Senior-class 
member  from  each  Chapter  to  be  elected  by  the  Chapter ;  all  Senior- 
class  J  K  E*s  to  be  eligible  as  non-resident  members. 

This  Club  should  be  proportionate  to  its  environments.  New 
York  is  the  metropolis  of  the  American  Continent.  J  K  E  is  the 
largest,  best,  and  most  important  of  all  Greek-letter  Fraternities. 
It  should  have  an  organization  in  New  York  in  touch  with  every 
member  of  the  Fraternity,  and  large  and  strong  enough  to  maintain 
the  prestige  ol  J  K  E.  No  Deke  should  feel  that  his  active  connec- 
tion with  the  Fraternity  ends  with  his  graduation.  We  seek  to  per- 
petuate the  loving  circle  and  to  keep  alive  the  associations  of  our 
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youth.  We  invite  every  ARE  alumnus  to  have  his  name  on  the 
Club  roll,  and  every  Chapter  to  have  a  representative  in  the  Qub. 
The  Chapter  House  is  local,  the  New  York  Club  House  should  be 
general.  The  Club  should  be  something  for  every  young  man  in 
the  Fraternity  to  consider  with  ambitious  hopes  for  his  future. 

It  is  impossible  to  accomplish  what  is  desired  without  immediate 
action  in  the  matter,  and  members  of  the  Fraternity  should  come  in 
with  us  promptly  and  generally  in  order  to  make  the  plan  success- 
ful. There  are  a  thousand  A  K  E^s  in  Greater  New  York,  and  about 
ten  thousand  elsewhere.  There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not 
inaugurate  the  re-organization  with  at  least  a  thousand  members. 
The  proposed  annual  dues  are  too  small  to  be  considered  a  burden.

The  1900  ^giiy  the  college  annual  published  by  the  Junior  Class,  made  its 
appearance  during  the  winter  and  is  considered  the  best  publication  of  its  kind 
ever  brought  out  in  Dartmouth.     Brother  John  Redington  was  the  Deke  editor. 

The  result  of  the  recent  Worcester  meet  was  very  disappointing  to  the  college 
but  the  individual  records  made  were  extremely  creditable.  There  were  five 
men  from  Pi  on  the  team,  Brothers  McDavitt,  Proctor,  Goddard,  Dow,  Edson. 
Brother  Edson  took  first  in  the  high  hurdles  and  third  in  the  low,  while  Brother 
Dow  was  second  in  the  half  mile. 

During  the  second  week  in  May,  the  Junior  Promenade,  the  first  event  of  its 
kind  in  Dartmouth  came  off  and  was  such  a  success  that  it  is  hoped  that  it  may 
be  kept  up  in  succeeding  years.  Brothers  Rankin  and  John  Reddington  were 
members  of  the  committee  having  it  in  charge. 

Three  of  the  senior  delegation,  Brothers  Vamey,  Gerould  and  Sturtevant 
have  received  Commencement  appointments  and  have  been  chosen  for  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.

EPSILON. 

The  spring  term,  which  is  about  to  close,  has  been  an  eventful  one  for 
Williams  and  Epsilon.     Since  our  last  letter  the  college  has  suffered  an  almost 
irreparable  loss  in  the  deaths  of  Ex-Chief  Justice  Stephen  J.  Field,  '37,  and  Hon. 
Frederick  F.  Thompson,  '56.     Both  were  loyal  alumni,  and  Mr.  Thompson 
was  the  most  generous  benefactor  the  college  has  ever  had. 

The  number  of  college  buildings  is  about  to  be  increased  by  the  addition  of 
a  building  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  walls  of  this  building,  which  is  largely  the 
gift  of  an  anonymous  friend,  are  already  up  to  the  second  story,  and  the  struc- 
ture promises  to  be  very  handsome. 

The  past  few  weeks  have  been  weeks  of  great  activity  in  college.  The  track 
team  has  enjoyed  a  more  successful  season  than  has  been  the  fortune  of 
Williams  for  many  years.  After  the  preliminary  local  meet,  the  team  went  to 
Albany  and  defeated  Union,  88  to  16.  The  next  meet  was  that  of  the  N.  E.  L 
A.  A.  at  Worcester,  where  Williams  lost  first  place  by  only  one  point  The 
team  capped  the  climax  on  June  3d  at  Amherst  by  winning  the  championship 
of  the  new  triangular  league,  which  is  made  up  of  Williams,  Amherst  and 
Wesleyan.  The  score  at  that  meet  was:  Williams,  64;  Amherst,  38;  Wes- 
leyan,  34.  Brother  Harmon,  '02,  represented  £  on  the  victorious  team,  and 
won  his  *' W"  by  getting  third  place  in  the  high  hurdles  at  the  triangular  meet 
In  baseball,  too,  the  college  has  been  rather  successful.  We  were  disappointed 
in  losing  two  Dartmouth  games  and  the  Memorial  Day  game  with  Amherst,  but 
the  defeat  of  Harvard,  and  three  victories  out  of  four  games  with  Wesleyan, 
almost  compensate  for  our  defeats.  At  the  present  writing  Williams  stands  at 
the  head  of  the  new  triangular  league,  and  at  the  bottom  of  the  old  league.  We 
hope  to  better  that  position  before  the  season  closes. 

The  gala  week  at  Williams  has  just  passed  by,  with  the  festivities  attendant 
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on  the  Sophomore  promenade.  The  Prom,  this  year  surpassed  all  its  predeces- 
sors, and  Brother  Bimie,  'oi,  was  one  of  the  committee  of  arrangements.  The 
prom,  was  given  on  the  evening  of  May  29th.  On  Memorial  Day  came  the 
championship  game  with  Amherst,  followed  by  the  election  of  members  of  the 
Junior  class  to  the  honorary  Senior  society,  Gargoyle.  In  the  evening  the 
dramatic  club,  Cap  and  Bells,  presented  "She  Stoops  to  Conquer,"  in  which 
Brother  Bimie  took  a  prominent  part,  and  after  the  play  Epsilon  entertained  its 
guests  by  an  informal  dance  at  the  chapter  house.  On  Wednesday,  May  31st, 
Williams  administered  a  shut-out  to  Wesyleyan,  and  afler  the  game  the  Musical 
clubs  gave  their  last  concert  of  the  season.  Epsilon  entertained  a  house  party 
during  these  days  of  gayety,  and  according  to  all  reports  our  guests  had  a  de- 
lightful time.

EDITORIALS. 

To  the  energy  and  efforts  of  Brother  Williams,  President  of  the 
Council,  is  due  the  great  success  of  the  New  York  dinner.  We  have 
published  a  detailed  account  of  this  re-union,  which,  although  more 
or  less  of  local  nature,  was  an  important  event  in  the  Fraternity 
history. 


The  next  convention  will  be  held  with  the  Sigma  Chapter  at 
Amherst,  Mass.  The  detailed  plans  and  program  of  events  will  be 
published  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Quarterly.  We  make  this 
preliminary  announcement,  so  that  everybody  will  have  ample 
notice. 


We  call  particular  attention  to  the  proposed  plan  for  the  reor- 
ganization of  the  New  York  Club.  The  subject  of  enlarging  the 
Club  and  making  it  a  more  representative  organization  has  been 
under  consideration  for  some  months  past,  and  the  proposed  plan» 
as  set  forth  in  the  statement  published  in  this  issue  of  the  Quarterly, 
has  been  approved  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Council, 
and  by  over  two  hundred  members  of  the  Fraternity,  representing 
nearly  every  chapter. 

The  dues  have  been  cut  down  so  low,  being  but  $io  for  resident 
and  $5  for  non-resident  members,  with  no  initiation  fee,  that  it  makes 
it  possible  for  every  member  of  the  Fraternity  to  become  a  member. 
For  several  years  the  Club  has  maintained  a  large  house,  complete 
in  all  the  equipments  of  a  well-conducted  club,  and  it  is  the  purpose 
not  only  to  continue  to  support  such  a  house,  but  to  make  it  more 
attractive  than  ever.  Ten  dollars  a  year  for  the  privileges  of  a  New 
York  club  house  is  certainly  as  low  a  charge  as  any  one  could  ask ; 
suid  $5  a  year  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  non-resident  member  of 
this  organization  is  certainly  too  nominal  to  be  considered  a 
burden. 
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The  New  York  Club  from  its  very  start  has  stood  at  the  head  of 
all  Fraternity  organizations,  and,  with  the  tremendous  following 
and  prestige  of  Delta  Klappa  Epsilon,  we  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  surpass  its  past  record.  To  be  enrolled  and  identified  as 
a  member  of  this  organization  is  a  privilege  which  every  A  K  E 
should  covet. 

The  success  of  this  plan  is  of  vital  importance,  not  only  to  the 
future  of  the  Club,  but  to  the  whole  Fraternity ;  to  make  it  a  success 
the  ca  operation  of  all  is  needed. 


The  last  convention  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  the  pub- 
lication of  two  very  important  works,  new  editions  of  the  Song 
Book  and  the  Fraternity  Catalogue.  The  need  of  these  publications 
is  very  apparent,  and  the  Council  promises  that  if  the  chapters  and 
alumni  give  them  their  prompt  and  hearty  support,  both  books  will 
be  issued  not  later  than  January  i,  1900. 

It  is  not,  of  course,  contemplated  that  the  new  catalogue  shall 
contain  such  a  mine  of  information  upon  various  subjects  as  the 
edition  of  1890.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  an  editor  who  could 
sacrifice  so  much  time  and  money  as  Brother  Fisher  did,  to  produce 
a  catalogue  which  marked  the  highest  point  which  has  been  reached 
in  fraternity  catalogue  work.  But  the  Council  hopes  to  provide  a 
catalogue  which  shall  give  as  accurate  information  as  it  is  possible 
to  obtain  of  the  full  name,  occupation  and  latest  addresses  of  every 
member  of  the  Fraternity,  together  with  a  table  of  geographical 
distribution  and  name  index.  In  order  to  obtain  this  information, 
the  Council  Committee,  of  which  Brother  John  B.  Ekeley  is  chair- 
man, will  find  it  necessary  to  take  up  a  great  deal  of  correspondence 
with  the  chapters  and  alumni,  and  they  ask  that  in  each  case, 
response  to  their  questions  be  as  prompt  as  accuracy  permits,  as 
in  no  other  way  can  the  catalogue  appear  at  the  time  fixed. 

The  new  Song  Book  promises  to  be  a  most  useful  aid  in  cam- 
paign work.  It  will  a  solid  and  substantial  volume,  in  which  all  of 
the  old  favorites  that  have  appeared  in  the  various  editions,  will  be 
reproduced,  while  many  new  songs  of  approved  merit  will  appear 
for  the  first  time.  In  order  to  further  this  latter  object,  the  Council 
has  authorized  the  offering  of  three  prizes  for  the  three  best  songs, 
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open  to  the  competition  of  all  members  of  the  Fraternity,  alumni 
and  undergraduate,  under  the  following  conditions,  viz. : 

1.  The  songs  may  be  set  to  original  music,  or  to  tunes  already  in 
use. 

2.  Four  copies  ot  the  words  and  music  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
editor,  on  or  before  October  i,  1899,  accompanied  by  the  name  of 
the  author,  with  his  chapter  and  class,  upon  a  separate  paper. 

3.  The  songs  received  will  be  submitted  to  a  competent  com- 
mittee, who  will  mark  the  productions  with  reference  to  (i)  the 
quality  of  the  music  selected  or  composed,  (2)  the  musical  form  of 
the  arrangement,  (3)  its  practical  adaptability  for  use  by  an  ordinary 
fraternity  gathering,  and  (4)  the  literary  merit  of  the  words. 

4.  All  songs  submitted  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Council,  and 
they  shall  have  the  right  to  publish  in  the  song  book  any  which  are 
submitted,  in  addition  to  the  songs  for  which  prizes  may  be  awarded. 

5.  The  three  songs  selected  shall  be  published  in  the  song  book 
and  designated  as  first,  second  and  third  prize  songs  respectively, 
and  the  awards  shall  be  announced  in  the  A  K  E  Quarterly. 

6.  The  prizes  shall  be  as  follows:  First  prize,  $25  ;  second  prize, 
$15  ;  third  prize,  $10. 

It  is  suggested  that  songs  submitted  in  the  prize  competition 
should  be  suited  for  general  fraternity  use,  and  be  as  free  as  possible 
from  local  names  or  allusions. 

The  date  up  to  which  these  compositions  could  be  submitted 
was  at  first  fixed  at  June  ist,  but  as  some  of  the  chapters  did  not 
receive  the  notice  in  time,  it  was  determined  to  extend  the  time  to 
October  i,  after  which  no  further  extension  will  be  given.  Already 
a  number  of  excellent  songs  have  been  submitted,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  response  may  be  general.  All  communications  in  regard 
to  the  song  book  should  be  addressed  to  Brother  A.  G.  Warren,  202 
Broadway,  New  York,  the  member  of  the  Council  who  has  been 
selected  as  its  editor. 
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WILLIAM   PRESTON  JOHNSTON. 


Colonel  William  Preston  Johnston,  Phi,  '52,  President  of  Tulane 
University,  died  at  Lexington,  Va.,  on  July  16,  1899,  after  a  severe 
illness  of  a  little  over  one  week.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  a 
long  time,  suffering  from  chronic  bronchitis,  and  had  been  on  a 
steady  decline  ever  since  last  winter. 

Colonel  Johnston,  the  eldest  son  of  General  Albert  Sidney 
Johnston  and  Henrietta  Johnston,  was  born  in  Louisville,  Ky., 
January  5,  1831.  He  attended  school  at  Shelbyville,  Ky.,  and  the 
Western  Military  Institute  at  Georgetown,  Ky.,  and  in  the  tall  of 
1850  went  to  Yale,  where  he  entered  the  Class  of  1852.  Of  a 
studious  disposition,  he  almost  immediately  took  a  leading  position 
n  his  class  in  scholarship,  and  was  especially  prominent  for  his 
iterary  taste  and  excellence  in  composition.  In  March,  1853,  he 
"eceived  his  diploma  from  the  law  school  of  the  University  of 
Louisville,  where  he  remained  in  practice  until  1855,  when  he 
lioved  to  New  York  City,  where  he  was  in  active  practice  from 
1855  to  1857,  i^  which  latter-named  year  he  returned  to  Louisville, 
^here  he  continued  his  vocation  until  the  breaking  out  of  the  war 
n  1861.  He  was  among  the  first  from  Kentucky  to  join  the  Con- 
ederate  seviee,  being  appointed  Major  of  the  Second  Kentucky 
f^egiment,  but  was  shortly  afterwards  transferred  to  the  First  Ken- 
tucky Regiment,  soon  becoming  its  Lieutenant-Colonel,  which  regi- 
ment participated  in  the  early  operations  of  the  war.  In  1864 
Colonel  Johnston  was  promoted  to  the  staff  of  President  Jefferson 
tiavis,  as  Aide-de-Camp  with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  which  position 
^^e  filled  until  the  close  of  the  war,  his  chief  duty  being  that  of 
Inspector- General  and  confidential  staff  oflBcer  to  Mr.  Davis  for 
Communication  with  his  commanding  generals. 

During  the  war  Colonel  Johnston  was  present,  and  took  part  in 
^  number  of  the  most  important  engagements.  He  contributed 
^^terially  to  the  strength  of  his  administration  by  the  high  qualifi- 
^tion  he  brought  to  his  responsible  trust  and  the  general  confidence 
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reposed  in  him  by  President  Davis,  as  well  as  by  all  those  who 
knew  him.  Adhering  with  unswerving  fidelity  to  the  fortunes  of 
his  President,  he  remained  with  him  until  the  final  capture  of  Mr, 
Davis,  after  the  surrender  of  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  when 
Colonel  Johnston  was  also  captured.  After  several  months  of 
solitary  confinement,  he  was  released,  and,  after  nearly  a  year's  resi- 
dence in  exile  in  Canada,  he  returned  to  Louisville,  and  resumed 
the  practice  of  law. 

In  1867  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  History,  Political  Economy 
and  English  Literature  in  Washington  College,  where  he  remained 
until  1871,  when  he  was  invited  by  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  to  the 
Chair  of  History  and  English  Literature  in  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  where  he  remained,  first  as  a  professor,  and  later  as 
a  lecturer,  until  1880,  when  he  was  called  to  the  presidency  of 
the  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College,  where  he  remained  until  1883.  In  1883  he  was  chosen 
President  of  Tulane  University,  and  became  the  head  of  this  insti- 
tution, whose  standing  is  a  lasting  monument  of  his  greatness. 

In  1877,  Colonel  Johnston  wrote  the  life  of  Albert  Sidney  John- 
ston, published  by  the  Appletons  in  1878,  the  style  of  which  ranks 
him  as  one  of  the  most  vigorous  writers  of  the  country.  His  other 
writings,  which  consist  of  a  number  of  essays  on  literature,  his- 
torical and  other  subjects,  addresses  and  contributions  to  various  of 
the  leading  periodicals,  are  of  the  same  stirring  qualities.  He  deliv- 
ered many  addresses  before  various  educational  assemblies  and  con- 
ventions, and  at  his  death  was  a  regent  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute, 
and  held  many  positions  of  dignity  and  honor  in  learned  societies 
of  the  United  States.  In  1877,  the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  Washington  and  Lee  University. 

Although  his  life  as  a  lawyer,  soldier,  professor  and  public  speaker 
was  distinguished,  his  chief  work  was  accomplished  in  his  last 
vocation  as  the  head  of  this  great  Southern  university. 

From  his  initiation  at  Yale  in  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  nearly  fifty 
years  ago,  until  he  passed  away.  Colonel  Johnston  was  a  supporter 
of  his  old  fraternity,  and  throughout  his  distinguished  career  he 
never  lost  nor  forgot  his  love  for  her.  It  was  a  fitting  climax  to 
his  life  work  to  see  his  fond  hopes  realized,  in  obtaining  for  his 
University  a  chapter  of  his  Fraternity  just  before  death  called  him, 
and  the  portals  closed  upon  this  loyal  son  ot  J  K  E. 
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The  following  memorial  was  adopted  by  Tau  Lambda  upon  the 
death  of  Colonel  Johnston : 

"  Tau  Lambda  Chapter  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon. 

"  In  the  death  of  Colonel  William  Preston  Johnston,  a  member 
of  Phi  (Yale)  Chapter  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  the  world  loses 
a  man  whose  powers  of  mind  and  heart  were  ever  in  the  service 
of  that  profession  which  to  him  was  the  noblest  and  most  gratifying, 
and  the  Fraternity  suffers  an  irreparable  loss  of  a  loyal  brother. 

"  A  soldier,  scholar  and  educator,  combining  courage  and  forti- 
tude, culture  and  learning,  sympathy  and  perseverance,  he  rounded 
out  a  grand  career  as  the  organizer  and  first  president  of  an  institu- 
tion of  learning,  whose  greatness  will  ever  be  a  living  memorial  of 
him  to  whom  God  had  granted  a  most  noble  mission. 

"  In  ill  health  for  years,  he  bore  up  under  the  stimulus  of  a  strong 
will,  performing  those  duties  well  calculated  to  overtax  the  energies 
of  a  younger  and  stronger  man. 

"  He  died  as  he  had  lived,  a  Christian  gentleman,  faithful  to  prin- 
ciple. 

"To  his  beloved  wife,  sorrowing  relatives  and  friends.  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  extends  a  heartfelt  sympathy.  As  a  further  mark  of 
esteem,  the  members  of  Tau  Lambda  Chapter  have  resolved  to  wear 
their  Fraternity  pins  in  mourning  for  a  period  of  three  months.

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THIRD  PERIOD. 


The  Period  of  Centralized  Government  of  the  Fraternity  is 
marked  especially  by  a  rational  development  along  certain  recog- 
nized lines  in  accordance  with  plans  carefully  thought  out  and  per- 
sistently followed.  The  conventions  of  this  period  show  the  gradual 
working  out  of  these  plans ;  each  one  shows  a  material  advance  of 
the  Fraternity  beyond  the  place  where  it  stood  the  year  before,  and 
seldom  is  the  time  of  a  convention  occupied  in  undoing  the  ill-con- 
sidered work  of  a  previous  one.  A  growing  conservatism,  more- 
over, is  manifested,  not  a  conservatism  which  consists  in  sitting  back 
and  refusing  to  make  any  advance  whatever,  but  in  refusing  to  ad- 
vance except  along  certain  well-defined  paths,  and  only  after  the 
most  careful  investigation. 

The  influence  of  the  Alumni  upon  the  policy  of  the  Fraternity  is 
shown  more  than  ever  before.  While  the  supreme  control  of  all 
matters  of  legislation  is  still  in  the  active  members,  the  establishment 
of  a  Council  of  Alumni,  as  the  executive  of  the  Fraternity,  provided 
an  advisory  board  to  whom  the  chapters  naturally  turned  when 
questions  of  fraternity  policy  arose.  As  they  were  in  touch  with 
all  the  chapters,  and  knew  both  the  sentiment  of  the  Fraternity  and 
its  needs,  they  were  able  to  give  advice  which  materially  benefitted 
it  and  enabled  it  to  advance  with  greater  rapidity  and  certainty 
along  the  paths  which  had  been  marked  out  for  it. 

And  here  let  me  say  a  word  regarding  the  work  done  by  the 
men  who  from  time  to  time  have  composed  the  Council,  To  those 
who  have  never  felt  the  thrill  which  leaps  from  heart  to  heart 
through  the  hands  clasped  in  the  Mystic  Circle,  it  is  inexplicable 
how  men  engrossed  in  the  daily  toil  of  business,  of  the  professions, 
of  politics,  can  be  willing  to  give  up  so  much  of  their  time  and  labor^ 
without  recompense,  simply  to  promote  the  interests  of  an  organi- 
zation of  college  boys,  whose  principal  object  to  the  uninitiate  seems 
to  be  to  have  a  good  time,  and  to  shroud  that  good  time  in  a  certain 
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mystery.  These  barbarians  little  realize  the  love  which  binds  the 
true  Greek  to  his  fraternity  with  a  bond  which  grows  stronger  as 
the  years  advance.  The  members  of  our  Council  have  been  men  of 
prominence  in  their  various  callings,  whose  advice  is  eagerly  sought 
for,  and  commands  a  high  price  in  this  busiest  of  cities ;  yet  they 
have  freely  given  of  their  time  to  the  work  of  the  Fraternity,  and 
much  of  her  progress  is  due  to  their  wisdom  and  foresight.  Noth- 
ing has  been  left  to  chance  by  them.  The  true  purposes  of  the  Fra- 
ternity have  been  carefully  studied,  the  obligations  of  each  chapter, 
and  of  each  individual  member  of  the  chapter,  to  the  whole  Frater- 
nity have  been  constantly  impressed  upon  all,  the  alumni  have  been 
organized  and  enthused  under  their  wise  direction,  a  fraternity 
magazine  has  been  established,  which,  as  a  publication  solely  for  the 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  a  college  fraternity,  is  to-day  un- 
rivaled, a  complete  and  correct  system  of  chapter  heraldry  has  been 
prepared  and  adopted,  the  building  of  chapter  houses  has  been  en- 
couraged and  wisely  directed — in  short,  nothing  has  been  too  great, 
and  nothing  too  small,  for  their  attention  where  it  afiFected  the  in- 
terests ol  J  K  E. 

All  honor  to  those  devoted  men,  whose  names  are  household 
words  in  every  chapter  o[  A  K  R,  to  whose  lot  it  fell  to  guide  our 
beloved  Fraternity  into  the  paths  of  prosperity.  The  names  of 
Warner,  Williams,  Beckett,  Grout,  Lines,  Wells,  Fisher,  Downey, 
Munn,  Brock  way,  Simpson,  Pavey,  Safford — but  why  continue, 
when  so  many  deserve  a  place  upon  the  scroll  ?  Are  the  names  not 
written  upon  the  hearts  of  all  Dekes  ? 

This  period  may  be  said  to  begin  with  the  Thirty-fifth  Conven- 
tion, held  with  the  Tau  chapter  at  Utica,  October  19  and  20,  1881. 
Brother  Rolfe  of  Sigma  presented  the  completed  and  elaborated 
plan  for  an  Advisory  Council,  which,  after  protracted  debate,  was 
adopted.  It  provided  for  a  Council  of  five  alumni  residing  in  or 
near  New  York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  to  serve  for 
two  years,  and  a  Secretary,  to  be  elected  by  the  Council,  to  serve 
during  its  will.  This  Council  should  have  the  supervision  of  the 
Fraternity  catalogue  and  magazine,  should  receive  all  applications 
for  charters  and  report  upon  them  to  the  conventions,  and  should 
lay  before  the  convention  each  year  all  matters  deemed  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Fraternity.  A  fund  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Council  was  also  provided  for. 
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The  Convention  further  took  action  to  recall  the  charter  of  Eta 
Alpha  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  as  that  institution  had 
suspended.  Measures  were  also  taken  to  stir  up  certain  other 
chapters  that  showed  signs  of  weakness.  ^,  77,  J  X,  2  and  O  were 
elected  to  choose  the  members  of  the  new  Council. 

The  Council  was  organized,  with  Frank  S.  Williams,  represent- 
ing O,  as  its  President ;  John  De  Witt  Warner,  of  ^  X,  Secretary; 
and  Dickinson  W.  Richards,  0;  G.  A.  Plimpton,  2,  and  Charles  H. 
Beckett,  of  77.  Their  first  message  to  the  Fraternity  was  dated 
March  15,  1882,  and  announced  as  the  work  which  the  Council  had 
already  mapped  out,  besides  the  perfecting  of  their  own  organiza- 
tion, the  collection  ol  J  K  E  annals,  the  issuing  of  a  catalogue  and 
magazine,  the  formation  of  alumni  clubs  and  various  minor  matters. 
They  asked  that  each  chapter  answer  a  number  of  questions  relating 
to  its  college,  its  internal  afiairs,  its  membership,  rites  and  cere- 
monies, its  financial  condition  and  its  relations  with  other  chapters. 
The  message  was  very  comprehensive,  and  laid  out  for  both  the 
Council  and  the  chapters  a  large  amount  of  work  necessary  to  put 
the  Fraternity  in  the  best  condition. 

This  message  was  followed  by  a  second  one  in  May,  giving  an 
account  of  what  had  already  been  accomplished  and  announcing 
that  the  Council  was  endeavoring  to  form  an  organization  of  the 
Alumni  of  New  York  and  vicinity.  The  work  of  the  first  year  was 
for  the  most  part  preliminary,  and  prepared  the  ground  for  the  larger 
work  to  be  initiated  at  the  next  convention,  the  thirty-sixth. 

Providence  was  the  place  of  meeting  of  this  convention,  held 
with  the  Upsilon  Chapter,  October  18  and  19,  1882.  The  Council 
present  for  the  first  time,  was  represented  by  its  President,  Brother 
Williams,  and  its  Secretary,  Brother  Warner.  One  or  two  of  the 
chapters  became  a  little  restive  when  it  was  learned  that  the  strict 
letter  of  the  Constitution  was  to  be  enforced,  but  the  general  senti- 
ment was  heartily  in  favor  of  the  new  organization,  and  all  soon 
worked  smoothly,  under  the  able  guidance  of  the  President  of  the 
Convention,  Brother  Oakford,  of  Phi.  The  work  planned  for  the 
convention  by  the  Council  included  the  perfecting  of  the  plan  of 
organization  of  the  Council  by  various  amendments,  the  adoption  of 
a  system  of  fraternity  and  chapter  heraldry,  the  extinguishment  of 
chapter  debts,  the  publication  of  a  year  book  and  other  matters  of 
internal  regulation.     All  these  matters  were  adopted  substantially 
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as  planned.  Public  exercises  in  connection  with  the  convention  were 
held,  at  which  Gen.  Francis  A.  Walker,  2,  presided;  an  oration, 
*'The  Tree  of  Knowledge,"  was  given  by  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Jennings* 
r,  and  a  poem  by  Rev.  James  I.  Good,  P. 

Omicron  entertained  the  Thirty-seventh  Convention,  and  gave 
the  delegates  such  a  time  as  only  Omicron  and  the  Dekes  of  Detroit 
know  how  to  give.  The  business  sessions  were  held  in  the  Hall  of 
Omicron  at  Ann  Arbor,  October  17  and  18,  1883.  During  the  pre- 
ceding year  the  Council  had  issued  the  first  volume  of  the  A  K  E 
Quarterly,  which  from  the  beginning  has  maintained  the  same 
high  standard.  They  had  also  prepared  and  published  in  colors  the 
arms  of  the  Fraternity,  had  commenced  the  collection  of  a  Frater- 
nity library  (including  college  and  Fraternity  publications),  and  had 
made  substantial  progress  upon  catalogue  work.  The  principal  busi- 
ness brought  by  them  before  the  convention  was  the  revision  of  the 
constitution,  which  was  most  creditably  accomplished.  Numerous 
applications  for  charters  had  been  received  during  the  year,  but 
none  were  reported  favorably.  A  scheme  for  a  Pan-Hellenic  con- 
ference was  reported  and  referred  back  to  the  Council,  with  power 
to  act.  It  was  also  authorized  to  procure  its  own  incorporation  by 
special  legislative  act. 

At  this  convention  appeared  for  the  first  time  Tracy  C.  Drakci 
of  W  D.,  Edward  Marshall  Grout,  of  M,  A.  J.  Beveridge,  of 
W  0,  and  Geo.  C.  Austin  of  P,  names  destined  to  become  well 
known  to  the  public,  as  well  as  to  the  Fraternity.  At  the  public 
exercises,  Hon.  Claudius  B.  Grant,  O,  '59,  presided,  Hon.  Samuel 
F.  Hunt,  E,  '64,  gave  an  address,  and  Hon.  Frank  H.  Hurd,  yf,  '58, 
an  oration.  The  convention  closed  with  a  reception  at  Detroit 
given  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  that  city. 

The  work  of  the  Council  from  this  time  on  has  been  so  constant, 
careful  and  uniformly  wise  and  advantageous  to  the  Fraternity,  that 
no  further  mention  of  it  need  be  made,  except  where  some  special 
work  on  its  part  calls  for  our  attention.  Innumerable  details  re- 
garding the  publication  of  the  Quarterly,  Catalogue  and  Song  Book^ 
as  well  as  a  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Fraternity,  have 
involved  an  amount  of  labor  that  only  those  who  have  shared  in  it 
can  appreciate. 

The  Thirty-eighth  Convention  was  held  with  Beta  Phi  at 
Rochester,  November  11  and  12,  1884.    The  fact  of  its  being  held 
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immediately  after  the  great  Blaine-Cleveland  campaign,  while  the 
result  was  still  in  doubt,  interfered  somewhat  with  the  plans  which 
Beta  Phi  had  made,  but  it  marked,  nevertheless,  the  high  tide  of 
conventions  up  to  that  time,  and  in  the  number  of  men  of  promi- 
nence who  were  in  attendance,  as  well  as  its  pleasing  social  features, 
it  has  not  been  surpassed.  The  meetings  were  held  in  Consistory 
Hall,  where  the  delegates  were  welcomed  by  James  M.  E.  O'Grady 
for  the  chapter,  and  by  the  venerable  President  of  the  University  of 
Rochester,  Dr.  Anderson.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Har- 
vard chapter  was  represented  by  three  delegates.  Four  applications 
for  charters  were  received,  but  none  were  granted.  The  question  of 
the  right  of  a  member  to  resign  from  the  Fraternity  was  brought 
up,  and  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  no  provision  for  such  a 
contingency  was  provided,  nor  should  it  be  allowed.  The  subject 
of  a  uniform  badge  was  discussed  and  referred  to  the  Council,  and 
a  plan  for  the  general  organization  of  the  alumni  and  the  purchase 
of  homes  by  the  chapters,  was  adopted.  John  Addison  Porter,  of  0, 
and  Franklin  W.  Lantz,  of  Psi  Phi,  were  appointed  an  Advisory- 
Committee  on  Chapter  Houses,  and  Melvil  Dewey,  of  5,  then 
Librarian  of  Columbia,  a  Committee  on  Symbolism  and  Insignia. 

On  the  first  evening  a  reception  was  given  to  the  delegates,  in 
the  Powers  Art  Gallery,  at  which  more  than  a  thousand  of 
Rochester's  best  citizens  welcomed  the  visiting  Dekes.  At  the  pub- 
lic exercises  held  in  the  Academy  of  Music  the  following  evening 
Hon.  William  Rumsey,  E^  presided;  Prof.  Crawford  H.  Toy,  Libra- 
rian of  Harvard,  was  Chaplain,  Julian  Hawthorne,  A^  was 
Orator,  and  Hon.  George  A.  Marden,  77,  Poet.  At  the  banquet  in 
Powers  Hall,  Hon.  George  Raines,  B  ^,  was  Toastmaster,  and  toasts 
were  given  by  those  who  took  part  in  the  public  exercises,  and  by 
John  Addison  Porter,  Melvil  Dewey  and  Edward  Marshall  Grout. 

-T^  Chapter  entertained  the  Thirty-ninth  Convention  at  Meriden^ 
Conn.,  October  21  and  22,  1885.  Plans  were  here  discussed  for  the 
revival  of  the  chapters  in  the  South,  which  had  become  inactive 
during  the  war,  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  reorganiza- 
tion in  the  universities  of  North  Carolina  and  Mississippi.  Invita- 
tions were  accepted  to  visit  the  '^  T  house  at  VVesleyan,  and 
the  A  K  E  house  at  Yale.  At  the  public  exercises,  Hon.  John  D. 
Long  presided,  Senator  Matthew  C.  Butler  was  the  Orator,  and 
Julian  Hawthorne  the  Poet. 
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During  the  year  the  most  noteworthy  happenings  in  the  Fra 
temity  were  the  reorganization  of  the  old  Iota  Chapter,  at  Central 
University,  Richmond,  Ky.,  and  the  organization  of  the  A  K  E 
Club  of  New  York,  with  Charlton  T.  Lewis,  of  Phi,  as  President, 
and  with  its  club  house  at  36  West  34th  street.  This  club,  which 
was  organized  by  the  Council,  has  been  of  great  service  to  the  Fra- 
temity  in  providing  a  solid  working  organization  in  New  York  City 
and,  through  its  meetings  and  banquets,  in  bringing  the  Fraternity 
prominently  before  the  public.  The  plans  for  the  organization  of 
the  club  were  promulgated  by  Frank  S.  Williams  at  dinner  of  the 
New  York  alumni,  held  at  Delmonico*s,  February  6,  1885,  at  which 
more  than  three  hundred  were  in  attendance.  Fraternal  enthusiasm 
rose  to  high-water  mark.  Numerous  applications  for  membership 
were  received  that  night,  and  on  May  ist  following  the  club  started 
with  a  membership  of  two  hundred  and  fifty.  Its  success  was  great 
from  the  first,  and  it  has  ever  since  been  an  important  factor  in  the 
progress  of  our  Fraternity.  A  systematic  and  earnest  effort  is  now 
being  made  to  include  in  its  membership  every  Deke  in  New  York 
City  and  the  region  round  about. 

The  new  and  flourishing  Alumni  Association  of  Washington 
was  the  host  of  the  Fortieth  Convention  on  January  5  and  6,  1887, 
and  showed  what  was  meant  by  true  southern  hospitality.  To  the 
large  number  of  delegates  in  attendance  this  convention  will 
always  be  a  most  pleasant  memory,  alike  for  the  amount  and  im- 
portance of  the  business  transacted,  the  literary  and  social  enter- 
tainment given,  and  the  eloquence,  wit  and  humor  poured  out  at  the 
banquet  The  delegates  in  large  numbers  arrived  early,  and  the 
local  alumni  were  beaming  with  pleasure  at  the  large  attendance 
promised,  but  when  the  delegation  of  twenty  from  B  ^,  headed  by 
George  E.  Fisher,  arrived  in  their  special  car,  and  with  the  banner 
of  the  Thirty-eighth  Convention  carried  at  the  head,  marched 
into  the  rotunda  of  Willard's,  the  enthusiasm  found  vent  in  shouts 
and  A  K  E  songs.  From  that  time  on  everything  went  with  a  rush, 
and,  between  business,  entertainment  and  sight-seeing,  it  is  feared 
that  the  hours  for  sleep  were  sadly  diminished. 

The  business  of  greatest  importance  considered  by  the  conven- 
tion was  the  revival  of  the  old  chapter  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  The  discussion  was  earnest,  for  the  standing  of  the  re- 
organized southern  colleges  was  little  known  to  the  Fraternity  at 
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large.  But  if  the  Washington  alumni  had  shown  us  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "  hospitality/'  we  were  enlightened  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  old-time  southern  eloquence  by  three  of  the  advocates  of  the 
application  for  the  reorganization  of  B — Professor  Venable,  fl,  of 
the  Faculty,  and  Hon.  Henry  T.  Shorter  and  Judge  Irion,  two  of 
the  alumni  of  old  B.  They  swept  the  convention  with  the  whirl- 
wind of  their  eloquence.  Tears  dimmed  the  eyes  of  many  of  the 
delegates  as  these  gray  haired  men  pleaded  the  cause  of  the  new 
South  ;  and  when  they  finished  and  a  vote  was  taken,  not  a  dissent- 
ing voice  was  heard.  It  was  truly  a  triumph  of  eloquence  in  the 
face  of  conservatism,  lack  of  accurate  information  and  prejudice 
against  southern  educational  institutions,  not  because  they  were 
southern,  but  because  of  great  uncertainty  as  to  their  future. 

The  revival  of  the  B  precipitated  another  question,  which  caused 
a  warm  discussion.  After  the  war  had  wiped  out  so  many  southern 
institutions,  and  with  them  some  of  our  most  loyal  chapters,  other 
chapters  were  organized  in  the  North  under  the  same  names  as  some 
of  these  that  were  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation,  j^of  Columbia 
had  become  a  flourishing  and  influential  chapter  under  the  same 
name  as  the  old  chapter  at  North  Carolina  ;  A  of  Chicago  bore  the 
name  of  the  old  A  of  South  Carolina,  while  some  other  names  were 
so  repeated  as  to  make  our  chapter  nomenclature  very  confusing. 
The  newer  chapters  had  achieved  success  under  their  names,  and  a 
strong  sentiment  against  a  change  existed.  But  in  the  interest  of 
accuracy,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  issuing 
of  our  catalogue,  the  Council  recommended  that  the  junior  chapter 
in  each  case,  either  double  the  designating  letter,  or  add  another  not 
already  so  used,  to  its  present  initial. 

This  provoked  considerable  opposition,  and  B  of  Columbia 
especially  was  naturally  loath  to  surrender  the  name  under  which 
she  had  become  so  well  known  and  loved  throughout  the  Fraternity. 
A  compromise  was  finally  effected  by  which  the  chapter  at  North 
Carolina  was  revived  under  the  name  ol  B  A.  This  compromise, 
however,  only  caused  a  renewal  of  the  Council's  recommendation 
at  a  later  convention,  and  still  warmer  discussion,  which  ended  in 
the  magnanimous  surrender  of  her  name  by  Columbia  to  the  succes- 
sors of  the  older  chapter,  and  her  taking  her  place  loyally  in  the 
column  as  F  B. 

The  social  side  of  the  convention  was  equally  memorable.     At

the  public  exercises  on  the  first  evening,  the  music  was  furnished 
by  the  Marine  Band.  Hon.  Seth  L.  Milliken  presided.  The  oration 
was  by  Hon.  Wm.  L.  Trenholm,  and  the  poem  by  Dr.  Andrew  C. 
Kemper.  During  the  following  day  special  receptions  were  given 
the  delegates  in  the  President's  room  of  the  Senate,  by  Senator 
Sherman,  the  President /rt>  tern,  of  the  Senate;  in  the  Speaker's  room 
of  the  House  by  the  Speaker,  Hon.  John  G.  Carlisle,  and  in  the 
great  east  room  of  the  White  House,  where  the  delegates  were  in- 
troduced to  President  Cleveland  by  Hon.  Isaac  H.  Maynard,  of  s. 
In  the  evening  was  the  banquet  at  Willard's,  where  we  ate 
creations  by  real  Southern  cooks,  and  listened  to  the  eloquence  of 
the  speakers,  and  the  brilliant  wit  and  repartee  of  the  Toastmaster^ 
Hon.  John  D.  Long,  the  present  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  then  a 
member  of  Congress.  Hon.  James  W.  Husted,  "  the  Bald  Eagle  of 
Westchester,"  then  speaker  of  the  New  York  Assembly,  came  over 
from  Albany  especially  to  respond  to  a  toast,  and  returned  to  his 
duties  at  Albany  the  same  night,  after  delighting  all  with  his 
speech. 

Then  there  were  Hon.  Charles  S.  Fairchild,  at  that  time  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  A.  G.  Wilkinson,  Phi,  '56,  for  a  long 
time  principal  examiner  in  the  Patent  Office,  and   one  of  the  dele- 
gates to  the   convention  at   Washington  "  befo*   the  wah,"  whose 
reminiscences  of  those  olden  times  convulsed  his  hearers  (especially 
his  story  of  the  delegate  who  discovered  that  the  tail  of  the  bronze 
horse,  in  the  square  in  front  of  the  White  House,  was  screwed  on) ; 
there   were   Congressmen   galore,   Hon.   Hilary  A.  Herbert,  then 
head  of  the  Naval  Committee  of  the  House,  and   afterwards  one  of 
those  patriotic  and  efficient  Secretaries  of  the  Navy,  whose  great 
work  in  that  department  made   possible  the  glorious  victories  of 
our  navy  in  the  war  with  Spain ;  ex-Governor  McCreary,  of  Ken- 
tucky, then  serving  in  the  House;  and  Hon.  Mark  H.  Dunnell,  the 
veteran  of  H,  at  that  time  a  leading  Congressman  of  the   min- 
ority.    But  the  stories  of  the  banquet  and  ot  the  adventures  of  the 
various  delegates  in  Washington  would  alone  make  an  interesting 
paper,  and  we  must  hasten  on  to  later  history. 

Not  to  be  outdone  by  her  Washington  brethren,  the  Northwest- 
cm  Alumni  Association  asked  for  the  Forty-first  Convention, 
which  was  held  with  her  at  Chicago,  October  19  and  20,  1887. 
During  the  intervening  time,  the  editor  of  the  Catalogue^  one  of  our 
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most  loyal  alumni,  Brother  H.  V.  Anderson,  who  had  succeeded  the 
first  editor,  Dr.  Ernest  H.  Lines,  had  died  after  a  protracted  ill- 
ness, and  the  work  on  the  Catalogue  had  been  taken  up  by  Brother 
George  E.  Fisher,  who  resolved  to  make  it  a  monumental  work  in 
accuracy,  in  details,  in  the  information  given,  and  in  workmanship. 
His  great  success  three  years  later  was  the  result  of  a  lavish  ex- 
penditure of  time,  labor  and  money,  which  none  can  fully  appre- 
ciate except  those  who  assisted  in  the  work.  It  was  of  priceless 
value  to  the  Fraternity  and  no  one  of  her  alumni  has  rendered  her  a 
greater  service  than  did  Brother  Fisher  by  the  production  of  this 
great  work. 

In  the  interest  of  accuracy  in  the  Catalogue^  the  matter  of  the 
names  of  the  Columbia  and  the  North  Carolina  Chapters  was  again 
brought  up,  and  after  much  discussion  went  over  to  the  next  con- 
vention.  A  comprehensive  plan  for  the  payment  ol  the  cost  of  the 
Catalogue  was  adopted.  The  project  for  the  revival  of  the  -ff,  at 
Miami,  was  presented  by  Judge  Hunt,  but  also  went  over  to  the 
next  convention.  At  the  public  exercises,  a  most  charming  and 
scholarly  oration  was  given  by  Charlton  T,  Lewis,  and  a  poem  by 
Senator  Daniel  B.  Lucas.  The  next  morning  a  party  of  the  dele- 
gates was  conducted  upon  the  floor  of  the  Board  of  Trade  by 
Brother  H.  Bausher,  Jr.,  of  N,  who  was,  I  believe,  at  that  time 
President  of  the  board.  The  party,  headed  by  Charlton  T.  Lewis, 
soon  attracted  a  crowd  of  brokers,  all  of  whose  eyes  were  fixed  upon 
Mr.  Lewis.  "  Who  is  that  distinguished-looking  gentleman  ?''  one 
of  the  delegates  asked  a  particularly  enthusiastic  broker.  **  Why, 
don't  you  know  T  was  the  reply  ;  "  that's  the  Duke  of ,**  a  Brit- 
ish nobleman  who  was  then  traveling  in  America.  Thus  suddenly 
raised  to  the  peerage,  Mr.  Lewis  remained  "  The  Duke "  to  the 
boys  during  the  rest  of  his  stay. 

The  Forty-second  Convention  was  held  at  Cincinnati,  October  24 
and  25,  1888,  under  the  auspices  of  the  A  K  E  Central  Club.  The 
dKE  Club  of  New  York  had  in  the  meantime  been  moved  to  more 
palatial  quarters,  at  435  Fifth  avenue,  and  the  report  of  the  Council 
chronicled  general  prosperity  throughout  the  Fraternity.  The 
most  of  the  time  of  the  convention  was  occupied  by  the  discussion 
of  matters  pertaining  to  the  Catalogue^  and  to  the  settlement  of  the 
respective  rights  of  the  Columbia  and  North  Carolina  Chapters  to 
the  name,  B ;  the  settlement  was  at  last  made  as  already  noted.    One 
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of  Columbia's  representatives  at  this  convention  was  Clarence 
LexoWy  who  afterward  became  famous  for  his  investigation  of 
Tammany. 

Boston  was  the  meeting-place  of  the  Forty -third  Convention,  which 
was  held  with  the  New  England  Alumni  Association,  October  i6  and 
17, 1889.  This  was  a  convention  of  much  importance  to  the  Frater- 
nity. The  chapters  were  represented  by  more  than  one  hundred  dele- 
gates. The  first  business  of  importance  to  come  before  the  conven- 
tion was  that  of  the  relation  of  A  Chapter,  at  Harvard,  to  the  rest 
of  the  Fraternity.  To  a  large  number  of  Dekes  it  had  long  seemed 
that  a  condition  of  affairs  existed  there  which  was  simply  unbear- 
able. While  many  of  our  most  loyal  alumni  were  members  of  that 
chapter,  and  while  it  was  the  wish  of  all  to  respect  their  feelings, 
and  to  offer  every  opportunity  to  A  to  place  herself  on  a  par  with 
the  others,  and  to  maintain  in  an  institution  which  all  respected 
as  a  leader  of  American  colleges,  a  chapter  which  would  be  at  the 
same  time  an  honor  to  itself,  its  college  and  the  Fraternity,  yet  it 
was  felt  that  the  Fraternity  was  greater  than  any  of  its  component 
partSy  and  that  it  could  not  with  due  regard  to  its  own  honor  and 
integrity  permit  a  chapter  to  exist  in  such  an  anomalous  state  as 
that  of  the  A  of  Harvard. 

It  was  charged  that  this  chapter,  more  familiarly  known  as  the 
**  Dickie  Club,"  in  common  with  other  organizations  in  Harvard 
claiming  to  be  chapters  of  well-known  fraternities,  maintained  only 
a  nominal  connection  with  its  Fraternity,  seldom  sending  delegates 
to  conventions,  giving  little  or  no  recognition  to  visiting  brethren, 
manifesting  no  desire  to  live  up  to  fraternity  regulations  or  tradi- 
tions, and  permitting  membership  at  the  same  time  in  two  or  more 
fraternities.     Measures  were  taken  to  bring  the  chapter  to  realize  her 
duties  and  responsibilities,  or,  failing  in  that,  to  withdraw  her  charter, 
but  at  ^'s  urgent  request,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  next  con- 
vention,  giving  them   an   opportunity  to  get  into   line,   and  the 
Council  was  directed  to  take  the  matter  into  its  special  charge  dur- 
ing the  year. 

A  petition  for  a  revival  of  the  K  Chapter  at  Miami  University 
was  presented  by  Judge  Hunt  and  Senator  Brice,  and  was  granted 
by  the  convention,  as  was  also  one  for  a  revival  of  the  old  F 
Chapter  at  Vanderbilt  University.  A  charter  was  also  granted  to 
the  9  E  2X  the  University  of  Minnesota,  while  the  applications  of 
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Northwestern  University,  Swarthmore  College  and  Wabash  Uni- 
versity were  denied,  and  that  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology was  postponed.  At  the  public  exercises,  addresses  were 
given  by  Hon.  Geo.  A.  Marden,  Hon.  W.  S.  Slocum,  and  Hon.  Sam. 
F.  Hunt ;  and  a  poem  was  read  by  Rev.  Benj.  R.  Bulkley.  The 
Toastmaster  of  the  banquet  held  at  the  Parker  House  was  Hon. 
Francis  A.  Walker,  President  of  '*  Tech,"  and  responses  were  made 
by  Hon.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  and  Hon.  Solon  W.  Stevens,  among 
others. 

The  first  ten  years  of  work  under  the  Council  thus  closed  with  a 
record  of  three  chapters  revived  and  one  new  one  added  to  our  roll, 
thirteen  flourishing  alumni  associations  organized,  the  Quarterly 
established  and  successfully  produced  for  several  years,  a  new  cata- 
logue nearly  ready  for  issue,  and  the  chapters  better  organized  and 
more  carefully  managed  than  ever  before.  The  verdict  of  the 
Fraternity  upon  its  first  decade  of  centralized  government  was 
unanimous  in  its  favor.

PHI  CHFS  NEW  HOUSE. 


The  Phi  Chi  Chapter  oi  J  K  E  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  in- 
corporated as  a  social  organization,  and  governed  by  a  board  of  six 
Trustees,  elected  by  the  active  members  of  the  chapter.  In  August, 
1899,  a  business  corporation  was  formed,  entirely  distinct  from  the 
chapter,  called  "  The  Phi  Chi  ol  A  K  E  Building  Company."  The 
purpose  of  the  corporation  is  to  acquire  and  maintain  a  chapter- 
house for  the  Phi  Chi  Chapter  ol  J  K  E.  The  Board  of  Directors 
consists  of  three  members,  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders. 

The  officers  and  Directors  for  the  first  year  are :  President, 
Willard  P.  Voorhees,  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.;  Vice-President  and 
Treasurer,  William  H.  Leupp,  the  Vice-President  of  the  Trust 
Company  of  America,  149  Broadway,  New  York  City,  and  the 
Secretary,  Richard  T.  Greene,  41  Park  Row,  New  York  City. 

The  house  is  situated  at  No.  78  College  avenue  (opposite  Semin. 
ary  Place),  and  has  been  known  as  the  "  Palmer  Residence."  The 
lot  has  a  frontage  of  113  feet  on  the  avenue,  and  is  200  feet  deep. 
The  building  is  a  three-story  and  tower  dwelling  of  fourteen  rooms. 
The  walls,  which  are  all  of  brick,  are  16  inches  thick,  and  have  an 
outside  covering  of  mastic.  The  cellar  has  a  cement  floor,  and  is 
supplied  with  a  good  furnace,  coal  bins,  etc.  The  main  entrance 
has  vestibule  doors  and  tiled  hall,  hard  wood  floors  in  the  dining- 
room  and  library,  and  marble  mantels  in  the  parlor,  dining-room  and 
library.  All  the  walls  and  ceilings  are  in  good  repair.  On  the 
second  floor  there  are  five  large  bedrooms,  all  supplied  with 
stationary  washstands  and  running  water.  There  is  a  small  "  den  *' 
at  the  front  end  of  the  hall,  and  a  large  bathroom,  which  has  been 
newly  fitted  up  with  modern  fixtures  at  the  rear.  Nearly  all  the 
flexors  are  of  hard  wood.  On  the  third  floor  there  are  five  large 
rooms,  one  of  which  will  be  used  as  the  chapter  hall. 

College  avenue  has  recently  been  macadamized  from  curb  to 
curb,  and  is  supplied  with  water,  sewer  and  gas  mains.     The  prem- 
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ises  are  within  sight  of  the  college  buildings,  about  midway  between 
them  and  the  athletic  grounds,  and  cost  originally  $30,000. 

With  this  new  house,  which  is  by  far  the  best  fraternity  house 
in  town,  the  long-felt  want  of  the  chapter  has  been  realized. 

A  "  house  warming  **  was  held  at  the  house  on  October  5th,  1899, 
on  which  occasion  the  entire  house  was  thrown  open  to  the  guests 
and  friends  of  the  chapter.  Besides  a  large  attendance  of  local 
alumni,  there  were  a  number  present  from  out  of  town.  The 
Council  was  represented  by  its  President,  Frank  S.  Williams,  and 
also  by  Dr.  A.  N.  Brockway,  John  H.  Safford,  A.  G.  Warren,  John 
B.  Ekeley  and  Dr.  H.  S.  Wilcox,  and  the  Quarterly  by  the  Editor.

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THE  KAPPA  KAPPA  GAMMA  LITIGATION. 


The  action  brought  by  Lucia  E.  Heaton  and  certain  other  active 
and  alumni  members  of  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter  of  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma,  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  against  Mary  Josephine  Hull 
and  others,  composing  the  Grand  Council,  to  prevent  the  with- 
drawal of  the  charter  of  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter,  has  aroused  great 
interest,  not  only  in  the  fraternity  world,  butjin  legal  circles  as  well, 
this  being  the  first  time  a  college  fraternity  question  of  this  kind  has 
gotten  into  the  courts. 

The  first  action  was  commenced  June  17,  1898,  and  the  second 
one,  December  7,  1898,  a  temporary  injunction  being  issued  Decem- 
ber 3,  1898.  They  were  tried  before  Judge  Leslie  W.  Russell,  at  a 
Special  Term  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  held  at  St.  Law- 
rence County,  on  March  3,  1899.  Ledyard  P.  Hale,  District- Attor- 
ney of  St.  Lawrence  County,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Elmer 
A.  Denton  for  defendant  Hull. 

A  decision  was  rendered  on  June  23,  1899,  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiffs, and  a  judgment  entered,  from  which  an  appeal  has  been  taken 
to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  will  ^be 
argued  in  January. 

The  following  is  Judge  Russell's  opinion  in  full : 

The  plaintiffs  seek  to  enjoin  the  defendants,  only  one  of  whom  is  brought  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  this  court,  from  consummating  the  wrongful  withdrawal  of 
Beta  Beta  Chapter  of  the  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  Fraternity,  and  from  the  publica- 
tion in  the  official  organ  of  the  fraternity.  The  Key,  managed  by  the  defendant 
Hull  in  this  State,  the  misleading  statement  of  such  withdrawal,  alleged  to  have 
never  been  effectively  accomplished.  These  plaintiffs  are  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent members  of  the  local  chapter  at  a  college  town  in  New  York,  of  this  col- 
legiate fraternity,  which  is  composed  of  chapters  in  various  States  of  the  Union, 
and  governed  by  the  rules  established  by  its  National  Convention  under  a  writ- 
ten constitution  framed  by  the  Convention. 

In  1 88 1  a  Browning  society  existed  at  this  college  town  which  was  that  year, 
at  the  request  of  the  Kappa  Fraternity,  transformed  into  the  local  Beta  Beta 
Chapter  of  the  fraternity.  As  the  years  passed  by  many  young  women  became 
members  of  the  chapter,  and,  upon  graduation  from  college,  passed  into  alum- 
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me  membenhip,  most  of  them  leaving  for  other  parts  of  the  country,  but  some 
remaining  residents  within  the  chapter  jurisdiction.  The  current  of  association 
with  other  chapters  of  the  fraternity  seems  to  have  run  smoothly  for  seventeen 
years  until  April,  1898,  when  the  Grand  President  of  the  fraternity  made  a 
short  visit  to  the  chapter.  No  intimation  of  hostile  action,  or  examination  of 
the  merits  of  the  chapter,  was  then  had,  but  once  after  the  Grand  President 
had  returned  to  her  home  she  instituted  proceedings  through  which,  without 
notice  to  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter  or  its  members,  in  May,  1898,  the  Grand 
Cboncil  of  the  fraternity,  an  executive  committee  of  the  Order,  voted  to  with- 
draw the  charter  of  the  chapter,  upon  charges  against  the  standing  of  the  college 
and  the  lack  of  culture  and  refinement  among  the  women  of  the  college  and 
the  town.  This  vote  was  taken  by  correspondence  and  evidently  upon  informa- 
tion famished  by  the  Grand  President. 

Injunction  proceedings  having  been  taken  by  members  of  the  chapter  in  the 
courts  at  Boston,  where  the  Grand  President  was  reached  by  process,  and  an 
injunction  served,  without  repudiation  of  former  charges,  a  notice  signed  by  the 
Grand  President  was  mailed  to  the  chapter  that  the  question  of  the  withdrawal 
of  the  chapter  would  be  brought  before  the  Grand  Council  at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  on 
the  apth  of  August,  1898,  upon  allegations  of  lack  of  proper  material  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  chapter  and  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  fra- 
ternity, the  latter  charge  being  aimed  at  the  handing  of  the  printed  constitution 
by  one  member  to  counsel  so  that  he  could  advise  upon  the  legal  questions  for 
the  protection  of  the  members.  This  notice  was  received  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  chapter  on  the  loth  of  August,  1898,  at  her  home,  over  two  hundred  miles 
fix>m  the  location  of  the  chapter^  during  vacation  of  the  college,  while  the  mem- 
bers were  scattered  in  various  States,  so  that  no  official  action  could  be  taken 
by  the  chapter.  Volunteers,  however,  appeared  for  the  chapter  and  made  a 
vigorous  protest  against  the  proceeding,  but  the  Grand  Council  went  on,  with- 
out passing  upon  the  protest,  so  far  as  they  could  do  so,  to  withdraw  the  char- 
ter on  the  ground  of  lack  of  proper  material.  They  also  obtained  the  assent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  chapters  to  such  action  by  information  which  the  chapter 
had  no  practical  means  to  meet,  as  the  list  of  members  of  the  fraternity  was 
denied  to  the  members  of  the  chapter.  The  Grand  Council  was  composed  of 
the  five  defendants,  three  of  whom  had  already  decided  against  the  chapter. 

The  original  charter  gave  full  rights  to  the  chapter  so  long  as  it  conformed 
to  the  rules  and  usages  of  the  Fraternity.  No  proof  was  offered  before  the 
Grand  Council  or  the  chapter  that  any  rule  was  broken  or  usage  violated. 

The  defendant  Hull  was  alone  served  with  process  and  alone  appears  to 
defend. 

The  Fraternity  has  valuable  property  interests  and  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter  had 
its  dues  for  the  current  year. 
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Upon  the  trial  in  this  action  no  proof  was  offered  of  any  breach  by  the 
chapter  except  the  exhibition  of  the  constitution  to  counsel  by  a  member,  and 
that  ground  for  action  is  now  expressly  disclaimed  by  defendant's  counsel. 

Nor  was  it  claimed  upon  the  trial  that  the  charges  on  which  the  original 
prosecution  of  the  chapter  was  founded,  were  ever  sustained,  nor  was  proof 
here  offered  of  the  truthfulness  of  those  accusations.  On  the  contrary,  so  far 
as  the  masculine  judgment  of  feminine  culture  and  refinement,  limited  as  it  is 
in  the  finer  lines,  can  judge  of  such  delicate  subjects  from  the  appearance  of 
the  ladies  who  were  witnesses  upon  the  trial,  the  members  of  other  chapters 
would  need  to  be  of  a  rare  order  to  justify  holding  themselves  so  superior  in 
acquired  and  natural  qualities  as  to  render  uncongenial  to  them  the  active  and 
alumnse  members  of  Beta  Beta  Chapter. 

But  it  is  argued  by  defendant's  counsel  that  the  injury  is  so  slight,  the  sphere 
of  action  of  this  society  so  removed  from  material  considerations  which  alone 
can  set  in  action  the  movement  of  the  courts  for  the  prevention  and  redress  of 
injuries,  and  the  implied  powers  of  the  Grand  Council,  an  inferior  body  to  the 
National  Convention,  with  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  chapters,  so  great  that 
no  court  can  inquire  or  intervene. 

The  Grand  Council  is  created  by  the  National  Convention,  and  is  evidendy 
designed  for  executive  functions  to  be  performed  during  the  interregnum  be- 
tween conventions.  It  has  a  negative  vote  against  the  withdrawal  of  chapters, 
whether  such  withdrawal  is  applied  for  by  a  chapter  or  is  to  be  forced.  No 
afi^rmative  power  to  act  in  such  a  matter  is  given  the  Grand  Council.  Nor  has 
it  been  assumed  except  in  one  other  instance  where  the  chapter  surrendered  its 
papers  without  protest.  In  all  other  withdrawals  the  National  Convention  has 
exercised  the  judicial  power  to  withdraw  charters.  No  causes  for  expulsion 
are  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  and  the  National  Convention,  prior  to  the 
prosecution  against  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter,  had  initiated  proceedings  for  rules 
to  regulate  and  justify  proper  action  against  chapters,  which  rules  had  not  been 
formulated  when  the  complaint  was  made  against  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter. 

The  presumption  therefore  arises,  if  we  may  venture  to  apply  inferences  of 
legal  construction  to  the  proceedings  of  this  Fraternity,  that  its  recognized 
rules  have  not  been  observed  in  obliterating  this  chapter  and  depriving  its 
active  and  alumnae  members  of  their  share  in  the  valuable  property  of  the 
Fraternity,  and  the  benefits  of  the  dues  paid  for  the  current  year,  even  were  no 
other  considerations  involved. 

But  deeper  injuries  appear.  The  virus  of  the  original  accusation  permeated 
the  action  from  May  to  August,  from  the  Alpha  to  the  Omega  of  the  offensive 
procedure.  That  procedure  was  initiated,  persisted  in  and  concluded,  with 
only  that  shifting  of  form  of  action  which  some  prudence  dictated.  It  will  not 
answer  to  say  that  a  prosecution,  which  was  instituted  upon  the  basis  of  unfit-

for  refined  feminine  association  and  culminated  in  a  judgment  of  perpetual 
ezclasion,  is  purified  and  made  the  proper  foundation  for  such  a  judgment  be- 
cause, while  it  did  not  in  any  waj  pass  against  the  truth  of  the  more  precise 
chaige  of  want  of  culture  and  refinement,  it  ostensibly  placed  such  judgment  on 
die  general  ground  which  might  cover  any  unfitness,  ''  because  of  lack  of  proper 
material  for  the  maintenance  of  the  chapter/'  The  material  referred  to  is  ani- 
mate and  not  inanimate.  Translated  in  the  light  of  the  charges,  the  finding 
means  ihe  want  of  proper  young  women  to  keep  the  chapter  fit  for  the  associa- 
tion of  other  members,  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  culture  and  refinement 

Those  charges  affected  all  the  members  of  the  chapter,  resident  or  non-resi- 
dent, active  or  alumnae.  They  tainted  the  membership  of  all.  No  claim  was 
made  of  any  deterioration  of  membership  in  determining  the  propriety  of  retain- 
ing the  chapter,  and  all  the  members  were  classified  together.  Their  title  to 
membership  came  from  a  disgraced  chapter  and  the  benefits  of  association  with 
the  fraternity  were  destroyed  by  the  judgment  condemning  the  source  of  their 
membership.  The  resident  members  could  no  longer  enjoy  local  participation 
in  the  chapter  meetings,  and  their  outside  privileges,  infrequent  in  use,  were  of 
little  value  to  compensate  for  the  deprivation  and  injury.  They  could  not  affili- 
ate with  other  members  on  equal  standing.  So  their  membership  was  practically 
destroyed,  and  a  defense  against  remedial  action  that  the  barren  membership 
remains  to  plaintiffs  is  hardly  worth  the  seriousness  with  which  it  is  urged. 

In  the  absence  of  defined  regulations  as  to  the  causes  for  expulsion,  the  or- 
dinary principles  of  justice  govern.  Offenses  against  the  tenets  of  the  order 
justify  action.  Caprice  or  malice  do  not  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  govern- 
mental rule  which  destroys  the  presumptions  as  to  the  tenets  of  the  fraternity. 
We  may  safely  assume,  without  fear  of  protest  from  any  defendants,  that  those 
tenets  aim  to  promote  the  tender  feminine  graces  and  refinements  which  har- 
monize so  thoroughly  with  just  and  even  altruistic  principles.  To  wrong  an 
outsider,  and,  a  fortiori^  a  member,  is  conclusively  against  the  basic  ethics  of  a 
firatemity  order.  Hence  the  wrong  here  done  is  undoubtedly  contrary  to  the 
governing  principles  of  the  fraternity,  and  so  wrongs,  not  only  the  plaintiffs,  but 
the  fraternity  itself. 

I  should  therefore  hold  that,  even  if  the  outward  forms  of  the  society  had 
been  observed  in  degrading  this  chapter  and  its  members,  still  such  a  blow  was 
struck  to  the  vital  principles  of  the  order  and  the  rights  of  its  members,  that  no 
formalities  could  justify  such  destructive  action,  and  any  one  aggrieved  could 
appeal  to  the  only  resource  left — the  benign,  yet  powerful,  protection  of  the 
law. 

And  it  is  a  mistake  to  rest  upon  the  assertion  that  law  recognizes  only 
material  property  injuries  and  has  no  care  for  wounded  emotions  or  character. 
Even  in  the  cruder  days  of  the  common  law  it  gave  to  lost  service  of  a  daughter 
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or  wife  pence,  where  it  gave  to  the  hurt  sensibilities  of  the  father  or  husband 
hundreds  of  pounds.  It  atoned  for  injury  to  character  and  wounded  feeling  by 
exemplary  damages.  And  courts  of  equity,  such  as  the  one  now  appealed  to, 
grasp  jurisdiction  of  other  than  property  injuries,  where  equitable  considerations 
require  action  to  prevent  hurt  to  standing  or  character  which  damages  may  not 
compensate. 

In  the  present  case  the  circulation  to  chapters  or  members  for  their  action, 
for  expulsion  of  Beta  Beta  Chapter,  of  unfounded  charges  against  the  member- 
ship of  that  chapter,  without  notice  to  the  persons  affected ;  the  continuance 
with  the  added  statement  of  the  Grand  President,  promoter  of  the  charges,  that 
the  chapter  had  publishad  the  constitution  against  the  vows  of  the  initiated 
members  now  abandoned ;  refusal  to  give  the  sheets  containing  the  names  of 
members  of  the  various  chapters,  so  that  the  members  of  the  chapter  affected 
could  not  present  their  side  to  the  persons  who  would  cast  the  votes  of  the 
chapters;  giving  that  notice  of  contemplated  final  action  at  a  place  fifteen  hun- 
dred miles  away  at  vacation  time  when  no  official  chapter  action  could  be  taken 
in  defense  and  only  volunteers  could  appear  to  protest ;  refusing  to  pass  upon 
such  protest  and  adjudging  expulsion  by  a  tribunal  presided  over  by  the  accuser, 
and  composed  partly  of  already  prejudiced  judges,  without  withdrawal  of  the 
charges  against  character ;  and  formulating  a  decision  which  could  be  construed 
as  covering  those  charges,  give  to  the  courts  the  right  to  say  that  the  rules  of 
the  society  have  been  violated  and  personal  rights  injured,  and  thus  interfere  to 
enjoin  further  action  to  consummate  the  wrong. 

Nor  will  it  be  an  answer  to  say  that,  granting  an  injury  was  done  these  plain- 
tiffs, no  relief  whatever  can  be  given  them  because  the  defendants  acted  officially 
as  a  unit  and  only  one  of  them  has  been  reached  by  the  courts  of  this  State 
This  action  is  brought  to  prevent  a  wrong  being  consummated,  and,  if  official 
power  has  been  exceeded  or  usurped,  may  go  against  one  or  all.  The  Grand 
President,  or  any  other  grand  councillor,  cannot  defeat  justice  by  the  exercise 
of  a  prudent  discretion  in  not  appearing  within  the  jurisdiction,  or  defending 
her  action  so  vigorously  assailed.  The  defendant  served  can  intensify  the  injury 
and  practically  destroy  all  the  chapter  rights  by  scattering  broadcast  among  all 
the  fraternity  members  in  the  official  "Key"  the  tidings  of  expulsion,  unfounded 
if  that  expulsion  is  illegal. 

I  understand  from  the  brief  of  counsel  for  the  defendant,  submitted  after  the 
trial,  that  he  concedes  the  law  to  be  that  notice  must  be  served  upon  the  mem- 
ber of  a  society  before  action  in  the  nature  of  expulsion^  the  charges  stated  in  the 
notice,  and  fair  opportunity  afforded  him  for  a  hearing  in  defense  ;  that  the  tri- 
bunal which  has  the  power  to  expel  must  be  free  from  personal  hostility,  bias  or 
fraud  ;  and  that,  where  there  is  an  absence  of  constitutional  rules  or  by-laws 
regulating  the  causes  for  expulsion  and  the  manner  in  which  proceedings  should 
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be  taken,  those  proceedings  mast  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  princi- 
ples of  natural  justice. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  seen  by  this  court,  it  is,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  cite 
authorities  in  justification  of  the  conclusion  reached  that  a  legal  remedy  here 
edsts.  However,  I  understand  this  concession  to  be  within  the  principle  of  the 
decisions,  some  of  which  may  be  briefly  adverted  to. 

The  General  Term  of  the  First  Department  held,  in  the  case  of  Loubat  vs. 
Leroj,  40  Hun,  546,  that  a  resolution  of  expulsion  of  a  member  could  be  de- 
dared  noil  and  void  for  want  of  proper  notice  and  a  fair  hearing. 

In  the  case  of  the  People  ex  rel,  Merscheim  vs.  The  Musical  Union,  47 
Hun,  273,  the  Appellate  Division  decided  that  an  appearance  at  the  time  of 
hearing  and  a  denial  of  the  right  of  the  directors  to  proceed,  and  a  refusal  to 
answer  the  charge  did  not  deprive  the  member  of  his  right  to  previous  service 
of  the  charges,  and  the  power  to  apply  for  a  reinstatement  did  not  prevent  man- 
damus proceedings  in  the  courts.  See  also  people  ex  rel  Deverell  vs.  The  Mu- 
ftcal  Union,  118  N.  Y.,  loi. 

In  the  matter  of  Miller  vs.  The  Builders'  League,  20  App.  Div.,  620,  the  de- 
cision of  one  of  the  justices  of  this  district  was  affirmed  upon  the  opinion  of 
that  justice.  It  was  there  held  that  the  order  had  no  right  to  expel  the  mem- 
ber for  resorting  to  legal  privileges,  and  that  the  effort  to  do  so  was  unauthor- 
ixed  and  arbitrary. 

In  the  late  case  of  the  People  ex  rel,  Johnson  vs,  N.  Y.  Produce  Exchange, 
149  N.  Y.,  401,  it  was  held  that  the  causes  of  suspension  and  expulsion  must 
be  stated  with  reasonable  certainty  in  the  notice  to  the  member,  and  the  cause 
for  the  action  must  be  within  the  scope  of  the  by-laws. 

These  cases  are  mainly  as  to  membership  in  corporations,  but  no  dis- 
tinction is  recognized  between  corporations  and  voluntary  unincorporated  asso- 
ciations. 

Lewis  fv.  Wilson,  121  N.  Y.,  284. 

The  case  here  is  substantially  the  same  so  far  as  the  greater  benefits  of  mem- 
bership are  concerned  as  though  the  act  of  expulsion  were  directed  against  the 
plaintiffs  individually. 

For  the  reasons  which  have  been  stated  in  this  opinion  the  chief  value  of 
membership  and  association  with  members  of  other  chapters  lies  in  the  initia- 
tion by  a  chapter  of  good  standing,  and  the  continuance  of  privileges  as  mem- 
bers of  the  local  chapter.  When  that  value  has  been  destroyed  by  an  expulsion 
of  the  chapter  on  the  assumption  that  it  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  worthy  of 
maintenance,  from  the  character  of  its  material,  the  blow  comes  home  directly 
to  all  of  those  who  have  become  members  under  the  authority  of  that  chapter, 
and  so  their  individual  rights  have  been  invaded. 

Let  a  judgment  go  for  the  relief  demanded  in  the  nature  of  an  injunction.

The  news  of  the  death  of  Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  Cornell,  '92,  was  a  sad 
blow  to  Delta  Chi.     Brother  Tuttle  was  always  an  enthusi- 
astic Deke  and  always  kept  in  touch  with  his  Fraternity.

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"DANIEL  S.  TUTTLE,   '92. 

"  At  the  home  of  his  parents  in  Watkins,  N.  Y.,  on  August 
II,  Mr.  Daniel  S.  Tuttle  died  of  organic  heart  disease. 

•'  He  was  born  April  8,  1889,  at  Reading,  being  the  eldest 
son  of  Hon.  Adrian  Tuttle.

At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Tuttle  was 
connected  with  a  number  of  important  cases  in  conjunction 
with  his  partner,  Samuel  S.  Trowbridge,  with  whom  he  be- 
came associated  about  two  years  ago.  The  former  was  the 
trial  member  of  the  firm  and  he  was  gratifyingly  successful 
in  court.  At  an  early  age  he  evinced  a  natural  aptitude  for 
law  which,  with  his  thorough  legal  education,  well  qualified 
him  for  his  chosen  profession.

EDITORIALS. 


We  would  suggest  to  the  chapters  that  they  give  their  conven- 
tion delegates  a  certain  amount  of  discretion  in  matters  coming 
before  conventions.  It  is  there  that  these  questions  are  discussed 
and  explained,  more  thoroughly  than  in  any  single  chapter  hall, 
and  delegates  are  certainly  more  competent  to  vote  after  hearing 
these  discussions  than  though  they  were  tied  down  by  chapter 
instructions,  given  ofttimes  before  the  chapter  itself  was  really  com- 
petent to  judge. 

The  Convention  this  year  will  be  held  at  Springfield,  Mass., 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Sigma  Chapter,  the  program  of  which  is 
published  in  this  issue.  It  is  particularly  urgent  that  there  be 
present  a  full  attendance  at  this  Convention,  as  some  very  important 
matters  will  be  presented  before  it,  upon  which  it  is  important  that 
the  whole  Fraternity  be  heard.  We  especially  advise  that  every 
chapter  be  represented  by  a  full  delegation  and  that  the  alumni 
associations  also  be  present  in  full  force.  An  attractive  program  for 
the  social  entertainment  of  their  guests  has  been  prepared,  and  a 
good  time  is  anticipated. 

As  an  invigorator  of  J  K  E  spirit,  we  know  of  nothing  so  effective 
as  a  large,  enthusiastic  convention,  such  as  we  feel  assured  this 
will  be. 


The  work  on  the  catalogue,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Brother 
John  B.  Ekeley,  is  rapidly  progressing,  and  the  Council  hope  to 
have  the  same  published  within  the  next  few  months.  Nearly  all  of 
the  chapters  have  already  sent  in  their  completed  returns,  but  there 
are  a  few  from  which  full  data  has  not  yet  been  received.  We 
urge  these  delinquents  to  attend  to  this  matter  at  once. 

It  took  several  years  to  publish  our  last  catalogue.  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  Council  to  have  the  present  one  in  the  hands  of 
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the  Fraternity  within  a  year  from  the  time  of  its  start  If  these  few 
chapters  who  are  behind  will  take  hold  of  the  matter  at  once,  we 
think  they  can  carry  out  this  intention. 


The  time  within  which  new  songs  for  the  prize  competition 
could  be  submitted  expired  October  15th.  A  gratifying  number 
were  submitted,  though  there  were  many  chapters  from  which 
none  were  received.  It  had  been  hoped  that  each  chapter  would 
be  represented  by  at  least  one  new  song.  Those  received,  however, 
will  be  submitted  to  a  committee  of  experts,  and  their  award  will 
be  published  in  the  next  number  of  the  Quarterly.  A  full  report 
of  the  progpress  thus  far  made  will  be  given  to  the  convention.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  Brother  A.  G.  Warren,  the  Editor  ot  the  songbook, 
to  have  it  ready  for  delivery,  if  possible,  by  January  i,  1900.  The 
chapters  are  urged,  as  soon  as  the  announcement  of  the  price 
reaches  them,  to  send  in  their  orders  for  the  number  they  will 
take  as  chapters.  If  sufficient  orders  for  a  large  edition  are  re> 
ceived,  much  better  work  for  the  money  can  be  obtained. 


Indiscriminate  initiations  are  an  evil  which  menace  the  very 
existence  of  a  fraternity.  There  are  reasons,  many  of  them  even 
developing  into  apparent  necessities,  which  ofttimes  almost  require 
a  chapter  to  replete  its  ranks,  frequently  with  undesirable  men, 
simply  to  keep  up  its  numbers.  There  are  dues  and  expenses 
which  bear  lighter  on  the  many  than  on  the  few;  there  is  that 
promotion  of  good  fellowship  and  extension  of  social  intercourse 
which  is  more  thoroughly  accomplished  among  the  many  than  with 
the  few;  and  then  there  is  that  inherent  strength  which,  as  the 
proverb  tells  us,  lies  in  numbers.  All  these  are  important  features, 
which  should  be  carefully  considered.  But  it  is  of  vital  importance 
that  fraternity  traditions,  fraternity  respect  and  fraternity  standards 
be  observed.  This  idea  of  starting  out  simply  to  secure  men  is 
wrong.  Large  membership,  at  a  sacrifice  of  those  qualities  which 
make  the  chapter  congenial,  harmonious  and  compact  is  pernicious* 

The  world  is  strewn  with  the  wrecks  of  nations,  which  have  tried 
to  mould  people,  unfitted  for  the  job,  into  one  harmonious  whole. 
Lack  of  harmony  of  purpose,  lack  of  congeniality  in  taste  and  tem- 
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perament,  followed  by  decay,  fill  history's  pages  till  the  eye  grows 
tired. 

We  do  not  regard  it  as  either  the  duty  or  function  of  a  fraternity 
to  take  men  naturally  and  reasonably  uncongenial  and  below  their 
standards  for  the  purpose  of  educating  and  affiliating  them. 

The  Fraternity  should  pick  men  suited  for  it  The  stability  of  a 
chapter  depends  upon  the  congenial  spirit,  which,  after  all,  is  the 
foundation  of  the  fraternal  spirit  of  its  members.  To  secure  this 
spirit  its  men  must  be  up  to  the  chapter  standard,  and  the  chapters 
up  to  the  fraternity  standard.

The  Bi- Annual  Convention  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Victoria,  Chicago,  August  23,  24,  25,  1899.  It  was  the  most 
largely  attended  Convention  in  the  history  of  the  Fraternity.  All 
but  two  of  the  chapters  were  represented.  It  is  said  that  no  effort 
whatever  was  made  to  change  the  legislation  of  two  years  ago  by 
which  members  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  were  forbidden  to  join  Theta 
Nu  Epsilon.  Certain  constitutional  changes  were  proposed,  infor- 
mation concerning  which  will  be  given  out  later  if  the  changes  are 
finally  made.— *  /'J  Quarterly. 


The  fraternity  world  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  has  been 
shaken  up  recently  by  a  petition  to  the  State  legislature  asking  the 
abolishment  and  prohibition  of  fraternities  there.  The  junketing 
committee  sent  regularly  to  the  legislature  to  inquire  into  the  con- 
dition  and  needs  of  the  University  was  assigned  the  special  duty  of 
investigating  the  fraternity  question.  The  report  of  this  committee 
was  to  the  effect  that  "  Besides  the  five  fraternities  in  the  University 
of  an  aggregate  membership  of  75  men,  there  was  a  counter  organ- 
ization comprising  between  80  and  100  students  formed  to  oppose 
the  fraternities ;  and  that  a  generous  rivalry  exists  between  these 
factions,  but  no  such  condition  as  is  not  within  control  of  the  Faculty 
and  Board  of  Trustees." — Western  Collegian, 


Brown  has  had  three  A  T  presidents  in  succession  with  the  acces- 
sion of  Dr.  W.  H.  P.  Faunce,  '80.  Governors  Powers,  Colby,  '61, 
and  Voorhees,  Rutgers,  '76,  of  Maine  and  New  Jersey,  respectively, 
belong  to  A  T, — Scroll. 

Speaking  of  the  new  fraternity  of  U  A  ^^  founded  at  Yale  in 
1895,  the  ^  r  A  Quarterly  says  it  is  "  under  the  impression  that  there 
are  Gentiles  as  well  as  Hebrews  in  the  order,  judging  from  some  of 
the  men  belonging  to  the  Yale  chapter.'*  It  was  the  9  K  W  Shiela 
that  said  the  membership  of  the  society  was  restricted  to  Hebrew 
students. 
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President  Hadley,  of  Yale,  was  a  society  man  in  each  year  of  his 
course,  being  \n  A  K^  ^  B  V,  /S  E  E  and  Skull  and  Bones.  By 
inheritance  he  should  have  been  a  neutral,  as  his  father  was  always 
bitterly  opposed  to  the  secret  society  system.  It  is  said  that  a 
wholesale  dread  of  the  professor's  indignation  kept  the  Sophomores 
from  roughly  initiating  Arthur  into  his  Freshman  society.  How- 
ever, he  entered  heartily  into  the  ^  K  frolics,  taking  part  in  the 
peanut  rushes  and  theatricals.  At  a  fancy  dress  ball,  given  at  the 
fraternity  room,  only  members,  of  course,  being  present,  he  appeared 
as  the  jack  of  clubs.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  this  right  bower  took  the 
trick  for  grotesqueness.  In  his  Junior  year  he  was  a  candidate  for 
the  Lt/.  editorship  from  J  K  E,  but  he  failed  to  gain  it,  much  to  his 
disappointment.  At  times,  before  the  different  society  elections,  he 
was  worried  about  his  chances,  like  many  a  less  prominent  man, 
recalling,  perhaps,  certain  strictures  which  he  had  made  against  the 
system  when  his  father  was  alive,  and  before  he  himself  had  learned 
how  desirable  were  its  honors ;  but  this  worry  was  quite  as  needless 
as  that  regarding  his  standing. — New  York  Sun,  June  4,  1899. 


The  May  2  X  Quarterly  contains  an  abstract  of  the  most 
iinportant  acts  of  twenty-three  grand  chapters  (conventions) — 
1857-97.  Some  of  the  information  thus  furnished  is  not  given  in 
Baird's  sketch  of  2  X.  The  records  of  the  first  convention  in  1857 
are  lost.  The  original  chapter  at  Miami,  founded  1855,  disbanded 
in  the  summer  of  1858.  Blue  and  gold  were  adopted  as  fraternity 
colors  in  1870.  The  first  catalogue  was  printed  in  1872,  the  first 
song  book  in  1884.  The  convention  of  1872  **  added  to  the  consti- 
tution provisions  for  the  establishment  of  alumni  chapters,"  also 
*•  provided  for  three  degrees  of  membership,"  which  were  **  found 
too  cumbersome  and  discarded."  In  1874,  a  "state  parent"  or 
presiding  chapter  system  of  government  was  adopted.  The  Sigma 
CA/ was  first  issued  m  1881,  the  Bulletin  (secret)  in  1887.  A  new 
constitution  was  adopted  in  1882,  the  first  general  revision  since 
1859.  ^^  provided  for  an  executive  committee.  Another  new  con- 
stitution was  adopted  in  1884.  Under  it  the  provincial  system  was 
substituted  for  the  division  by  States.  In  1892,  "provision  was 
made  for  the  adoption  of  a  flag."  Concerning  the  special  convention 
held  at  New  York  in  1893,  when  it  is  understood  the  initiation  of  Ex- 
President  Grover  Cleveland  was  sanctioned,  no  mention  was  made. 
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THE  FIFTY-THIRD  CONVENTION. 


Jupiter  Pluvius  was  in  the  midst  of  his  reign  when  the  delegates 
arrived  in  Springfield  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  15^  1899, 
ready  for  the  smoker  which  had  been  appointed  as  the  beginning  of 
the  social  side  of  the  Convention.  But  no  downpour  of  water  was 
to  be  allowed  to  dampen  the  enthusiasm  of  the  crowd.  The  process 
of  making  new  acquaintances  and  renewing  old  ones  had  been  well 
begun  on  the  train  from  New  York.  There  were  President 
Williams,  Secretary  Simpson,  Safford  and  Warren,  of  the  Council ; 
there  were  the  delegates  from  Columbia,  and  Rutgers,  and  Miami, 
and  Minnesota ;  and  there,  too,  was  "  Smith  of  Rho,"  worthy  suc- 
cessor to  "  Smith  of  Brown  '*  (or  was  it  "  Brown  of  Smith  "?),  so  well 
known  a  year  before  at  Detroit — two  names  which  have  done  much 
to  add  to  the  history  of  the  already  famous  name  of  Smith. 

There,  too,  appeared  three  men,  who  modestly  said  that  they 
were  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  proceeded  to  get 
acquainted  with  all  who  looked  as  though  they  might  be  delegates. 
As  one  of  their  number — Koerper — was  an  old  Nu  man,  it  didn't  take 
those  on  the  train  long  to  find  out  that  he,  with  Upson  and  Conway, 
were  out  with  all  their  artillery,  determined  to  go  back  to  Phila- 
delphia  with  a  charter  lor  a  chapter  of  J  /T  £  at  their  University, 
or  know  the  reason  why.  So  the  real  work  of  the  Convention  was 
well  begun  before  the  train  reached  New  Haven.  Here  the  dele- 
gates from  Yale  appeared,  and  also  the  men  from  C.  C.  N.  Y.,  who 
had  gone  ahead  and  stopped  at  New  Haven  to  visit  old  Yale.  At 
Hartford  the  Wesleyan  delegates  and  about  twenty  men  from 
Trinity  boarded  the  train,  so  that  on  arriving  at  Springfield  a  long 
line  of  delegates  formed  and  emitted  a  series  of  Deke  shouts  and 
college  yells,  which  so  frightened  the  waiting  engines  that  they 
shrieked  ;  the  steam,  however,  escaped. 

The  spectacle  of  a  crowd  of  fellows  marching  through  the  pour- 
ing rain,  and  singing  at  the  top  of  their  voices,  "  A  Band  of  Brothers 
in  J  K  £,''  and  "  With  Cheer  and  Shout  To-Night,"  was  an  unaccus- 
tomed one  in  this  peaceful  New  England  town,  and  the  natives 
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seemed  hardly  to  know  what  their  duty  was.  The  delegates 
reached  the  hotel  unattacked,  however,  only  to  find  that,  owing  to 
the  crowds,  it  was  necessary  to  divide  the  men  among  four  hotels  at 
some  distance  from  one  another.  There  was  some  grumbling  at 
this,  as  it  was  feared  it  might  detract  from  the  sociability  of  the 
occasion,  but  soon  all  were  provided  for,  and  no  one  had  cause 
afterward  to  complain  of  any  lack  of  sociability. 

Soon  after  dinner  the  brethren  began  to  assemble  at  the 
Nayassett  Club,  where,  under  the  mellowing  influences  of  a  smoker, 
the  boys  of  Sigma  and  the  alumni  were  to  welcome  the  delegates, 
and  give  them  a  further  opportunity  to  become  acquainted.  Here 
many  faces  appeared  that  were  familiar  to  those  who  had  attended 
former  conventions.  Here  was  Doc.  Mitchell,  the  argus-eyed 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  without  whose  watchful  eye  no  convention 
would  feel  itself  secure;  here  were  Sawtelle  of  Sigma  Tau,  and 
Chickering  of  Zeta,  whose  presence  made  one  feel  that  the  equilib- 
rium of  the  continent  was  not  disturbed  when  both  were  there; 
here  were  McDavitt  of  Pi,  and  Spitzka  of  Nu,  and  Walling  and 
Webster  of  Delta  Delta;  and  here,  there  and  everywhere  was 
Harold  Walker,  the  hard-working  and  most  efficient  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Arrangements.  Many  of  the  older  alumni  were 
here  also,  and,  in  the  general  good  cheer,  soon  forgot  the  years 
which  had  slipped  by  since  they  had  stepped  forth  from  the  college 
portals  into  an  unfeeling  world. 

There  was  at  first  the  usual  difficulty  about  remembering  names, 
when  so  many  meet  for  the  first  time.  But  genius  possesses  the 
power  to  overcome  difficulties,  and  when  was  genius  ever  far  away 
from  z.  A  K  E  gathering?  He  was  here  to-night,  and  with  one  leap 
he  was  over  the  ditch  and  up  the  wall  on  the  other  side ;  he  was 
introduced  to  a  brother,  and,  in  order  that  this  brother  might  not  be 
mistaken  for  anybody  else,  he  seized  a  pencil,  and  with  a  large,  round 
hand  wrote  that  man's  name,  chapter  and  class  upon  his  collar,  so 
that  "  he  who  runs  might  read."  The  problem  was  solved.  In  less 
than  five  minutes  every  man  in  the  room,  from  the  gray-haired 
veteran  and  the  veteran  with  no  hair  at  all,  down  to  the  freshman 
with  nice,  cream-colored  hair  just  appearing  on  his  upper  lip,  was 
duly  classified  as  to  genus,  species  and  age,  and  appropriately 
labeled.  Then  "  all  went  merry  as  a  marriage  bell,"  and  all  were 
soon  acquainted.    Smith  of  Rho  was  there  also.

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  smoker  held  until  a  late  hour, 
the  delegates  were  around  betimes  in  the  morning,  and  the  first 
business  session  was  called  to  order  by  Secretary  David  B.  Simpson 
at  the  appointed  hour,  in  the  Assembly  Room  of  the  Hotel  Worthy. 
A  temporary  organization  was  effected,  with  Spitzka  in  the  chair. 
Committees  on  Permanent  Organization  and  Credentials  were  ap- 
pointed, and,  upon  their  report,  the  permanent  officers  were  elected 
as  follows:  President,  C.  G.  McDavitt  of  Pi;  Vice-Presidents,  D. 
H.  Bonsted  of  Phi  Gamma ;  H.  C.  Wood  of  Phi ;  Secretary,  R.  M. 
Stoughton  of  Sigma ;  Assistant  Secretary,  Willoughby  G.  Walling 
of  Delta  Delta,  and  Dr.  F.  D.  Mitchell,  Xi,  Sergeant-at- Arms.  The 
roll-call  disclosed  the  fact  that  every  chapter  but  one  was  represented 
at  this  Convention,  and  that  one  was  unrepresented  only  because  an 
alumnus,  who  had  promised  to  come  on,  was  at  the  last  moment 
detained  by  business,  too  late  for  his  chapter  to  send  anybody  in  his 
place.  When  one  considers  that  our  chapters  are  scattered  from 
Maine  to  California,  and  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  this 
fine  representation  was  most  encouraging;  when  the  roll-call  was 
completed,  and  "  Adsum  "  was  answered  by  "  the  twins,"  Harral,  of 
Tulane,  and  Gillespie,  of  Toronto,  there  was  a  burst  of  applause, 
and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Convention  never  abated  until  the  Mystic 
Circle  closed  the  final  banquet. 

The  report  of  the  Council  was  taken  up,  and  Brother  Warren 
the  Editor  of  the  "  Song  Book,"  reported  that  that  much-needed  work 
would  be  completed  and  ready  for  delivery  in  January.  He  also 
announced  that  the  prizes  in  the  Song  Competition  had  been 
awarded  as  follows:  ist,  "We  Sing  of  J  A  fi,"  to  William  Gray 
Harris,  of  Gamma  Phi ;  2d,  "  Sons  oi  A  K  £,"  to  W.  A.  R.  Kerr,  of 
Alpha  Phi ;  3d,  "  El  Capitan  Marching  Song,"  to  Arthur  H.  Nason, 
of  Theta.  After  this  report  a  recess  was  taken  for  luncheon,  and 
Brother  Harris  and  the  boys  of  Gamma  Phi  gave  the  delegates  the 
first  prize  song,  which  aroused  great  enthusiasm.  It  is  a  song  that 
almost  sings  itself,  and  will  undoubtedly  become  very  popular 
throughout  the  Fraternity  as  soon  as  the  new  "  Song  Book  '*  appears, 
as  will  also  the  second  prize  song,  "  Sons  of  A  K  £,"  which  is 
arranged  to  the  air, "  Soldiers  of  the  Queen,"  and  has  the  true  military 
swing.  The  El  Capitan  song  has  already  made  itself  a  favorite  with 
every  chapter,  and  the  three  are  welcome  additions  to  our  already 
fine  collection. 
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Immediately  after  adjournment,  the  Convention  photograph  was 
taken  on  the  steps  of  the  City  Hall,  much  to  the  amusement  of  the 
ubiquitous  small  boy,  who  manifested  the  usual  laudable  ambition 
to  have  a  place  in  that  picture,  or  else  spoil  the  plate.  The  police 
force  of  Springfield  was  in  attendance,  however,  and  he  formed  a 
hollow  square ;  by  herculean  efforts  of  lungs  and  club,  he  managed 
to  keep  the  small  boy  at  a  safe  distance  long  enough  for  the  photog- 
rapher to  press  the  button.  As  soon  as  this  was  accomplished,  the 
delegates  again  startled  the  town  by  marching  back  to  the  hotel  in 
lock  step,  singing  the  marching  songs.  The  faces  of  all  whom  they 
met  wore  a  puzzled  expression,  as  if  in  wonder  whether  it  was  a 
holiday  at  some  lunatic  asylum,  or  these  were  members  of  a  grand 
opera  chorus  giving  a  street  parade. 

The  business  of  the  afternoon  session  was  the  consideration  of 
the  application  for  a  charter  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Council  presented  a  very  exhaustive  report  of  its  investiga- 
tions, giving  many  details  of  the  recent  remarkable  progress  of  the 
University,  and  of  its  prospects  for  growth  in  the  future.  Numer- 
ous petitions  and  letters  from  A  K  E  alumni  were  presented  (includ- 
ing letters  from  William  Boyd  Jacobs,  our  sole  surviving  founder, 
Dr.  John  Bach  McMaster,  Governor  Roosevelt  and  many  others), 
strongly  endorsing  the  movement,  and  urging  the  granting  of  the 
charter.  After  a  thorough  discussion,  the  privileges  of  the  floor 
were  extended  to  the  delegates  from  Philadelphia  who  were  in 
attendance,  aud  Mr.  Conway  and  Mr.  Upson  presented  their  argu- 
ments from  the  standpoint  of  the  applicants.  Evidently  the  impres- 
sion which  they  made  was  a  good  one,  for  when  the  matter  came 
to  a  vote  toward  the  close  of  the  session,  the  charter  was  granted 
by  a  vote  which  could  not  have  been  more  flattering.  From  that 
time,  the  Philadelphia  men  were  in  great  demand,  and  were  in 
attendance  at  both  the  smoker  and  the  banquet ;  so  that  before  they 
returned  home,  their  acquaintance  among  th  e  J /T  £  chapters  was 
very  extended. 

A  theater  party  had  been  upon  the  programme  for  the  evening, 
but  evidently  the  walking  on  the  railroad  was  poor,  for  the 
"  attraction  "  failed  to  materialize,  and  an  impromptu  smoker  at  the 
Hotel  Worthy  was  substituted.  No  one  regretted  the  change 
(except,  perhaps,  the  other  guests  of  the  hotel,  who  could  hardly  be 
expected  to  appreciate  the  humor  of  the  college  yells  after  nine 
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o'clock,  the  usual  New  England  '*  bed-time  ")  ;  there  was  no  inter- 
ruption to  the  festivities,  and  there  were  many  old  boys  who 
delighted  to  follow  Smith  of  Rho  in  the  mazes  of  the  walk  around, 
or  listen  to  the  merry  prattle  of  "  the  twins,"  who,  for  yearlings, 
seemed  very  promising.  But  who  could  expect  otherwise,  when 
Doc.  Mitchell  was  in  attendance  at  their  first  appearance? 

On  the  morning  of  the  second  day.  Brother  John  B.  Ekeley,  of 
the  Council,  presented  a  report  upon  the  new  catalogue.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  upon  this  work  during  the  past  year,  so 
that  the  manuscript  of  about  three-fourths  of  the  chapter  rolls  is 
practically  ready  for  the  printer.  Brother  Ekeley  announced  that 
it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Council  to  produce  the  work  during  the 
coming  year ;  that  it  would  not  attempt  so  ambitious  a  work  as  the 
last  catalogue,  but  would  produce  a  book  containing  the  name, 
occupation,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  correct  address  of  every 
A  K  E^  together  with  a  table  of  geographical  distribution,  and  a 
general  index.  While  this,  of  course,  would  not  be  so  useful  or  so 
interesting  as  the  former  edition,  the  great  expense  and  the  enor- 
mous amount  of  labor  required  to  produce  a  catalogue  containing 
such  a  large  amount  of  biographical  information  as  the  former  edi- 
tion, precluded  the  Courfcil  from  attempting  for  this  edition  any- 
thing more  than  was  absolutely  necessary.  The  new  catalogue  will 
be  a  most  useful  work,  containing  sufficient  information  for  cata- 
logue purposes,  and  at  a  price  which  will  enable  all  to  procure  it. 
Many  details  of  the  work  were  explained.  The  Convention  was 
much  gratified  at  the  progress  already  made. 

After  the  discussion  of  the  Council's  report  was  completed,  the 
subject  of  chapter  houses  and  chapter  homes  was  taken  up.  Pro» 
fessor  Brainerd  Kellogg,  of  Brooklyn,  who  was  attending  the  Con- 
vention,  was  invited  to  speak,  and  gave  a  talk  on  the  small  chapters, 
which,  in  the  most  eloquent  language,  set  forth  facts  in  their  history 
which  were  unknown  to  many.  Taking  his  own  chapter.  Alpha 
Alpha,  as  an  example,  he  showed  the  wonderful  results  which  that 
chapter,  in  a  small  and  remote  college,  had  achieved.  While  the 
number  of  its  members  at  any  one  time  was  always  small,  the  pro- 
portion of  men  of  prominence  it  had  produced,  and  the  impress 
which  they  had  made  upon  the  national  life,  were  astonishing.  He 
enumerated  some  of  the  graduates  from  that  chapter  whose  names 
have  become  almost  household  words,  and  told  of  many  others 
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whose  great  achievements  were  known  only  to  those  who  make  it 
their  business  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  leading  thinkers  of  the 
nation.  He  urged  the  delegates  to  respect  the  small  chapters  and 
the  small  colleges,  and  not  to  be  led  to  believe  that  all  the  learning 
was  centered  in,  and  all  the  great  men  came  from,  those  larger  insti- 
tutions, which,  because  of  their  large  endowments  and  their  great 
student  body,  were  enabled  to  attract  so  much  more  attention  from 
the  public.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  true  progress  of  the 
Fraternity  demands  the  encouragement  to  a  healthy  and  symmetri- 
cal development  of  each  chapter,  and  its  earnest  and  hearty  support 
in  the  small  colleges  as  well  as  in  the  great  universities.  Professor 
Kellogg's  remarks  were  listened  to  with  the  closest  attention,  and 
his  eloquence  carried  conviction  to  all. 

At  the  close  of  his  speech  the  usual  noon  recess  was  taken. 
Trolleys  were  waiting  to  take  the  delegates  to  the  Country  Club. 
A  pleasant  ride  through  the  streets  of  Springfield  brought  them  to 
the  foot  of  a  hill,  as  they  call  it,  but  which  to  many  of  the  boys 
looked  like  a  young  mountain.  Perched  on  the  top  of  it  could  be 
dimly  discerned  a  Swiss  chlllet,  of  the  Queen  Anne  style  of  archi- 
tecture crossed  with  early  Egyptian,  and  toned  down  by  the  more 
subdued  style  of  the  cliff-dwellers.  A  sad  sigh  welled  up  from  the 
breasts  of  the  delegates,  as  they  gazed  aloft  at  its  almost  inaccessible 
heights,  and  went  reverberating  through  the  dark  cafions,  leaping 
from  precipice  to  precipice,  slipping  upon  glaciers,  but  quickly  re- 
gaining its  feet  and  rushing  on  and  on,  with  accelerated  speed,  until 
it  was  lost  behind  Mt.  Tom.  At  this  crisis  when  hope  seemed 
almost  lost,  the  brave  Webster  (valiant  representative  of  a  most 
glorious  race)  stepped  boldly  forward,  "  with  a  gesture  of  command, 
waved  his  hand,"  and  said,  "  Come  on,  me  brave  lads !  Did  not  our 
Teddy,  single  handed,  with  his  gun  in  one  hand,  his  sword  in  the 
other,  and  aa  American  flag  in  his  teeth,  boldly  swarm  up  the  hill 
of  San  Juan,  and  capture  it  from  the  whole  Spanish  army?  And 
shall  we,  his  brethren,  quail  at  a  task  like  this  ?  Not  on  yer  life ! 
Besides,  didn't  the  committee  say  there  was  a  feed  at  the  top  ?'* 

Inspired  by  his  courage,  with  one  wild  yell,  all  charged  up  the 
frightsome  ascent.  A  scaling  party  led  by  the  intrepid  Sawtelle, 
who  feared  no  danger  with  such  an  object  in  view,  led  the  van. 
After  him,  in  open  order,  came  Smith  of  Rho.  Then  neck  and  neck 
came  Shaw  of  Phi  Epsilon,  and  Henry  of  Mu.    The  first  Michigan, 
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with  Freund  in  command,  and  the  Michigan  light  artillery,  led  by 
Wetmore,  were  on  the  left.  The  Horse  Marines,  led  by  Spitzka 
and  Newman,  supported  them,  while  the  heavy  artillery,  under 
command  of  Simpson  and  Doc.  Mitchell,  protected  the  rear.  Noth- 
ing could  stay  the  progress  of  this  embattled  host.  They  swept 
everything  before  them,  and  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  write  the 
story,  only  the  bare  tables  and  the  empty  coflfee  urns  were  left  to 
tell  the  tale  of  former  riches.  But  like  Otis  in  the  Philippines,  they 
had  no  troops  to  garrison  the  stronghold  thus  heroically  won.  So 
they  feasted  their  eyes  upon  the  beautiful  landscape  spread  out 
before  them,  filled  their  lungs  with  the  rarefied  air  of  the  mountain, 
and  returned  to  the  prosaic  trolley  car  which  bore  them  back  to 
their  hotel.  But  in  all  seriousness,  the  ride  to  the  Country  Club 
was  most  agreeable,  the  view  from  the  hill  top  unusually  beautiful, 
and  the  luncheon  at  the  Club  all  that  could  be  desired,  making  a 
very  acceptable  break  in  the  routine  of  convention  work  ;  for  A  K  E 
conventions  are  emphatically  business  affairs. 

In  the  afternoon  the  work  of  the  Convention  was  completed, 
reports  were  received  from  the  various  chapters,  several  matters  of 
considerable  importance  to  the  Fraternity  were  satisfactorily  settled, 
which,  being  connected  with  its  internal  management,  cannot  be 
discussed  here,  and  various  matters  of  Fraternity  policy  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Council  to  investigate  and  report  upon  at  the  next 
Convention.  After  a  spirited  contest  it  was  decided  to  hold  the 
next  Convention  with  the  Upsilon  chapter  at  Brown  University, 
Providence,  R.  I.  As  next  year  will  be  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  that  chapter,  it  proposes  to  celebrate  that  event  at 
the  time  of  the  Convention,  and  promises  an  usually  interesting 
programme.  Urgent  invitations  for  the  Convention  were  presented 
by  the  Mu  Chapter,  and  by  the  Washington  Alumni  Association 
through  its  Secretary,  Brother  George  R.  Wales,  but  the  fiftieth, 
anniversary  of  Upsilon  carried  the  day.  After  a  satisfactory  disposi- 
tion of  all  unfinished  business,  the  Convention  adjourned,  having 
made  an  excellent  record  in  the  amount  and  importance  of  the  busi- 
ness completed,  and  in  the  expeditious  manner  in  which  it  was  trans- 
acted. The  vote  of  thanks  to  its  oflBcers  at  the  close  was  of  more 
than  usual  meaning  on  this  occasion.  The  President,  the  Secretaries 
and  the  Sergeant  at- Arms  were  each  most  efficient. 

Then  came  the  banquet  at  the  Russell  House.  There  the  decora- 
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lions  first  attracted  the  attention.  The  walls  were  beautifully  draped 
with  bunting  in  the  Fraternity  colors.  The  tables  were  bowers  of 
flowers.  The  menus  were  unique,  and  very  beautiful.  When  the 
tables  were  filled  by  the  hundred  and  twenty-five  delegates  and  the 
alumni,  the  sight  was  a  most  impressive  one.  And  then  the  music ! 
Oh,  you  should  have  heard  the  music !  At  least  that  was  what  the 
Committee  hired  it  for,  but  the  boys  didn't  seem  to  want  it  that  way- 
As  soon  as  it  commenced  the  familiar  Deke  songs,  each  individual 
delegate  deemed  it  his  especial  duty,  aided  by  lungs  and  muscles, 
with  the  assistance  of  forks,  glasses  and  tables,  to  show  that  orchestra 
that  it  had  met  its  match.  It  struggled  manfully  against  fearful 
odds;  time  after  time  it  renewed  the  attack,  only  to  be  driven  back 
in  confusion.  At  last  it  struck  its  colors,  though  the  kettle  drums 
growled  defiance  to  the  last. 

Among  all  the  valorous  contestants  for  the  glory  of  this  defeat,  it 
were  indeed  invidious  to  single  out  any  to  whom  to  award  the  palm, 
or  the  cake,  or  any  other  trophies  of  victory.  Yet  we  may  in  one  or 
two  instances  select  those  whose  deeds  of  valor  were  deserving 
of  the  highest  encomiums.  And  one—palmam  qui  meruit  ferat— 
Redington !  Let  the  name  be  handed  down  to  posterity !  He  it 
was  whose  towering  head,  like  the  white  plume  of  Navarre  (only 
this  one  was  black),  could  be  seen  at  the  head  of  every  walk-around. 
His  voice  could  be  heard  leading  every  yell.  "  Which  Redington?" 
says  somebody.  I  do  not  know.  Rumor  has  it  that  there  were  two 
of  him.  No  wonder.  Rumor  says  also,  that  when  Whitnall  (or  was 
it  Smith  of  Rho?)  found  himself  unable  to  compete  with  the  cham- 
pion in  vocalization,  he  proudly  drew  himself  up  to  his  full  height 
of  5  feet  4,  and  looking  the  champion  firmly  in  the  eye,  (which 
champion  he  doesn't  yet  know),  he  fiercely  exclaimed,  **  Well,  I 
don't  care  if  I  can't  yell  as  loud  as  you  can.  I  ain't  a  twin,  and  I  can 
tell  myself  apart." 

But  to  return  to  "  our  muttons.  "  The  dinner  was  excellent,  and 
well  served.  To  be  sure  the  service  was  somewhat  interrupted  by 
the  frequent  recurrence  of  the  grand  walk  around,  the  cake  walk, 
and  the  ghost  dances,  which  filled  the  intervals  between  the  courses. 
These  excited  much  amusement  and  applause  from  the  head  table  at 
which  were  seated  the  Toastmaster,  Hon.  Arthur  B.  Chapin  (Sigma, 
*9i).  Mayor  of  Holyoke,  the  speakers,  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  other  "  venerable  fossils"  who  seemed  eager  to  join  in  the  festivi- 
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ties  of  the  delegates,  but  succeeded,  for  the  most  part,  in  restraining 
themselves.  It  was  noticed,  however,  that  as  the  time  for  cofiFee  and 
cigars  approached  the  Toastmaster  began  to  grow  a  little  pale,  as 
though  he  anticipated  a  struggle  for  the  possession  of  his  title.  But 
like  a  good  soldier,  he  would  not  retreat  under  fire.  He  rapped 
boldly  for  order,  but  the  boys  evidently  thought  it  was  the  signal 
for  renewing  the  accompaniment  to  the  music,  and  with  one  accord 
they  joined  in  the  rappings,  singing  lustily,  meantime,  the  well- 
known  ^'  Slap,  bang  "  song,  and  interspersing  from  time  to  time  the 
yells  of  the  various  colleges  which  were  represented. 

At  last,  when  they  had  nearly  reached  the  stage  of  exhaustion,  the 
Toastmaster  succeeded  in  making  himself  heard.  "  Brothers,"  said  he, 
"  let  me  congratulate  you  upon  the  record  of  the  Convention  which 
has  just  adjourned.  It  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
the  Fraternity,  and  its  influence  will  be  felt  for  years  to  come.  The 
work  which  you  have  accomplished  is  of  a  character  which  will 
tend  in  every  way  to  strengthen  and  unify  the  Fraternity.  I  want 
to  tell  you  how  pleased  the  alumni  are  at  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  granting  a  charter  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  We 
all  recognize  the  fact  that  that  institution  is  one  of  the  strongest  in 
the  land,  and  we  know  that  wherever  one  of  our  chapters  has  been 
established  in  a  strong  institution,  it  has  forthwith  taken  a  leading 
position  among  the  fraternities  there.  It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that 
our  Phi  at  Yale,  our  Omicron  at  Michigan,  our  Delta  Delta  at 
Chicago,  our  Gamma  Beta  at  Columbia  and  our  Delta  Chi  at  Cornell 
are  leading  chapters  in  our  leading  colleges.  I  predict  that  the  new 
chapter  at  Pennsylvania  will  keep  up  the  traditions  of  the  Fraternity, 
and  will  be  one  of  our  strongest  and  best  loved  chapters."  (Here 
shouts  for  the  new  chapter  drowned  the  voice  of  the  speaker,  while 
the  Pennsylvania  delegates  were  bombarded  with  roses  and  chrys- 
anthemums until  they  were  almost  buried.)  ''  I  congratulate  you, 
too,  upon  the  ever-increasing  strength,  stability  and  conservatism  of 
the  Fraternity;  upon  the  new  men  who  are  continually  forging  to  the 
front,  and  making  their  influence  felt  throughout  the  land.  It  makes 
me  daily  prouder  and  more  thankful  that  I  am  a  J  K  E,  and  that 
my  father  taught  me  *  that  the  alphabet  begins  with  A  K  £.'"  (The 
cheering  was  renewed,  and  the  verse  of  the  "  Marching  Song  "  al- 
luded to  was  sung  with  great  vigor,  after  which  some  more  yells  were 
g^ven.  After  quiet  was  partially  restored,  the  Toastmaster  continued.) 
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''  This  last  demonstration,  brothers,  calls  to  my  mind  the  story 
told  about  one  of  our  brethren  in  Epsilon.  He  was  not  a  brother 
then,  but  he  was  trying  an  entrance  examination  before  one  of  the 
Professors  who  was  noted  for  helping  the  boys  gently  over  hard 
places,  when  examining  them.  This  applicant  had  not  developed 
much  strength  in  the  rush  line,  but  his  interference  was  good,  and  so 
the  Professor  thought  he  would  try  to  find  a  question  on  American 
History  that  he  could  answer.  *  What  tribe  of  Indians  is  it, '  said  the 
examiner,  *  who  are  noted  for  their  fierceness  and  treachery,  who 
have  given  the  authorities  over  them  so  much  trouble,  and  who  are 
especially  noted  for  the  skill  with  which  they  manage  their  ponies?' 
*  Oh,  I  know.  Professor,'  said  the  candidate,  *  It's  the  Psi  U's.*  It  is 
needless  to  say  he  was  passed  at  once."  (Loud  applause  from  the 
chorus,  which  rendered  the  popular  song  "  Then  Again  We'll 
Sing."  etc.) 

"  But  you  didn't  come  here  to  hear  me  talk.  There  are  others 
here  to  charm  you  with  their  wit  and  eloquence.  I  must  ask  your 
indulgence  in  some  changes  in  the  programme  which  must  neces- 
sarily be  made.  I  shall  call  upon  the  Hon.  John  D.  Henderson, 
Tau,  '68,  to  respond  to  a  toast,  somewhat  out  of  the  regular  order 
as  he  is  obliged  to  leave  on  an  early  train." 

Mr.  Henderson  said  in  part :  **  Mr.  Toastmaster  and  Brothers : 
When  I  found  that  I  could  attend  the  53d  Convention,  1  did  not 
expect  to  be  called  upon  to  respond  to  a  toast.  But  I  did  feel  that 
I  wanted  to  get  back  among  the  boys  again,  and  see  how  much  of 
a  change  there  had  been  in  J  K  E  since  my  class  went  out  from 
college  more  than  thirty  years  ago.  I  though  I  should  feel  some- 
what out  of  place,  but  I  didn't.  I  enjoyed  the  smoker  the  first 
night  of  the  Convention.  My  thoughts  to-night  are  carried  back 
to  those  former  days.  I  see  many  changes.  I  am  pleased  at  the 
numerous  evidences  of  growth  and  prosperity ;  but  with  all  the 
changes,  the  advance,  the  expansion,  I  find  the  boys  are  just  the 
same  in  spirit,  just  the  same  jolly  good  fellows  that  they  were  when 
I  was  in  old  Tau.  I  brought  my  little  son  along  to  show  him  what 
kind  of  a  fraternity  he  was  going  into,  when  he  gets  old  enough  to 
go  to  Hamilton  College.  I  believe  in  carrying  out  that  sentiment 
of  our  old  song,  and  am  going  to  train  up  my  boy  for  J  K  E. 

"  How  we  used  to  admire  and  respect  the  Phi -Chapter  in  those 
days.    Then  her  influence  was  decisive.     She  granted  the  charters, 
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and  instituted  the  chapters.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  all  the  old  love 
and  respect  is  accorded  to  her  still,  though  as  her  daughters  have 
come  to  maturity  she  has  voluntarily  surrendered  to  them  many 
of  the  powers  she  then  had.  What  a  record  that  old  chapter  has 
made,  and  what  a  record  she  is  making  still !  Always  a  shining 
example  of  loyalty  and  self-sacrihce,  she  has  given  her  best  to  the 
Fraternity.  And  proud  she  may  well  be  of  her  daughters.  They 
are  right  worthy  of  the  mother  who  produced  them.  May  they 
pattern  after  her  in  devotion  to  A  K  E^  and  may  their  only  rivalry 
be  in  their  love  for  dear  old  Mother  Phi,  their  loyalty  to  the  Fra- 
ternity and  their  efforts  to  advance  its  interests  and  to  increase  the 
glory  of  its  name." 

At  this  point  2l  A  K  E  song  was  called  for,  and  "  When  We  Went 
to  College,"  was  gfiven  with  great  vigor;  Redington  with  the 
high  collar  tried  to  drown  the  shouts  of  Redington  with  the  low 
collar,  but  without  avail.  It  was  noticed  that  the  walls  were  begin- 
ning to  bulge  out  with  the  volume  of  sound,  so  the  Toastmaster 
g^ently,  but  firmly,  called  them  back  to  the  order  of  the  day,  and 
called  upon  the  President  of  the  Convention,  C.  G.  McDavitt,  of 
Pi,  to  respond  to  the  toast  "  J  /T  E"  Brother  McDavitt  said  in 
substance : 

"  The  President  of  a  recent  Convention  confessed  to  me  to  night 
that  as  soon  as  his  duties  as  presiding  officer  had  ended,  he  betook 
himself  to  his  couch,  hoping  that  in  the  cave  of  Somnus  he  might 
receive  an  inspiration  for  the  response  of  the  evening.  1  heard  the 
result,  and  a  standard  was  set  for  future  presidents  to  emulate. 

''The  business  of  this  afternoon  was  so  voluminous  and  its 
adjournment  so  recent  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  live  up  to  this 
admirably  established  precedent,  and  1  respond  to  the  toast  called 
for  without  the  inspiration  of  lofty  thought.  What  I  say,  there- 
fore, will  be  brief,  but  I  assure  you — Krfpodev. 

"  It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  now  attended  three  suc- 
cessive A  K  E  Conventions,  and  each  time  the  impressive  feature  to 
me  is  the  loyalty  of  our  alumni,  such  loyalty  as  we  have  witnessed 
within  the  past  few  days.  It  is  the  lesson  which  1  have  brought 
to  my  chapter  from  the  last  two  conventions,  and  it  is  the  lesson 
which  I  shall  return  with  from  this.  A  delegate,  it  seems  to  me, 
fails  if  he  does  not  carry  to  his  chapter  some  practical  lesson,  and 
an  enthusiasm  which  should  instil  every  undergraduate  Deke  with 
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an  activity  in  the  work  of  his  Fraternity, which  should  indeed  make 
a  loyal  alumnus.  Here  at  this  table  are  such  men — men  who,  year 
after  year,  devote  their  time  and  energy  to  A  K  E  and  make  her 
what  she  is.  Besides  an  affection  for  his  own  chapter,  it  is  such 
loyalty  that  has  brought  Brother  Kellogg  to  this  convention. 

"  The  Fifty-third  Convention  has  accomplished  two  things  for 
which  it  will  be  long  remembered.  First,  in  establishing  a  chapter 
at  the  University  ot  Pennsylvania,  and  thus  adding  another  star  to 
the  constellation  ol  A  K  E,  we  have  been  privileged  to  do  that 
which  the  recognized  conservatism  of  our  Fraternity  may  not  per- 
mit another  convention  to  do  lor  years.  And  if,  as  Brother  Wood 
has  said,  the  representatives  from  Pennsylvania  are  fair  samples  of 
the  others,  then  we  may  be  conscious  of  having  done  well. 

''  The  second  matter  to  which  I  refer  is  one  that  many  of  us 
approached  with  no  little  timidity.  We  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  a  matter  so  delicate  in  its  nature  was  closed  with  such  a  per- 
fect understanding,  and  that  to-night  we  are  a  brotherhood  of  ten 
thousand — more  united,  more  loyal,  and  filled  with  more  respect 
for  our  Fraternity  than  ever  before. 

**  With  such  sentiments  in  our  hearts  then  would  I  propose  a 
toast  to  the  leading  college  Fraternity — Delta  Kappa  Epsilon — may 
she  live  long  and  prosper." 

In  the  absence  of  Brother  Walter  G.  Spellman  of  Phi,  who  was 
to  have  responded  for  "The  Mother  Chapter,"  the  Toastmaster  called 
upon  Brother  Mase  S.  Southworth  (Phi),  of  Springfield,  who  said : 

**  Every  Phi  man,  Mr.  Toastmaster,  is  proud  of  the  fact  that 
A  K  E  was  founded  at  Yale,  and  that  he  is  a  member  of  that  grand 
old  Fraternity.  I  remember  when,  at  a  convention  before  the 
Council  was  organized,  Phi  surrendered  the  veto  power  over  the 
acts  of  the  Fraternity,  which  she  had  held  for  many  years  after  the 
Convention  had  been  recognized  as  the  legislative  body  of  the  Fra- 
ternity. We  felt  that  A  K  E  had  grown  too  large  and  too  import- 
ant for  any  one  chapter  to  retain  so  great  power,  and  we  gladly 
surrendered  it  to  the  whole  Fraternity.  We  have  never  repented 
of  that  action ;  we  feel  that  Phi  has  retained  the  love  and  respect  of 
every  one  of  the  chapters.  Nor  has  she  ever  faltered  in  her  loyalty 
to  A  K  E.  §he  has  been  called  upon  to  bear  some  pretty  heavy  bur- 
dens in  connection  with  the  publication  of  the  Catalogue  and  other 
matters,  and  she  has  done  her  best. 
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"  The  Toastmaster  has  spoken  very  kindly  about  the  assistance  I 
have  beer;  able  to  render  in  a  small  way,  in  the  entertainment  of  the 
Convention.  I  assure  you  that  I  am  proud  to  have  contributed 
anything  to  the  entertainment  of  such  a  fine  body  of  men,  and  I  am 
only  sorry  that  circumstances  prevented  our  doing  more  for  you." 

The  next  toast  was  •*  The  Host,"  to  which  the  response  was 
given  by  Professor  William  L.  Cowles  (Sigma),  of  Amherst  College. 
He  spoke  briefly  of  the  pleasure  it  had  been  to  both  the  alumni  and 
the  undergraduates  of  Sigma  to  entertain  a  national  convention  of 
d  K  E^  and  said  that  it  was  especially  gratifying  that  this  Conven- 
tion contained  representatives  of  so  many  chapters,  the  largest  num-r 
her  being  here  represented  in  the  history  of  the  Fraternity.  He 
contrasted  the  early  days  of  the  Fraternity,  when  it  had  to  struggle 
against  the  most  determined  opposition  of  faculties  and  trustees  in 
so  many  colleges,  with  its  present  position  under  existing  condi- 
tions. Now  there  is  no  official  opposition  to  fraternities  in  any  great 
college,  except  Princeton,  and  even  there  the  so-called  clubs,  that 
are  practically  local  secret  societies,  thrive.  Everywhere  else  the 
Greek  fraternities  flourish.  In  many  cases  the  faculties  invite  the 
establishment  of  strong  fraternities  like  A  K  E^  and  welcome  them  as 
important  factors  in  the  growth  and  popularity  of  the  college.  The 
building  of  chapter-houses  has  increased  the  stability  and  influence 
of  the  fraternities,  and  has  made  them  valuable  allies  of  the  Faculty 
in  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  personal  conduct,  while  fraternity 
rivalry  for  college  honors  has  raised  the  general  avei^age  of  scholar- 
ship. He  also  spoke  warmly  of  the  pride  the  parent  chapter  felt  in 
the  Fraternity,  of  her  unselfish  conduct  in  surrendering  her  preroga- 
tives to  the  Council  when  it  was  established,  and  of  her  loyal  sup- 
port of  all  fraternity  enterprises. 

In  the  absence  of  the  next  regular  speaker  on  the  list,  Walter  C. 
Robinson  of  Sigma,  the  Toastmaster  impressed  Professor  Brainerd 
Kellogg  of  Alpha  Alpha,  whose  eloquence  had  so  moved  the  Con- 
vention, to  speak  once  more.  Professor  Kellogg  congratulated  the 
delegates  upon  the  spirit  of  harmony  manifested  throughout  the 
Convention.  It  was  the  first  convention  he  had  attended  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Council,  and  he  was  much  gratified  to  see  how 
well  the  Fraternity  was  organized,  and  with  what  ease  and  dispatch 
the  varied  and  important  business  was  disposed  of  by  the  aid  of  pre- 
vious investigation  and  organization  by  the  Council.     He  thought 
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that  the  influence  and  work  of  the  Council  had  been  very  beneficial 
to  the  Fraternity,  and  hoped  that  it  would  continue  to  act  in  the 
same  conservative  manner.  He  believed  that  the  Fraternity  was 
stronger,  more  united,  and  more  prosperous  and  flourishing  than 
ever  before.  He  complimented  the  delegates  for  the  ability  shown 
in  debate  in  the  Convention,  as  well  as  the  knowledge  of  parliament- 
ary usage.  The  importance  of  training  in  these  matters  in  the 
chapter  meetings  could  not  be  too  much  emphasized.  Of  utmost 
importance  also  was  training  in  the  exact  and  accurate  use  of  the 
English  language.  Slipshod  language  is  unfortunately  very  preva- 
lent, and  nothing  more  readily  indicates  the  cultured  man  than  his 
careful  use  of  words  to  express  his  thoughts,  not  alone  in  the  use  of 
sentences  which  are  grammatically  correct,  but  also  in  the  choice  of 
words  which  exactly  express  his  ideas.  He  urged  that  the  greatest 
attention  be  given  to  the  cultivation  of  a  correct  use  of  the  mother 
tongue.  In  conclusion  he  thanked  the  delegates  for  the  fraternal 
welcome  they  had  extended  to  him  as  a  representative  of  the 
old  boys. 

The  last  speaker  of  the  evening  was  the  President  of  the  Council, 
Frank  S.  Williams,  of  Nu  and  Alpha,  who  responded  for  "The 
Council."    After  a  brief  reference  to  the  Toastmaster's  introduction 
he  said:     "It  is  something  of  a  coincidence  that  it  is  just  twenty 
years  ago  that  this  toast  was  flrst  proposed  at  the  banquet  following 
the  Convention  held  at  Dartmouth  in  1879;  ^^^t  after  twenty  years 
of  the  work  of  the  Council,  it  is  at  a  convention  presided  over  by  a 
Dartmouth  man  that  I,  who  had  the  honor  of  responding  to  that  flrst 
toast,  am  now  called  upon  to  review  the  work  which  has   been 
accomplished  under  the  guidance  of  the  Council,  the  plan  for  the 
organization  of  which  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  Dartmouth 
Convention.    I  can  enter  into  no  detailed  review  of  the  work  which 
has  been  accomplished,  nor  can  I  speak  at  length  of  the  men  to 
whose  efforts  is  due  the  success  of  that  work.     But  you  all  know 
what  an  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  such  men  as  Richards 
and  Pavey  of  Yale,  Beckett  of  Dartmouth,  Warner  of  Cornell,  Roe 
and  Simpson  of  Lafayette,  Fisher  of  Rochester,  Brockway  of  Ham- 
ilton, Rice  of  Columbia,  Plimpton  of  Amherst,  Safford  of  Williams, 
and  Ekeley  of  Colgate. 

"  The  work  which  has  been  accomplished  under  their  direction 
is  of  peculiar  importance  to  the  Fraternity.    The  A  K  E  Quarterly 
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has  been  established  and  its  publication  continued  for  more  than 
fifteen  years — a  publication  which  holds  the  foremost  position  among 
Greek  periodicals.  A  catalogue  has  been  published,  which,  in 
wealth  of  detail  and  accuracy  of  information,  has  yet  to  be  equalled 
by  a  fraternity  catalogue,  while  another  is  nearly  ready  for  publica- 
tion. The  alumni  all  over  the  United  States  have  been  thoroughly 
organized,  the  building  of  chapter- houses  has  been  encouraged  and 
wisely  directed,  a  complete  system  of  chapter  heraldry  has  been 
devised  and  adopted,  while  the  work  of  the  conventions  has  been  so 
planned  and  systematized  that,  while  the  actual  work  accomplished 
has  been  greatly  increased,  the  time  required  has  been  shortened 
from  three  days  to  two. 

"  The  policy  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  Fraternity  extension  has 
been  wisely  conservative,  but  at  the  same  time  progressive.  The 
revival  of  inactive  chapters  has  been  encouraged,  and  several  of 
these,  especially  in  the  South,  have  been  restored  to  more  than  their 
former  strength  and  vigor.  When  applications  for  charters  for  new 
chapters  have  been  received,  they  have  been  carefully  investigated, 
but  only  in  institutions  of  the  best  class  have  they  received  favora- 
ble reports.  Not  a  year  has  passed  when  the  Council  has  not  had 
numerous  applications  to  consider,  but  the  most  of  them  have  been 
quietly  dismissed.  More  than  once  has  it  been  proposed  to  us  to 
take  in  some  local  organization  with  its  alumni,  but  such  proposi- 
tions have  met  with  no  favor  from  us— a  striking  contrast  to  the 
policy  of  some  of  our  principal  rivals.  They  remind  me  of  the  story 
of  two  colored  brethren,  who  met  on  the  street  one  dark  night.  One 
of  them  had  a  bag  of  chickens  on  his  shoulder.  '  Hello,  Sambo,' 
said  the  other,  '  Whar  did  yo  git  dem  chickens  ?  *  *  Whah,  raised 
'cm,  ob  co's,'  said  Sambo.  *  Oh,  yaas,  ob  co's,*  was  the  reply,  *  but 
did  yo  raise  'em  f *om  de  aig  or  fom  de  coop  ? '  A  K  E  raises  her 
chapters  *  fom  de  aig.' 

"  I  want  to  congratulate  the  Fraternity  upon  its  invasion  of  Can- 
ada and  the  capture  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  also  on  the 
decision  of  this  Convention  to  grant  a  charter  to  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  I  believe  that  we  shall  never  regret  either  action. 
For  the  Council  1  wish  to  say  that  we  shall  always  strive  to  pro- 
mote the  best  interests  of  the  Fraternity.  I  trust  that  we  may  always 
succeed,  and  that  J  K  E  may  ever  retain  and  deserve  the  position 
she  now  holds  as  the  leading  Greek  letter  fraternity." 
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The  banquet  closed  with  the  Mystic  Circle,  after  the  ^^profanum 
vulgus  "  had  been  excluded,  but  the  delegates  were  too  busy  watch- 
ing the  gambols  of  **the  twins,"  who  were  typifying  the  brother- 
hood of  the  palra  and  the  pine,  to  retire  now.  The  other  twins  were 
also  still  in  evidence,  and  many  were  the  last  farewells  that  had  to  be 
said  before  morning,  for  some  of  the  delegates  were  to  leave  for 
home  by  the  early  trains.  At  last,  however,  sleep  settled  down  over 
all  who  remained,  and  it  was  not  until  late  Saturday  morning  that 
they  again  appeared.  But  now  the  party  divided.  A  large  portion 
went  on  to  Boston  to  witness  the  great  Yale- Harvard  football  game« 
while  the  rest  took  a  special  train  for  Amherst,  to  see  a  game  there 
between  the  Amherst  and  Wesleyan  elevens.  The  delegates  were 
royally  entertained  in  Sigma*s  beautiful  chapter-house,  where  a  fine 
luncheon  was  served,  and  in  the  evening  the  young  ladies  of 
Plymouth  Hall  of  Smith  College  gave  them  a  reception.  This  was 
a  most  enjoyable  function,  so  much  so  that  two  staid  and  venerable 
members  of  the  Council  are  said  to  have  yielded  to  the  charm,  and 
passed  themselves  off  to  their  hostesses  as  young  and  giddy  under- 
graduates. It  IS  rumored,  also,  that  they  played  their  parts  so  well 
that  no  one  even  suspected  the  deception. 

Thus  pleasantly  ended  the  Convention,  which,  from  the  impor- 
tance of  the  business  transacted,  the  final  and  satisfactory  settlement 
of  several  questions  of  great  importance  to  the  Fraternity,  and  the 
feeling  of  good-fellowship  everywhere  apparent,  will  certainly 
leave  its  imprint  upon  the  Fraternity  for  years  to  come.

AN  HONOR  FOR  MARK  H.  BUNNELL. 


The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  Hon,  Mark 
H.  Dunneli,  Xi,  '49,  by  Colby  University,  at  its  last  Commence- 
menL  Mr.  Dunnell  was  initiated  into  the  Fraternity  shortly  after 
its  birth,  and  is  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  best  known 
members.  The  following  is  clipped  from  the  Owatonna,  Minn., 
Chronicle : 

Owatonna's  £x-Congris8Man  Receives  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from 
His  Alma  Mater,  Colby  College,  from  Which  He  Graduated  Fifty 
Years  Ago — A  Merited  Honor. 

The  semi-centennial  reunion  of  the  Class  of  '49  of  Colby  College,  located  at 
Waterville^  Me.,  took  place  Wednesday,  June  38th.  Ex-Congressman  Dunnell 
of  this  city  was  a  member  of  the  class  and  very  greatly  desired  to  meet  such 
members  of  it  as  should  be  present,  but  on  account  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pillsbury  Academy  on  that  day,  he  was  denied  the 
pleasures  of  the  reunion.  Though  the  Board  of  Trustees  rejected  his  plea  for 
harmony  in  its  transactions  and  voted  him  down,  yet  he  is  glad  that  he  made 
the  sacrifice.  It  was  made  in  the  interests  of  an  institution  for  which  he  had 
labored  many  years,  and  which  he  very  much  loves.  At  the  reunion  of  the 
class  Mr.  Dunnell  has  been  informed  that  but  two  members  were  present,  Rev. 
Edward  C.  Mitchell,  D.  D.,  president  of  Leland  University  at  New  Orleans, 
and  Rev.  Moses  H.  Tarbox,  a  Free  Baptist  minister,  once  located  at  Elk  River 
in  this  state.     Out  of  a  class  of  twenty-one  but  six  are  now  living. 

Not  infrequently  do  pleasing  compensations  come  to  a  man.  Mr.  Dunnell 
has  kept  in  touch  with  the  movements  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  Maine, 
and  especially  of  his  Alma  Mater.  On  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  flourish- 
ing institution  are  a  number  of  men^who  have  known  him  since  he  entered  the 
Collie  in  1845  >  some  who  were  in  college  with  him  ;  some  who  were  his 
pupils,  when,  after  his  graduation,  he  was  for  several  years  principal  of  a  lead- 
ing academy  in  Maine ;  others  who  knew  him  when  for  four  years  he  was  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  ;  others  who  personally  knew  that  he  was  ten- 
dered a  Greek  professorship  in  an  eastern  college  before  he  left  the  state  ;  others 
who  served  in  Congress  with  him  and  knew  that  while  there  he  was  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  most  eminent  literary  society  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico  ; 
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others,  that  Shurtleff  Collie  in  1868  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  ;  that  before  his  election  to  Congress  in  1870  he  had  been  State  Super- 
intendent of  Pablic  Instmction  in  Minnesota  for  three  years ;  that  during  that 
time  he  had  declined  the  presidency  of  a  western  college  and  within  the  last  ten 
years  the  presidency  of  a  State  university. 

It  would  seem  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Colby  College  deemed  Mr. 
Dunnell  an  alumnus  who  had  earned  during  the  fifty  years  since  his  graduation 
some  special  recognition^  and  so  at  the  late  Commencement  conferred  upon 
him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

This  honor  Mr.  Dunnell  must  accept  with  much  satisfoction,  as  it  is  an 
evidence  that  he  has  been  well  remembered  by  those  whom  he  had  known  in 
other  days.  It  comes  to  him  at  the  close  of  fifty  years  from  his  graduation. 
These  fifty  years,  with  their  struggles,  labors,  ambitions,  failures  and  successes 
have  passed,  and  in  retirement  he  can  well  appreciate  such  a  recognition  as  it 
has  been  his  happiness  to  receive. 


THE  INSTALLATION  OF  DELTA  KAPPA. 


"  There  was  a  sound  of  revelry  by  night !"  Several  new  and 
iberetofore  unheard  yells  broke  the  Sabbath  calm  of  Philadelphia 
>n  the  evening  of  Saturday,  December  9,  1899.  The  staid,  sober 
ntizens  and  citizenesses  paused  as  they  walked  slowly  down  Broad 
Street,  and  gazed  anxiously  at  the  windows  of  Odd  Fellows  Tem- 
ple. But  there  was  nothing  to  be  seen  there  ;  so  they  resumed  their 
sleep  and  walked  on.  Again  low  strains  of  weird  music  floated  out, 
jiro  lights  were  seen  flickering  from  the  windows,  and  the  low  tramp 
3f  marching  feet  was  heard,  then  deep  silence  for  a  time,  but  again 
the  wild  yell  rang  out  and  some  of  the  sharpest  ears  distinguished 
the  words  **  Rah !  Rah  \  J  K  E !"  rapidly  repeated,  followed  by  the 
loud,  exultant  cry,  "  Delta  Kappa !  Delta  Kappa! !  Delta  Kappa! ! !'^ 
The  new  Delta  Kappa  chapter  of  J  K  E  was  being  installed  with  all 
due  formalities. 

Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Convention,  the  Council 
issued  invitations  to  the  alumni  of  Philadelphia  and  vicinity,  and 
to  the  sister  chapters,  to  be  present  at  the  installation,  and  the  ban- 
quet which  was  to  follow  it,  and  on  the  evening  named  the  larg^ 
hall  and  ante-rooms  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Temple  were  filled  by  the 
siluroni,  headed  by  the  Nestor  of  the  Fraternity,  William  Boyd 
Jacobs,  our  only  surviving  founder.  Delegations  of  undergraduates 
were  in  attendance  from  Rho,  Phi  Chi,  Nu,  Beta  Phi,  Gamma  Beta 
and  Alpha  Chi,  while  a  party  of  thirteen,  personally  conducted  by 
Brother  George  R.  Wales  (Alpha  Alpha)  were  in  attendance  from 
Washington.  President  Frank  S.  Williams,  John  H.  Safford,  John 
B.  Ekeley  and  A.  G.  Warren  of  the  Council  were  also  present,  and 
assisted  in  the  ceremonies. 

The  initiation  was  under  the  direction  of  Brother  Warren  of  the 
Council,  and  was  a  modified  form  of  Beta  Phi's  beautiful  ritual. 
The  chaplams  were  the  Rev.  J.  Thompson  Cole  (Eta),  of  Ogontz, 
and  the  Rev.  Herbert  J.  Cook  (Sigma),  of  Conshohocken,  whose 
assistance  made  the  ceremonies  especially  impressive  and  beautiful. 
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Many  were  the  expressions  of  admiration  from  the  alumni,  at  the 
beauty,  dignity  and  solemnity  of  the  ritual,  and  all  who  were  pres- 
ent, alumni,  undergraduates  and  new  initiates,  were  strongly  in 
favor  of  its  general  adoption  by  the  Fraternity.  The  new  initiates 
were  Charles  Ayrault  Upson,  John  Sebastian  Conway,  Henry  God- 
frey Holler,  John  Henry  Fager,  Charles  S.  Mackay,  Jr.,  Thomas 
Thorne  Flagler,  William  Wallace  Whitmore,  Thomas  B.  Hamed, 
Jr.,  and  Frank  Boyce  Tupper,  and  these,  with  the  members  of  other 
chapters  in  attendance  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  will  form 
the  new  Delta  Kappa  Chapter.  At  the  close  of  the  initiation  the 
chapter  was  duly  installed  by  the  Council,  the  charter  and  various 
symbolic  emblems  were  presented  and  the  chapter  was  welcomed 
by  our  founder.  Brother  William  Boyd  Jacobs,  after  which  the  cere- 
monies were  closed  with  the  Mystic  Circle. 

After  the  Installation  came  the  banquet  at  the  University  Club. 
The  beautiful  banquet  hail  was  decorated  with  flowers,  plants  and 
the  Fraternity  colors;  the  orchestra  played  the  "  J  A' £  March,** 
as  the  members  came  in,  and  soon  the  old,  familiar  songs  and  some  of 
the  newer  shouts  filled  the  air.  Judge  Robert  N.  Willson  (Phi),  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Supreme  Court,  acted  as  Toastmaster.  The 
regular  toasts  were  "  The  President  of  the  United  States,''  by  Hon. 
DeAlva  S.  Alexander  (Theta);  "  The  Fraternity,"  by  Major-General 
Matthew  C.  Butler  (Delta);  *'The  Parent  Chapter,"  by  Hon. 
Charles  A.  Russell  (Phi) ;  "  What  Fraternity  Means,"  by  Hon.  C.  A. 
Prouty  (Pi) ;  "  The  University  of  Pennsylvania,"  by  Dr.  John  Bach 
McMaster  (Nu);  "Journalism,"  by  Julius  Chambers  (Delta  Chi), 
and  "  Delta  Kappa,"  by  John  Sebastian  Conway  (Delta  Kappa).  In 
the  absence  of  Brother  Chambers,  who  was  ill,  his  place  was  filled 
by  Hon.  Robert  W.  Tayler  (Beta  Chi),  Congressman  from  Ohio. 
Informal  responses  were  given  by  George  R.  Wales,  for  the  Wash- 
ington Alumni  Association ;  A.  G.  Warren,  for  the  Council,  and  S. 
Davis  Page,  of  Phi.  After  the  installation  a  beautiful  A  K  E  seal 
ring  was  presented  by  the  new  chapter  to  Brother  Warren  of  the 
Council,  in  recognition  of  his  assistance  to  the  chapter  in  its  efforts 
to  procure  the  charter,  and  in  the  installation  ceremonies. 

It  was  the  unanimous  desire  that  a  strong  Alumni  Association 
be  organized  in  Philadelphia,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  by 
Judge  Willson  to  perfect  such  organization.  This  Committee  will 
report  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  some  time  in  February,  and  it  is  de- 
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sired  that  every  J  K  E  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity  attend  this 
meeting  and  become  actively  interested  in  the  new  association.  It 
is  proposed  at  present  to  run  the  association  on  the  plan  of  those  at 
Chicago  and  Washington,  where  the  expenses  are  small,  and  the 
good-fellowship  and  enthusiasm  large.  In  order  to  perfect  a  list 
of  the  Dekes  in  that  jurisdiction,  ail  brothers  who  read  this  are 
requested  to  send  to  Charles  A.  Upson,  1 14  University  Dormitories, 
Philadelphia,  the  latest  known  address  of  any  A  K  E  oi  their 
acquaintance  who  resides  at,  or  within  a  radius  of  100  miles  of, 
Philadelphia. 

The  new  chapter  starts  out  under  most  excellent  auspices.  Her 
members  are  loyal  and  enthusiastic.  She  has  the  hearty  support  of 
the  numerous  body  of  our  alumni  who  claim  Philadelphia  as  their 
home.  She  is  planted  in  one  ot  the  strongest  colleges  of  the  United 
States.  She  is  bound  to  take  her  place  very  soon  as  one  of  the 
leading  chapters  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the 
Fraternity.     May  all  prosperity  be  hers. 


THE  d  K  E  SONG  BOOK. 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Council  announces  that  the 
new  edition  of  the  Fraternity  Song  Book  is  issued  and  ready  for 
distribution.  The  book  is  somewhat  smaller  than  the  old  one,  as 
the  instrumental  music  contained  in  the  first  edition  has  been 
omitted,  as  well  as  some  of  the  songs  which  have  never  succeeded 
in  obtaining  a  hold  upon  the  members  of  the  Fraternity.  Ail  the 
old  favorites  have  been  retained,  however,  and  a  number  of  new 
songs  have  been  added,  which  are  sure  to  take  rank  with  "  When 
We  Came  to  College,"  "  Peeler's  Defeat,''  "  Of  All  the  Starry 
Hosts,"  and  "  Now  in  Delta's  Halls,"  among  our  A  K  E  favorites. 

The  book  is  of  112  pages,  printed  upon  the  strongest  Scotch 
Linen  Ledger  paper,  and  calculated  to  stand  the  hard  usage  to 
which  such  books  are  subjected.  The  printing  is  very  handsomely 
done,  the  music  being  especially  clear,  aiid  not  at  all  crowded.  The 
general  arrangement  of  the  songs  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the 
first  edition,  namely,  Songs  of  Invocation,  Initiation,  Marching  and 
Social  Songs,  Serenades,  and  Parting  Songs,  though  there  has  been 
no  attempt  at  an  actual  division  of  the  book  into  such  parts,  as  in 
the  old  edition. 

Two  styles  of  binding  are  given,  both  in  the  Fraternity  colors, 
one  in  cloth  at  the  price  of  I1.25,  and  the  other  in  half-leather,  at 
the  price  of  $1.50  per  copy.  As  a  special  inducement  to  chapters 
to  order  at  once,  ten  or  more  copies  of  the  book  will  be  sent,  express 
paid,  to  one  address,  at  $1.15  per  copy  for  the  cloth,  and  $1.40  per 
copy  for  the  half-leather  binding;  or  twenty-five  or  more  copies  to 
one  address  at  $1  per  copy  for  cloth,  and  $1.25  for  half-leather. 
Single  copies  sent  by  mail  will  require  10  cents  for  postage  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above  prices. 

The  Council  has  endeavored  to  produce  the  book  at  a  cost 
which  would  enable  them  to  furnish  it  at  $1  per  copy  in  cloth,  but 
as  it  was  found  that  that  would  necessitate  leaving  out  a  number  of 
songs  which  deserved  to  be  retained,  as  well  as  using  an  inferior 
quality  of  paper  and  binding,  it  was  determined  to  produce  a  book 
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which  would  be  in  all  respects  a  credit  to  the  Fraternity,  even  ii 
that  made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  cost.  It  is  believed  that  the 
result  obtained  has  justified  that  course. 

The  chapters  are  urged  to  send  at  once  for  as  many  song  books 
as  they  can  use  in  the  chapter,  and  to  canvass  their  individual  mem- 
bers and  alumni  as  well,  in  order  that  the  edition  of  one  thousand 
copies  may  be  quickly  sold.  This  will  materially  lighten  the  ex- 
pense of  the  new  "  Catalogue/'  and  enable  the  Council  to  complete 
it,  and  have  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Fraternity  at  an  early  date.  All 
orders  for  the  "  Song  Book "  should  be  addressed  to  David  B.

SENATOR  lodge,  SENATOR  BEVERIDGE,  GENERAL  BUTLER,  AND  OTHER  DISTINGUISHED 
persons   as   guests — ELECTION   OF   OFFICERS — THE  TOASTS. 

Fifty  members  of  the  Washington  Alumni  Association  of  the  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  were  present  at  the  annaal  dinner  given  last  night  at  the  Ebbitt  House. 
Before  the  guests  of  the  evening  were  led  to  the  banquet  tables  by  General  M. 
C  Butler,  an  informal  reception  was  held  in  one  of  the  parlors  on  the  second 
floor. 

In  the  groups  of  men  who  exchanged  fraternal  greetings  and  talked  of  their 
college  days  were  many  who  since  their  graduation  have  become  central  figures 
in  the  affairs  of  the  nation.  Senators,  representatives,  lawyers  and  doctors,  and 
non-professional  men  sat  about  the  banquet  board,  responded  to  toasts  whether 
they  wanted  to  or  not,  and  took  eager  parts  in  the  jollity  of  the  occasion. 

General  M.  C.  Butler  was  Toastmaster  of  the  evening.  There  was  no  pre- 
pared programme,  nor  were  the  subjects  of  the  toasts  selected  beforehand.

Lodge,  Senator  Beveridge,  J.  Newall  Whitney,  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
Major  F.  C.  Bryan,  Major  Butler  and  others.

for  the  baseball  management  This  was  a  formidable  combination  and  those 
who  formed  it  felt  that  it  was  unconquerable.

As  a  reward  for  all  their  underhanded  scheming,  the  A  A  0,  A  T  ^  and 
B  O  n  baseball  players  will  play  under  a  Deke  Captain  this  year,  but  their 
Captain,  in  deciding  who  shall  and  who  shall  not  be  members  of  the  team, 
will  forget  the  actions  of  that  combination  and  decide  the  question  only  from 
the  standpoint  of  baseball  ability. 

Whether  that  cosmopolitan  combination  can  break  the  political  power  of 
^  X  JS*  in  the  coming  election  for  the  Athletic  Executive  Board  is  the  question 
for  which  all  of  us  anxiously  await  an  answer.

May  she  ever  continue  to  live  up  to  the 
standards  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  and  add  to  the  glory  of  our 
Fraternity ! 

We  suggest  to  the  individual  members  of  the  chapters,  that 
they  carefully  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  Convention.  These 
minutes  contain  the  official,  authentic  report  of  all  the  Convention 
doings,  much  more  complete  in  their  scope  and  detail  than  a  dele- 
gate's report,  and  a  knowledge  of  their  contents  is  essential  to  those 
desiring  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  current  Fraternity  history. 


On  behalf  of  the  visiting  chapters,  alumni  associations  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Fraternity,  we  thank  the  Western  Massachusetts 
Association  and  the  Amherst  brethren  for  their  excellent  care  of 
the  last  Convention.  The  business  part  and  the  entertainment  were 
both  duly  and  eminently  satisfactorily  attended  to. 


The  next  Convention  will  be  held  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  the  home 
of  the  A  K  E  Association  of  Rhode  Island — whose  novel  and  diverse 
entertainments  for  the  past  few  years  have  been  widely  celebrated — 
and  of  the  Upsilon  Chapter,  one  of  our  strongest  aggregations. 
We  predict  a  large  attendance.     Details  will  be  published  later. 


The  "  Catalogue  "  is  being  rapidly  pushed  to  completion,  but  there 
are  many  details  and  finishing  touches  still  lacking.  Circulars, 
asking  for  this  missing  information,  have  been  and  are  being  sent 
out     We  ask  all  who  receive  them  to  reply  at  once. 

The  compilation  of  a  catalogue  of  a  fraternity  the  size  of  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  is  a  gigantic  task,  and  one  which  needs  and  merits 
all  possible  help.     Our  last  catalogue,  the  greatest  work  of  the  kind 
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ever  published,  was  several  years  in  process.  It  is  the  earnest  aim 
of  the  Council,  under  the  editorship  of  Brother  John  B.  Ekeley* 
to  have  this  one  in  the  hands  of  the  Fraternity  this  year. 


The  thanks  of  the  whole  Fraternity  are  due  to  the  Council,  the 
publishers,  and  to  Brother  A.  G.  Warren,  the  editor  of  the  new 
song  book.  We  do  not  think  we  are  going  too  far  when  we  rank 
this  work  among  the  finest  productions  of  the  Fraternity.  It  is  a 
success  in  every  particular.  From  both  a  fraternity  and  from  a 
literary  and  musical  standpoint  it  possesses  a  high  degree  of  merits 
far  above  the  average  collection  of  fraternity  or  college  songs.  The 
songs  have  been  carefully  and  critically  selected,  both  new  contri- 
butions and  some  of  the  old  gems  being  taken.  The  whole  Fraternity 
has  been  drawn  upon  and  participated  in  the  making  of  this  volume, 
so  that  we  have  as  a  result  a  characteristic,  thorough,  orthodox 
song  book,  which  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  surpasses  all 
previous  efforts  in  this  line. 

Another  feature  of  this  publication — due  to  excellent  financial 
management  by  the  Council — is  the  fact,  that  no  special  tax  has 
been  asked  for  it  from  the  active  members,  an  almost  unheard-of 
thing  in  the  annals  of  all  fraternities.  We  urge  the  chapters  and 
their  individual  members,  the  alumni  associations  and  the  members 
of  the  Fraternity  generally  to  buy  the  book.  The  price  has  been 
wisely  fixed  at  cost,  which  makes  it  remarkably  low-priced. 

But  it  is  not  so  much  on  this  account  that  we  want  large  sales, 
as  that  we  want  to  see  this  book,  this  hymnal  of  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon,  cast  broadcast,  so  that  wherever  the  sun  shines  on  the 
diamond  and  the  scroll,  there  may  we  hear  the  old  songs  sung.  In 
the  history  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  music  has  always  played  a 
prominent  part.  In  1861  our  march  was  composed,  and  to  its  strains 
we  sent  two-thirds  of  all  our  men  to  the  front,  and  nearly  nine- 
tenths  of  those  eligible  for  service.  Nothing  is  more  inspiriting  or 
conducive  to  a  healthy  A  K  E  spirit  than  good,  invigorating  J  K  E 
songs  and  music,  such  as  this  volume  is  filled  with. 


In  establishing  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  again  demonstrated  her  wisdom  and  fore- 
sight in  seeing  and  grasping  an  opportunity  for  advantageous 
extension,  in  the  face  of  a  well-settled  and  determined  policy  of 
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conservatism.  A  thorough  investigation  was  made,  and  all  the 
requirements  for  a  new  charter  were  found  to  exist,  both  as  to  the 
standing  of  the  institution  and  the  quality  and  personnel  of  the 
applicants,  and  it  was  unanimously  granted. 

Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  always  maintained  a  well-defined 
policy  of  conservatism,  and  the  granting  of  a  new  charter  this 
year,  and  two  last  year,  is  not  indicative  of  any  change  of  policy  in 
this  particular.  It  is  simply  a  striking  example  of  how  a  fraternity 
can  keep  out  of  ruts  and  avoid  extremes  either  way. 

There  are  fraternities  to-day  so  bent  upon  presenting  a  large 
chapter  roll  and  piling  up  their  membership,  that  they  are  inclined 
to  favor  applications  from  all  sorts  of  institutions,  ranging  all  the 
way  from  mixed  high  schools  to  one-year  universities ;  members 
are  rushed  in  indiscriminately  ;  they  have  large  chapters  and  plenty 
of  them  ;  all  sections  of  the  country  are  covered.  But  what  is  the 
result.  Chapters  are  dying  out  almost  as  fast  as  they  spring  up ; 
the  diflFerent  chapters  do  not  affiliate  with  each  other ;  there  is  little 
or  no  fraternal  spirit,  either  in  or  out  of  college ;  and  there  is  entirely 
lacking  that  unanimity  of  thought  and  purpose,  so  essential  to  the 
development  of  the  true  fraternity  idea. 

Then  again  there  are  others,  who,  in  their  efibrts  to  become  the 
essence  of  exclusi veness,  have  developed  their  predilections  so 
assiduously,  that  they  find  themselves  to-day  on  the  verge  of 
extinction.  With  their  rolls  kept  reduced  to  a  few  scattering 
chapters,  and  membership  in  these  generally  depleted,  and  but 
few  alumni  to  call  upon,  they  have  a  hard  time  to  even  exist 
Theoretically,  they  live  the  ideal  brotherhood;  practically,  they 
are  a  miserable  failure. 

Delta  Kappa  Epilson  has  carefully  avoided  both  extremes.  For 
forty  years,  outside  of  those  southern  chapters  which  gave  up 
their  charters  during  the  war,  but  three  charters  have  been  with- 
drawn  or  surrendered,  and  for  twenty  years  but  five  new  charters 
have  been  granted,  including  these  three  during  the  last  two  years. 
With  a  chapter  roll  embracing  thirty-eight  representative  colleges 
and  universities,  in  each  one  of  which  a  healthy,  vigorous  chapter 
is  maintained,  and  with  the  largest  numerical  following,  yet  all 
working  together  in  perfect  harmony  and  with  the  one  common 
aim  of  promoting  and  maintaining  their  brotherhood.  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  is  indeed  happy  in  her  prosperity.

Harvard  has  22,287  graduates ;  Yale,  18480;  Columbia,  15,981; 
Dartmouth,  8,504;  Princeton,  7,500;  Brown,  4,900;  Bowdoin,  4,619; 
Amherst,  4,000. 

It  was  rumored  during  the  summer  that  Yale  would  seek  a 
charter  as  a  national  bank,  in  order  to  give  the  University  the  benefit 
of  all  the  funds  deposited  by  the  students  and  to  secure  opportuni- 
ties to  invest  university  funds  to  the  best  advantage. —  The  Scroll. 


Cornell's  enrolment  for  1899  is  2,240,  besides  423  in  the  summer 
school.  This  is  an  increase  of  202  over  last  year.  The  faculty  has 
increased  281  to  314.  The  enrolment  at  McGill  is  1,056,  of  whom 
447  are  in  Medicine,  67  in  Law,  231  in  Science,  and  296  in  Arts.  Of 
the  last  named  86  are  women.    Princeton  enrolls  1,194,  against  1,099 
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last  year,  though  the  academic  freshmen  class  only  numbers  174  to 
200  in  1898.  Wellesley  enrolls  688.  Harvard's  enrolment  is  4,067, 
an  increase  of  167.  Williams  enrolls  386,  more  than  ever  before. 
Among  recent  gifts  to  institutions  of  learning  are  $100,000  to  the 
University  of  Cincinnati  for  the  academic  department,  $250,000  to 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  physical  laboratory,  $200,000 
secured  by  Union  as  a  result  of  a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  University  of  Alabama  realizes  $56,000  from  the  sale  of  coal 
lands.  Earlham  has  received  a  gift  of  $25,000,  and  Wesleyan  a  be- 
quest of  the  same  amount  Mrs.  Stanford  has  sold  her  Southern 
Pacific  R.  R.  stock  for  $11400,000,  and  it  is  said  that  the  money 
will  immediately  become  available  for  the  use  of  Stanford  University. 
The  late  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  left  $100,000  to  Yale,  which  his  sons 
attended,  and  $50,000  to  Vanderbilt  University,  which  was  founded 
by  his  grandfather.  The  United  States  and  State  inheritance  taxes 
on  these  two  bequests  amount  to  over  $10,000. —  The  Scroll. 


2  AE,  ^  ^  &  and  0  K  W  each  have  in  preparation  manuals  of 
information  somewhat  on  the  plan  of  the  !PT  "  Epitome  "  and  BOH 
"  Fraternity  Studies."  Such  books  serve  a  valuable  purpose.  F. 
M.  Crossett,  formerly  editor  of  the  ^  T  Quarterly^  has  issued  the 
prospectus  of  the  "  American  College  Blue  Book,"  a  sort  ot  general 
directory  of  colleges,  professional  schools,  athletic  org^izations 
and  fraternities.  A  A  ^  has  just  issued  a  new  catalogue.  A  K  Eis 
preparing  one,  and  W  T  has  one  in  contemplation.  The  catalogue 
problem  is  pressing  hard  upon  these  fraternities  with  a  large  alumni 
membership.  The  expense  of  preparing  and  publishing  such  works 
is  enormous.  It  is  unappreciated.  The  books  do  not  sell,  and  as 
campaign  documents  they  do  not  have  the  force  they  did  in  years 
gone  by.  We  all  have  our  senators  and  authors,  our  prominent 
professors  and  railway  men,  and  every  prominent  name  mentioned 
as  a  trump  card  by  the  adherents  of  one  fraternity  is  promptly 
capped  by  the  adherents  of  its  rivals.  Small  name  lists,  accurate, 
easy  to  handle,  and  frequently  issued,  are  more  desirable  than  these 
bulky  volumes. — The  B  &  11. 

X  ^  met  at  New  York  City,  December  ist  and  2d.  The  con- 
vention was  addressed  by  a  distinguished  member,  ex- Chief  Justice 
Chambers,  of  Samoa,  on  the  subject  of  expansion.     A  0  met  at  New 
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York  City,  December  istand  2d.  At  the  banquet  a  toast  was  drunk 
in  silence  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Vice-President  Hobart,  who 
was  a  member.  */"  J  met  at  Dayton,  O.,  October  19th,  20th  and 
2 1st.  General  Lew  Wallace,  who  was  not  present,  was  re-elected 
president.  Chapters  were  chartered  at  Missouri  and  Maine.  The 
applicants  at  the  latter  place  were  members  of  Q.  T.  V.,  the  agri- 
cultural-scientific fraternity.  But  two  of  the  six  chapters  of  Q.  T.  V. 
survive  now — those  at  the  agricultural  colleges  of  New  Hampshire 
and  Massachusetts.  The  new  d> /*  ^^  chapter  at  Missouri  was  in- 
stalled on  November  25th,  with  fourteen  members.  The  initiation 
took  place  in  the  ^  A  Q  rooms.  The  next  Fiji  convention  will  be  at 
Niagara.  A  met  at  Ann  Arbor  the  same  week  that  ^  F  A  met  at 
Dayton.  The  California  and  Stanford  chapters  were  not  repre- 
sented. A  charter  was  granted  to  applicants  from  Toronto,  which 
already  supports  chapters  oi  ZW^K  A^A  A9  and  A  KE.  A  chapter 
was  established  last  year  at  McGill,  in  Montreal,  where  Z  V^  AA9 
and  K  A  are  established.  A  V  has  now  thirty- four  chapters,  of 
which  fifteen  have  been  established  in  the  last  fifteen  years,  and 
seventeen  in  the  last  twenty  years.  A  petition  was  received  at  the 
Convention  from  Dartmouth  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  next  convention  goes  to  Syracuse.  A  new  coat-of- 
arms  is  to  be  prepared.  Stanford  and  California  had  evidently  been 
unrepresented  before,  'the  standing  of  chapters  continuously 
neglecting  to  send  undergraduate  representatives '  was  discussed, 
and  the  problem  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A  FRATERNITY.— THE  CLOSE 

OF  THE  CENTURY. 


With  the  Forty. fourth  Convention,  held  with  the  J  K  E  Club  of 
New  York,  November  13  and  14,  1890,  the  Fraternity  entered  upon 
the  last  decade  of  the  century,  and  the  second  decade  of  its  progress 
under  centralized  government.  That  experiment  in  government 
had  proved  very  satisfactory  to  the  Fraternity,  and  progress  had. 
been  so  steady  and  so  great,  under  the  careful  guidance  of  the 
Council,  that  everyone  wondered  how  we  had  existed  so  long  and 
prospered  so  greatly  before  that  system  was  inaugurated.  The 
pace  which  had  been  set  by  the  Council  in  its  first  ten  years  of  work 
had  been  a  rapid  one.  Could  that  pace  be  continued  ?  Would  men 
be  found  of  sufficient  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  to  take  up  the  work 
which  these  pioneers  had  carried  on  so  successfully  when  they,  in 
the  natural  order  of  things,  were  obliged  to  give  way  to  others? 

The  Council  was  in  no  sense  an  oligarchy,  and  the  principle  of 
rotation  in  this  office  had  been  carefully  safeguarded  in  the  Consti- 
tution. No  matter  how  valuable  the  work  of  any  one  man  might  be, 
it  was  deemed  unwise  to  tie  the  Fraternity  up  to  him.  J  K  E  was 
and  is  too  great  to  be  dependent  upon  any  one  man  or  set  of  men. 
And  no  matter  how  important  the  work  that  lay  unfinished  before 
a  council — no  matter  how  great,  wise  and  far-reaching  plans  had 
been  proposed  and  entered  upon — nevertheless  each  man  at  the  end 
of  his  term  must  yield  up  his  office,  and  permit  his  successors  to 
carry  out  his  plans,  or  in  their  discretion  to  overturn  them.  And 
the  general  result  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  this  provision,  no  matter 
how  great  has  seemed  the  loss  when  year  after  year  old,  tried  and 
wise  councilors  have  stepped  aside  to  make  room  for  the  new  men 
with  new  and  untried  ideas. 

Two  problems  confronted  the  Forty-fourth  Convention  when  it 
met,  which  required  great  wisdom  and  prudence  to  solve — the  new 
catalogue  and  the  Alpha  Chapter.  Under  the  editorship  of  Brother 
Fisher,  the  scope  of  the  catalogue  had  been  greatly  enlarged.     In- 
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stead  of  a  simple  collation  of  names  by  chapters  and  classes,  with 
no  description  except  the  occupation  and  last  known  address  of  each 
member,  it  had  been  determined  to  give  a  succinct  statement  of  the 
principal  facts  in  the  history  of  each  man  ;  to  supplement  these  by 
tables  of  kinship  and  geographical  distribution  ;  to  obtain  as  far  as 
possible  from  Government  records,  the  war  record  of  each  man  who 
served  in  the  army  or  navy  on  either  side  in  our  civil  war ;  and  to 
exhibit  in  tabular  form  the  growth  of  the  Fraternity  year  by  year, 
as  well  as  the  honors  gained  by  our  members  in  civil  life.  With 
a  membership  of  more  than  10,000,  many  of  whom  it  was  very  diffi- 
cult to  trace,  this  involved  a  great  deal  of  labor,  and  an  expenditure 
of  money  that  lor  an  organization  of  college  boys  meant  a  heavy 
burden.  To  provide  means  for  accomplishing  this  great  work  was 
the  task  which  confronted  this  convention,  and  which  called  for 
the  exercise  of  careful  thought  on  his  part. 

It  was  fortunate  for  the  Fraternity  that  it  had  an  alumnus  so 
able  and  so  willing  as  George  E.  Fisher  to  undertake  this  great 
work ;  and  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  producing  a  catalogue  which, 
in  wealth  of  detail  and  in  completeness,  far  excelled  anything  w^hich 
had  yet  been  produced  by  any  college  fraternity.  It  was  a  long 
and  difficult  task,  but  he  carried  it  through  to  success,  and  conferred 
upon  the  Fraternity  a  lasting  benefit. 

The  matter  of  the  Harvard  Chapter  was  of  still  greater  per- 
plexity. On  the  one  hand  the  loyalty  of  the  large  and  influential 
body  of  its  alumni  was  held  in  highest  esteem  by  the  Fraternity, 
while  the  lofty  standing  of  the  University  made  the  retention  of  a 
chapter  there  of  great  importance,  if  it  could  be  retained  under 
suitable  conditions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  history  of  the  chapter 
for  a  few  years  was  not  calculated  to  inspire  the  hope  of  its  being 
made  a  healthy  branch  of  the  parent  tree ;  while  after  a  thorough 
investigation,  made  by  a  committee  of  the  Council  and  another  of 
the  alumni  of  Boston,  under  the  directions  of  the  previous  conven- 
tion, they  had  reported  that  the  conditions  and  customs  of  student 
life  at  Harvard  were  unfavorable  to  the  healthy  growth  and  exist- 
ence of  a  chapter  there.  It  seemed  to  them  that  there  was  a  certain 
artificiality  about  the  life  there,  a  lack  of  the  atmosphere  of  pure 
democracy,  a  disposition  to  regard  Harvard  as  the  only  institution 
and  a  Harvard  man  as  the  only  man  worthy  of  consideration  ;  and 
that  under  such  surroundings,  the  loyalty  due  to  the  Fraternity, 
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and  which  all  the  other  chapters  rendered  voluntarily  and  without 
reserve,  could  not  be  obtained  from  the  chapter  there.  That  with- 
out such  loyalty,  without  the  active  recognition  of  the  equality  and 
brotherhood  of  every  A  K  E,wo  matter  from  what  chapter  he  came, 
the  chapter  at  Harvard  would  continue  to  be  a  source  of  weakness 
and  a  reproach  to  the  Fraternity. 

The  existence  of  such  an  anomalous  state  was  not  confined  to 
the  Chapter  of  J  /f  £  at  Harvard,  as  was  proved  by  the  membership 
of  men  in  several  fraternities  at  the  same  time.  It  was  undoubtedly 
true  that,  while  these  various  organizations  retained  the  names  of 
the  fraternities  by  which  they  had  been  instituted,  their  ties  had  be- 
come so  weakened  that  their  connection  with  their  fraternities  was 
merely  nominal.  Under  the  circumstances  it  was  deemed  unworthy 
of  the  dignity  and  strength  of  A  K  E  to  permit  such  a  condition 
longer  to  continue.  While  this  report  was  made  with  the  deepest 
regret,  it  was  felt  that  no  other  report  was  possible. 

The  Alpha  Chapter  sent  a  strong  and  loyal  delegation  to  the 
convention,  and  the  discussion  was  earnest  and  protracted.  The 
convention  showed  a  disposition  to  give  Alpha  every  opportunity  to 
"  get  into  line,"  and  the  matter  was  again  referred  to  the  Council, 
with  instructions  permitting  the  retention  of  the  charter  under  cer- 
tain conditions.  These  conditions,  however,  were  not  fulfilled,  and 
in  the  following  spring  the  charter  was  finally  surrendered.  It  can 
only  be  hoped  that  a  change  of  conditions  at  Harvard,  a  recogni- 
tion by  the  students  ol  that  institution  of  the  fact  that  men  of  other 
colleges,  and  even  of  the  small  ones,  have  a  claim  to  membership  in 
the  class  of  the  liberally  educated,  and  are  as  worthy  of  the  titles  of 
gentleman,  scholar  and  good  fellow  as  themselves,  may  result  in  the 
re-establishment  of  Alpha  in  such  a  way  that  she  may  become  again 
a  brilliant  star  in  our  constellation. 

The  convention  provided  against  loss  of  representation  at  classic 
Boston  by  granting  a  charter  to  applicants  from  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  who  for  two  years  had  been  knocking  at 
our  doors;  and  under  the  name  of  Sigma Tau  the  new  chapter  was 
formally  instituted  by  the  Council.  We  have  great  reason  to  be 
proud  of  this  strong  and  loyal  chapter,  which  has  grown  to  be  a 
power  in  the  Fraternity,  and  a  shining  example  of  what  loyalty  to 
A  K  E,  devotion  to  her  interests,  and  steady,  determined  work  can 
accomplish. 
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Provision  was  also  made  for  an  official  and  uniform  badge  and 
for  a  ribbon  in  the  Fraternity  colors,  the  exclusive  sale  of  each  to  be 
vested  in  the  Council.  No  more  important  convention,  either  as  to 
the  number  in  attendance,  the  general  interest  manifested,  and  the 
character  and  importance  of  the  business  transaction  had  been  held 
by  the  Iraternity.  Debate  was  very  warm,  and  points  of  order 
were  frequent.  Had  any  other  than  "  Teddy  Smith  '*  of  Omicron 
been  in  the  chair  it  might  at  times  have  been  acrimonious;  but  his 
unfailing  good  nature,  his  quick  wit,  and  his  excellent  knowledge  of 
parliamentary  usage,  were  invaluable.  In  his  death  the  Fraternity 
lost  a  most  valuable  member,  a  loyal  and  enthusiastic  Deke,  a  born 
organizer,  and,  above  all,  a  lovable  and  loving  brother.  All  who 
ever  had  the  pleasure  of  even  a  slight  acquaintance  with  him  keep 
to  this  day  a  warm  spot  in  their  memory  for  one  whose  death  was  a 
real  and  heartfelt  sorrow  to  us  all. 

Among  the  delegates  present  were  Julian  Hawthorne,  Hon. 
Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Stewart  M.  Brice,  from  Alpha;  J.  W. 
Husted,  Jr.,  from  Phi;  Rev.  St.  Clair  Hester,  from  Beta;  Charles 
H.  Beckett,  from  Pi ;  Edward  Marshall  Grout,  J.  P.  Allds  and  Oscar 
R.  Davis  (the  war  correspondent  at  Manila)  from  Mu;  Frank  S. 
Williams,  of  Nu,  and  Tracy  C.  Drake,  of  Psi  Omega.  Public  ex- 
ercises were  held  in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  at  which 
Charlton  T.  Lewis  presided,  an  oration  was  given  by  Hon.  W.  L. 
Trenholm  in  place  of  Hon.  Chas.  S.  Fairchild  who  was  ill,  and  a 
poem  was  read  by  Julian  Hawthorne.  The  banquet  at  Delmonico's 
was  wildly  enthusiastic.  Hon.  Wager  Swayne  acted  as  toastmaster, 
and  an  ovation  was  given  to  Dr.  E.  B.  Shapleigh,  one  of  the 
founders,  who  was  a  speaker.  Toasts  were  also  given  by  Judge  Sam 
F^  Hunt,  Charlton  T.  Lewis,  Almon  Goodwin  and  Judge  Henry 
E.  Howland.  It  is  feared  that  there  was  much  loss  of  sleep  in  the 
neighborhood  by  reason  of  this  banquet,  for  the  yell  of  every  col- 
lege represented  was  given  by  its  representatives  in  solo  there  by  a 
few  helpers  in  semi-chorus,  and  before  long  by  the  full  chorus  of 
three  hundred  or  more.  Even  Vassar,  Smith  and  Wellesley  were 
not  slighted,  though  it  is  needless  to  say  no  representatives  were 
present. 

The  Cleveland  Alumni  Association  entertained  the  Forty  fifth 
Convention,  which  met  at  the  Hollenden  Hotel,  Cleveland,  Novem- 
ber II  and  12,  1891.     Who  that  attended  can  ever  forget  that  con- 
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ventibn,  and  especially  the  "  Lambda  Punch?"  There  was  a  con- 
vention  of  Methodist  Bishops  going  on  in  the  house  at  the  same 
time,  but,  mirabiU  diciu^  they  were  not  confused  with  us.  The  sub- 
ject of  the  Catalogue,  which  was  nearly  ready  for  distribution,  occu- 
pied much  of  the  time  of  the  meetings.  A  recommendation  was 
made  that  the  membership  of  the  Council  be  increased,  but  it  was 
not  adopted.  Measures  were  taken  looking  toward  the  publication 
of  a  new  song  book,  which  even  then  was  much  needed  by  the  Fra- 
ternity. 

But  the  "  punch  "  !  Ah,  yes,  the  "  punch  "  !  That  was  the  social 
event  of  the  Convention,  though  the  public  exercises  and  the  ban- 
quet were  both  very  successful.  Lambda  had  appropriated  the 
first  night  to  herself,  and  her  hospitality  could  be  characterized  in 
no  other  way  than  as  lavish.  Early  in  the  evening  the  delegates 
beg^n  to  gather  in  the  large  parlors  of  the  HoUenden,  where 
Lambda  had  established  her  headquarters,  and  by  the  time  some  of 
us  returned,  who  had  been  calling  upon  friends  in  the  evening,  the 
festivities  were  at  their  height.  Who  can  describe  the  scene  ?  Yet 
who  can  forget  the  picture  ?  Among  the  rapidly  moving  pictures 
which  came  before  us,  the  one  that  most  impressed  me  was  Pete 
Neff  in  his  masterly  impersonation  of  Sitting  Bull.  Even  now  I 
cannot  recall  it  without  a  smile.  But  it  is  useless  to  attempt  a  de- 
scription. Joy  reigned  supreme,  and  what  with  "  the  tables  groan- 
ing  under  costly  viands,"  the  fountains  gushing  forth  nectar  for  the 
delectation  of  all,  and  the  earnest  solicitude  of  every  Lambda  man 
that  each  separate  delegate  eat  and  drink  with  him,  to  prove  that  he 
had  received  his  share,  it  was  a  wonder  to  us  that  any  from  that 
chapter  escaped  to  tell  the  tale. 

At  the  public  exercises  Hon.  W.  E.  Sherwood  presided,  and  an 
address  of  welcome  by  Mayor  Rose,  of  Cleveland  ;  a  poem  by  Dr. 
A.  C.  Kemper,  of  Cincinnati,  and  an  address  by  Judge  Sam.  F. 
Hunt,  were  given.  Professor  G.  C.  S.  South  worth  was  the  Toast- 
master  at  the  banquet  at  the  Hollenden,  and  toasts  were  given  by 
Hon.  Emil  Allen,  Hon.  Granville  P.  Hawes,  Hon.  Bryant  Walker, 
Judge  W.  E.  Sherwood,  and  "The  Smith- Family-Robinson,'*  an 
organization  destined  to  go  down  to  posterity  along  with  "  Psi 
Omega,  Lambda,  Delta  Chi." 

The  Forty  sixth  Convention  was  held  in  the  South,  and  the 
Southern  Alumni  Association,  at  Chattanooga,  was  the  host.    The 
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sessions  were  held  at  the  Mountain  City  Club,  and  the  South*s 
reputation  for  hospitality  did  not  suffer  in  the  least  It  was  em- 
phatically a  convention  of  new  men.  None  of  the  "  old  timers," 
whose  faces  are  seen  at  so  many  of  our  conventions,  could  be  found 
here,  with  the  exception  of  Secretary  Simpson,  Secretary  Sherman 
of  the  Northwestern  Association,  and  C.  Murray  Rice,  "of  the 
universe."  The  work  was  well  planned,  however,  and  a  good  deal 
was  accomplished,  the  principal  thing  being  the  change  in  the 
method  of  selecting  each  year  the  chapters  who  elect  the  council- 
lors. An  earnest  effort  was  made  by  students  of  the  Northwestern 
University,  at  Evanston,  to  obtain  a  charter,  but  the  convention 
could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  give  the  matter  favorable  consider- 
ation. The  application  for  a  revival  of  Delta  Delta,  at  Chicago, 
was  also  put  over  for  a  year,  in  spite  of  vigorous  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Chicago  alumni  to  obtain  the  charter  at  this  time.  Per- 
manent headquarters  for  the  Fraternity  during  the  World's  Fair 
were  selected  at  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  which  was  offered  by 
Tracy  Drake ;  this  proved  to  be  of  great  interest  and  advantage  to 
visiting  Dekes. 

The  social  features  of  this  Convention  were  unusual  and  very 
agreeable.  On  the  day  before  the  Convention  opened,  the  delegates 
visited  the  celebrated  battle-grounds  of  Chickamauga,  Missionary 
Ridge  and  Lookout  Mountain.  In  the  evening  a  reception  was 
given  to  the  delegates  by  the  Pan-Hellenic  organization  at  the 
Mountain  City  Club,  of  which  representatives  from  many  other 
fraternities  were  in  charge.  On  Wednesday  evening,  public  exer- 
cises were  held  in  the  Unitarian  Church,  where  a  very  eloquent 
address  was  given  by  Dr.  Gilbert  Price,  of  Nashville,  who  was 
called  upon  unexpectedly  to  take  the  place  of  Hon,  A.  H.  Pettibone, 
of  Omicron,  who  was  ill.  The  next  day  the  delegates  enjoyed 
a  drive  to  Lookout  Mountain,  where  the  convention  photograph 
was  taken.  An  aged  negro  iacted  as  guide  to  the  battlefield,  and 
created  much  enthusiasm  by  pointing  out  "Lake  Michigander," 
"  De  Norf  Pole,"  and  many  other  somewhat  indistinct  objects, 
which,  he  assured  the  boys  were  plainly  visible  on  a  clear  day. 

On  the  last  night  the  banquet  was  held  at  the  Reed  House,  pre- 
ceded by  two  hours  of  real  old  Southern  negro  melodies,  sung  by 
the  Fisk  Jubilee  Singers,  as  they  only  can  sing  them.  There  was 
none  of  the  modern   rag-time  trash,  but  the  genuine  plantation 
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songs,  which  when  sung  by  negroes  are  so  plaintive  and  so  thrilling. 
The  Toastmaster  at  the  banquet  was  Hon.  Chas.  R.  Head,  and  the 
list  of  toasts  was  a  long  one,  including  responses  by  Hon.  A.  E. 
Buck,  Hon.  C.  W.  Frazer  and  Professor  W.  R.  Webb.  When  it 
was  all  over,  it  seemed  superfluous  to  go  to  bed,  so  the  boys  pro- 
ceeded to  take  the  Mayor  at  his  word  when  he  told  them  in  his 
address  of  welcome  that  the  city  was  theirs,  and  so  they  "  owned 
the  town  "  until  the  rising  sun  gilded  the  top  of  Lookout  Moun- 
tain. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Northwest  entertained  the 
Forty-seventh  Convention  at  Minneapolis,  October  12  and  13,  1893. 
The  business  sessions  were  held  in  the  Assembly  Room  of  the  West 
Hotel,  with  Brother  Bradfield,  of  Omicron,  presiding.  It  being  the 
year  of  the  World's  Fair,  there  was  an  informal  reception  given  by 
the  Chicago  Association  at  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel  on  Monday 
evening,  and  many  of  those  who  were  passing  through  Chicago 
were  present.  On  Wednesday  evening  a  public  reception  was  given 
to  the  delegates  at  the  West  Hotel,  where  a  formal  welcome  was 
extended  by  Rev.  E.  P.  IngersoU,  D.  D.  (£,  55),  of  St.  Paul,  after 
which  music  and  dancing  filled  the  evening.  Thursday  afternoon 
was  occupied  by  a  drive,  followed  by  a  reception  given  by  the 
Alpha  Phi  Sorority,  at  the  home  of  Miss  Jessi^  Long.  A  ball  was 
given  in  the  evening,  at  which  more  than  two  hundred  were  present. 

The  social  events  did  not  occupy  all  of  the  time,  by  any  means, 
for  much  business  of  importance  was  transacted.  Applications  for 
a  charter  from  Northwestern  University  and  for  the  revival  of  Delta 
Delta  at  Chicago  were  to  receive  final  consideration,  and  excitement 
ran  high.  There  was  much  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  insti- 
tuting  at  the  same  time  two  chapters,  especially  in  institutions  so 
near  together.  All  felt  that  the  importance  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  we  had  a  chapter  in  the  old  institu- 
tion, demanded  that  a  chapter  be  formed  there  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity; and  the  fine  personnel  of  the  applicants,  added  to  these 
considerations,  was  sufficient  to  secure  favorable  action.  The  prayer 
of  Northwestern,  however,  was  not  granted,  though  the  strength  of 
the  institution  was  acknowledged,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  zeal  of  the 
applicants,  who  for  three  years  had  maintained  an  organization  and 
had  laid  siege  to  the  various  conventions,  deserved  a  better  reward. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  the  discussion  of  plans  for  a  new  edition 
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of  the  Song  Book,  and  a  committee,  of  which  St.  Clair  Hester  was 
Chairman,  reported  in  favor  of  the  Council's  issuing  a  small  pam- 
phlet edition  to  serve  until  such  time  as  the  Fraternity  was  prepared 
to  publish  a  complete  song  book,  which  report  was  adopted.  The 
Constitution  was  amended,  increasing  the  requirements  for  granting 
charters  for  new  chapters,  and  an  application  for  the  revival  of  Theta 
Chi  at  Union  was  referred  to  the  Council  for  investigation.  The 
Convention  closed  with  a  banquet  on  Friday  evening,  at  which  C.  M. 
Ferguson  was  Toastmaster,  and  responses  were  given  by  Hon.  Mark 
H.  Bunnell,  E.  F.  Waite,  St.  Clair  Hester,  Jesse  Grant  Roe  and  the 
ever-faithful  Doc.  Mitchell.  All  were  delighted  with  the  excellent 
time  that  had  been  given  them  by  the  Alumni  Association  and  the 
Phi  Epsilon  Chapter.  The  only  thing  that  "jarred"  the  boys  was, 
after  standing  in  a  Minneapolis  zephyr  for  half  an  hour,  and  looking 
their  prettiest  while  a  local  photographer  arranged,  grouped  and 
rearranged  them  for  the  Convention  photograph,  to  find  the  next 
day  that  he  had  forgotten  to  take  out  the  slides,  and  the  plates  were 
blank. 

Fifty  years  old!  And  what  a  record  of  progress  the  Semi- 
centennial Convention,  held  with  the  Council  in  New  York,  in  New 
York,  in  1894,  had  to  celebrate!  No  rival  could  show  such  a  roll 
of  honor  as  was  ours.  No  other  fraternity  could  compute  with 
d  K  E  va  her  rapid  yet  conservative  growth,  in  the  wide  extent 
of  the  territory  which  she  covered,  the  national  character  of  her 
growth,  and  the  carefulness  with  which  she  had  planted  her  chap- 
ters only  in  colleges,  which  had  already  won  a  leading  place 
among  educational  institutions,  and  gave  promise  of  maintaining 
their  positions.  In  literature,  in  science,  and  in  education  she 
was  the  equal  of  the  best  of  those  other  fraternities,  to  whom  the 
march  of  years  had  naturally  brought  many  honors  in  these  de. 
partments  of  life.  But  in  the  record  of  patriotism  during  the  try- 
ing times  of  the  civil  war,  there  was  no  one  who  approached  her ; 
and  when  the  noise  of  conflict  had  ceased,  and  the  problems  it 
produced  must  be  solved  by  our  legislators,  it  was  then  that 
A  K  E  took  the  lead  which  she  has  always  since  maintained.  No 
wonder,  then,  that  when  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
Sherry's  on  November  15th,  it  found  the  greatest  attendance  of 
delegates  in  our  history.  All  the  old  war-horses  were  assembled, 
and  the  fun  was  fast  and  furious. 
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The  presidency  naturally  went  to  Phi,  and  Brother  H,  W. 
Hyde  was  duly  elected  to  that  office.  The  report  of  the  Council 
showed  that  the  Fraternity  was  in  unusually  good  condition,  being 
free  from  debt  and  with  many  of  the  chapters  in  their  own  houses. 
The  principal  business  of  the  Convention  related  to  the  revival  of 
Theta  Chi  at  Union,  the  distribution  of  the  unsold  catalogues  and 
the  publication  of  a  song  book.  The  application  of  the  students  of 
Union  College  was  denied,  though  after  the  stirring  address  of 
"  Pop  "  Gleason,  of  the  old  Theta  Chi,  in  their  favor,  it  gave  each 
chapter  a  feeling  of  sorrow  to  vote  against  them.  The  rest  of  the 
work  of  the  Convention  was  entirely  of  Fraternit)'  interest,  and  can- 
not be  discussed  here. 

Its  social  side  was  a  most  pronounced  success.  There  was  a  re- 
ception on  Wednesday  evening  at  the  A  K  E  Club,  435  Fifth  ave- 
nue, where  the  presence  of  Dr.  Wm.  Boyd  Jacobs,  our  only  living 
founder,  was  the  occasion  of  great  rejoicing.  A  beautiful  loving, 
cup  of  silver,  made  by  Tiffany,  was  presented  to  him  at  this  con- 
vention, a  description  of  which,  together  with  an  excellent  account 
of  the  Convention,  appears  in  Vol.  XIII,  No.  i,  of  the  Quarterly. 
On  Thursday  the  literary  exercises  were  held  at  Sherry's.  Hon. 
Charles  S.  Fairchild  presided.  A  history  of  the  Fraternity,  "  The 
Story  oi  A  K  £,"  was  read  by  Hon.  John  De  Witt  Warner,  which  is 
one  of  the  Fraternity's  classics,  as  is  also  the  oration  of  Hon.  Samuel 
F.  Hunt.  Together  they  form  a  most  masterly  history  ol  A  K  E 
and  an  exposition  of  her  object  and  aims.  Charlton  T.  Lewis  was 
the  Toastmaster  at  the  banquet  on  Friday  evening,  and  it  was  a  feast 
of  wit,  eloquence  and  good-fellowship.  •»  Who  that  was  there  can 
ever  forget  the  loving  honors  paid  to  Dr.  Jacobs  when  the  cup  was 
presented  to  him?  The  cheering  was  kept  up  for  more  than  fifteen 
minutes.  What  was  neater  than  the  witty  response  of  Mr.  Clare  to 
"  The  Ladies ! "  And  what  eye  was  dry  when  "  Pop  **  Gleason 
marshalled  the  "ghosts  '*  of  our  old  members  and  told  as  only  he  can 
tell  of  their  valiant  deeds  in  many  walks  of  life ! 

Numerous  smaller  receptions  and  dinners  were  given  by  the 
Club,  the  Nu  and  Gamma  Beta  Chapters  and  others,  while  many  of 
the  delegates  closed  the  festivities  by  accepting  Phi's  invitation  and 
going  down  on  Saturday  to  paj  their  vows  at  the  shrine  of  the  old 
mother  chapter. 

Syracuse  was  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Forty-ninth  Conven- 
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tion,  which  assembled  in  the  Yates  Hotel,  November  14,  1895.  L. 
Brent  Vaughan,  of  the  newly  organized  Delta  Delta  Chapter,  was 
elected  President.  There  was  little  business  of  interest  to  the  public 
for  this  Convention  to  act  upon,  the  question  of  most  general  inter- 
est perhaps  being  the  consideration  of  a  movement  which  had  been 
started  at  one  of  the  two  leadingEnglish  universities  to  obtain  a  charter 
from  A  K  E  for  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  there.  The  question 
naturally  provoked  much  discussion,  with  the  result  that  the 
general  sentiment  of  the  Convention  seemed  to  be  that  the  time 
was  not  ripe  for  extending  the  Fraternity  beyond  the  American 
continent.  The  social  features  of  this  Convention  were  most  pleas- 
ing. Beginning  with  a  reception  to  the  delegates  at'  the  Century 
Club  on  the  evening  of  the  13th,  where  Syracuse's  society  was  out 
in  force  to  extend  its  welcome,  it  was  followed  by  public  exercises 
at  Crouse  College  Hall  of  Syracuse  University,  where  Judge  Vann, 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  presided ;  a  poem  was  read  by  Professor  J. 
Scott  Clark,  Phi  Gamma,  '^^^  and  an  oration  was  given  by  Hon. 
Solon  W.  Stevens,  Upsilon,  '58.  A  smoker  at  the  Phi  Gamma 
Chapter  House  closed  the  day. 

On  Friday  afternoon  three  receptions  were  given  to  the  delegates 
at  the  Chapter  Houses  of  the  Sororities :  Alpha  Phi,  from  four  to 
five  o'clock ;  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  from  five  to  six,  and  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta,  from  six  to  seven  o'clock.  No  delegate  could  resist  the 
charms  of  the  beautiful  young  ladies,  and  even  the  most  rabid  op- 
ponents of  co-education  were  obliged  to  admit  that  there  were  ad- 
vantages which  they  had  failed  hitherto  to  appreciate.  The  banquet 
was  held  at  the  Yates  on  Friday  evening,  Hon.  George  Raines,  of 
Beta  Phi,  acting  as  Toastmaster,  and  charming  all  with  his  wit  and 
eloquence.  Toasts  were  given  by  Dr.  A.  N.  Brockway,  President 
of  the  Council;  L.  Brent  Vaughan,  President  of  the  Convention; 
Judge  J.  D.  Teller,  Rev.  E.  M.  Mills,  Dr.  E.  O.  Kinne,  and  others. 

The  Gamma  Chapter  secured  the  soth  Convention,  which  was  held 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  November  12  and  13,  1896,  the  business  sessions 
being  held  at  the  Duncan  House.  Doc  Mitchell  was  on  hand  to 
act  as  Sergeant-at- Arms.  Sherman  of  Chicago  and  Murray  Rice  of 
New  York  were  his  supporters,  while  Sawtelle  of  Sigma  Tau, 
Dearborn  of  Nu,  Kelsey  of  Tau  and  Freund  of  Omicron,  whose 
faces  are  familiar  to  all  who  have  attended  recent  conventions, 
were  very  much  in  evidence  here.     The  evening  before  the  conven- 
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tion  was  devoted  to  an  informal  reception  to  the  delegates.  On 
Thursday  evening  a  reception  given  by  the  ladies  of  Nashville  at 
the  University  Club  was  a  most  brilliant  success,  and  it  is  said  that 
on  the  next  morning  Cupid  found  his  quiver  so  sadly  depleted  of 
arrows,  that,  as  he  had  no  jack  knife  in  his  trousers  pocket  with 
which  to  whittle  out  some  new  ones,  he  was  obliged  to  refrain  from 
indulging  in  his  peculiar  sport  for  a  whole  week,  while  awaiting  a 
fresh  supply. 

The  convention  was  organized  by  the  election  of  M.  F.  Connelly 
of  Delta  Chi  as  President.  There  was  no  business  of  general  public 
interest,  the  time  being  occupied  by  the  consideration  of  legislation 
concerning  matters  of  internal  policy  alone.  The  delegates  were 
taken  to  Vanderbilt  University  in  tally-hos  after  adjournment.  In 
the  evening  there  was  the  usual  banquet  to  close  the  convention, 
Rev.  J.  R.  Winchester,  D.  D.,  of  Eta  Alpha,  presiding,  and  Doc 
Mitchell  acting  as  Toastmaster. 

The  Fifty-first  Convention  was  held  with  the  Delta  Delta  Chap- 
ter  and  the  Northwestern  Alumni  Association  in  Chicago,  Novem- 
ber 23  and  24,  1897,  and  it  was  what  is  known  among  the  ignobile 
vulgus  as  a  *' hummer."  As  usual  Chicago  never  does  things  by 
halves,  and  from  the  moment  the  boys  gathered  in  Delta  Delta's 
beautiful  chapter  house,  and  heard  the  sweet  strains  of  "  On  the 
Banks  of  the  Old  Raritan — Joe  Mann,"  until  the  last  delegate  left 
town  (which  was  several  days  later),  each  Chicago  Deke  acted  on 
the  principle  that  the  success  of  the  convention  depended  on  his 
personal  efforts,  and  he  spared  no  labor  to  make  that  success 
complete. 

AH  the  "  old  guard  "  were  in  attendance,  and  their  numbers  were 
reinforced  by  numerous  applicants  for  membership  in  their  ranks. 
Brother  W.  O.  Sawtelle,  of  Sigma  Tau,  was  elected  President, 
H.  W.  Harrington,  of  Sigma,  Vice-President,  and,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Secretaries,  Spitzka,  of  Nu,  and  W.  G.  Walling,  of 
Delta  Delta,  business  was  transacted  very  expeditiously.  The  ses- 
sions were  held  at  the  Palmer  House.  Several  matters  of  fraternity 
interest  were  brought  before  the  convention.  The  adoption  of 
the  official  badge,  with  plain  gold  border  instead  of  the  chased 
border,  was  decided  upon.  Phi  alone,  as  the  mother  chapter,  was 
allowed  to  have  the  name  of  her  college  under  the  scroll.  An  ap- 
plication for  a  chapter  at  Tulane  was  considered,  but  action  was 
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deferred  until  the  next  convention.  The  question  of  extension  of 
the  Fraternity  to  Canada  caused  much  discussion,  but  no  definite 
action  was  taken.  The  report  of  the  Council  and  the  Special  Com- 
mittee upon  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity  aroused  much  interest 
and  earnest  consideration,  the  general  prosperity  of  the  chapters 
being  a  matter  for  hearty  congratulation. 

The  Convention  Ball,  held  at  Bourinque's,  on  Tuesday  evening, 
was  notable,  and  every  delegate  was  loud  in  his  praises  of  this 
beautiful  entertainment.  The  banquet  at  the  Palmer  House,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  was  noteworthy  for  the  unusual  excellence  of 
the  responses.  Major  E.  B.  Tolman,  Delta  Delta,  '80,  was  the 
Toastmaster,  and  there  were  toasts  by  A.  J.  Hirschl,  Sigma,  '73 ; 
Judge  N.  C.  Giffin,  of  Theta  Chi,  '59 ;  David  B.  Simpson,  Secretary 
of  the  Council ;  W.  O.  Sawtelle,  President  of  the  Convention,  and 
Hon.  A.  J.  Beveridge,  Psi  Phi,  '85.  If  we  may  be  allowed  to  speak 
of  one  toast  in  particular,  where  all  were  excellent,  it  must  be  said 
that  the  address  of  Brother  Beveridge  on  "  The  College  Man  in 
Politics  '*  was  one  of  the  most  eloquent  and  profound  that  any  con- 
vention  has  had  the  privilege  of  hearing.  Two  new  songs, "  A  Hot 
Time  with  the  Old  Crowd  ''  and  '*  El  Capitan,"  aroused  much  en- 
thusiasm.  On  Thursday  (Thanksgiving  Day)  the  delegates  were 
taken  to  the  coliseum,  where  they  witnessed  a  fine  game  of  football 
between  the  universities  of  Michigan  and  Chicago.  How  any  more 
business  and  entertainment  could  have  been  crowded  into  lour  days 
no  delegate  could  even  imagine. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  recent  conventions  was  the  fifty- 
second,  held  at  the  Russell  House,  in  Detroit,  November  17  and  18, 
1898,  with  Omicronand  the  Detroit  Alumni  Association.  Foremost 
in  importance  was  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  the  applicants  from 
the  University  of  Toronto,  for  by  this  act  the  Fraternity  accepted  the 
policy  of  extension  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  where  the 
character  of  the  application  warrants  it.  The  wisdom  of  this  action 
no  one  now  questions.  It  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  policy  of  a 
fraternity  at  once  the  most  progressive  and  the  most  rationally  con- 
servative in  the  land. 

Every  Deke  knows  the  proverbial  hospitality  of  Detroit,  and  on 
this  occasion  she  fairly  broke  her  record.  A  reception  at  the 
Detroit  Club  greeted  the  boys  on  the  night  before  the  convention, 
and  before  it  was  over  all  were  old  friends.     Detroit  is  emphatically 
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a  Deke  city,  and  the  Dekes  were  all  out.  At  the  first  session 
Brother  Chickering  of  Theta  Zeta  was  elected  President.  The 
Council  was  authorized  to  proceed  forthwith  with  the  publication 
of  the  Catalogue  and  Song  Book.  Then  the  application  for  a 
charter  to  Tulane  was  considered,  and,  after  debate,  was  granted. 
Next  came  the  Toronto  application.  The  applicants  were  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Black  and  Mr.  Douglas,  whose  excellent  appearance 
did  much  toward  conquering  the  prejudice  which  undoubtedly 
existed  against  institutions  outside  of  the  United  States.  So  radical 
a  departure  from  our  traditional  policy  was,  of  course,  the  occasion 
of  earnest  discussion,  but  the  wisdom  of  such  course  was  recognized 
and  the  charter  was  voted.  Petitions  from  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  Marshall  College  were  denied. 

The  report  of  the  Obituary  Committee  showed  that  during  the 
year  five  of  our  brothers  had  lost  their  lives  in  the  war  with  Spain, 
including  the  first  officer  killed  in  the  war,  Surgeon  John  B.  Gibbs, 
of  Phi  Chi. 

On  the  afternoon  of  November  17  a  reception  to  the  delegates 
was  given  at  the  residence  of  Hon.  Dexter  M.  Ferry,  and  in  the 
evening  a  ball  at  Philharmonic  Hall  was  thoroughly  enjoyed.  The 
next  afternoon  there  was  a  trolley  ride  to  the  Country  Club,  where 
an  elaborate  luncheon  was  served.  In  the  evening  came  the  ban- 
quet, at  the  Russell  House,  with  Henry  Russell  as  Toastmasten 
Toasts  were  given  by  Hon.  Claudius  B.  Grant,  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Michigan  Supreme  Court,  United  States  Senator  John  Patton,  Dr. 
A.  N.  Brockway,  of  the  Council ;  President  Chickering,  Hon.  Lewis 
Barbour,  Regent  of  the  University,  and  Mayor  Maybury,  of 
Detroit.  The  next  day  closed  the  entertainment  by  a  special 
trolley  to  Ann  Arbor,  where  the  delegates  were  received  and  fed  at 
Omicron*s  beautiful  house. 

The  last  Convention,  the  fifty-third,  held  with  the  Amherst 
Chapter  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  November  16  and  17,  1899,  while 
also  of  much  importance,  has  been  so  recently  described  in  the 
Quarterly,  that  little  need  be  said  about  it.  Brother  C.  G. 
McDavitt,  of  Pi,  was  elected  President,  and  Doc  Mitchell,  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  so  what  more  was  needed  to  ensure  business  being  done 
with  neatness  and  dispatch?  Every  chapter  but  one  was  repre- 
sented, and  the  delegate  from  that  chapter  was  kept  away  by  an 
unavoidable  occurrence  on  the  last  day.     The  prizes  for  songs  for 
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the  new  song  book  were  announced,  and  the  promise  of  its  early 
publication  given,  which  promise,  happily,  has  been  fulfilled.  The 
most  important  action  was  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  which  was  represented  by  Messrs.  Conway  and 
Upson,  and  Brother  Koerper,  The  Convention  was  emphatically  a 
business  one,  and  many  matters  of  importance  were  discussed  and 
settled.  Upsilon  was  selected  to  hold  the  next  convention  in 
Providence. 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  know  that  at  the  conventions  since 
we  have  a  complete  record  of  the  delegates,  but  one  chapter,  Beta 
Phi,  has  been  represented  every  time.  Omicron  comes  next,  with 
but  one  failure,  while  Delta  Chi,  Phi  Epsilon  and  Sigma  Tau  have 
each  missed  but  one  convention  since  their  organization.  Phi,  Tau 
and  Gamma  Phi  have  each  missed  two,  and  Sigma,  Upsilon,  Nu 
and  Beta  Chi  each  three.  Phi  holds  the  record  on  the  presidency, 
/  having  held  that  office  six  times.  Sigma,  Upsilon,  Omicron,  Epsilon 
and  Psi  Omega  three  times  each.  Tau,  Delta  Chi  and  Gamma 
Beta  twice  each,  while  fifteen  chapters  have  never  held  the  office. 

In  preparing  this  connected  account  of  our  conventions,  the 
writer  has  made  no  attempt  to  discuss  the  philosophy  of  our  growth, 
to  fit  facts  to  theories,  or  to  do  anything  except  give  a  plain  narra- 
tive of  the  facts  which  the  records  of  the  conventions  disclose.  It 
has  been  dull  and  dry,  but  it  has  seemed  best  to  those  who  are 
doing  the  executive  work  of  the  Fraternity,  that  these  facts  be  thus 
collated.  Some  abler  writer  may  hereafter,  using  these  facts  as  a 
basis,  prepare  a  history  which  shall  do  justice  to  the  marvelous 
growth  and  success  ol  J  K  E. 

We  are  standing  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  century.  The  record 
which  we  made  in  the  nineteenth  is  one  of  which  we  may  well  be 
proud.  Yet  if  we  understand  the  aims  and  objects  ol  A  K  E,  and 
take  advantage  of  the  great  opportunities  which  the  positions 
already  occupied  and  fortified  afford,  we  may  make  a  record  in  the 
twentieth  century  which  shall  make  that  of  the  nineteenth  seem  but 
a  small  beginning.  If  we  do  not  forget  two  facts,  that  unless  a 
fraternity  brings  about  the  betterment  of  its  individual  members,  it 
has  no  right  to  exist,  and  that  the  good  of  one  is  the  good  of  all, 
while  an  injury  to  one  is  an  injury  to  all,  we  shall  be  able  to  keep 
our  well-beloved  Fraternity  where  she  now  stands  and  rightfully 
belongs,  the  leader  of  the  college  world.

CHI'S  SEMI-CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION. 


On  Friday  night,  April  20th,  Chi  Chapter  celebrated  with  a 
banquet  and  ball  her  natal  day,  fifty  years  having  elapsed  since 
her  establishment  at  the  University  of  Mississippi.  Chi  is  the 
eighth  chapter  on  the  roll  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  is  proud  of 
her  priority  as  well  as  of  her  honors.  According  to  the  latest 
editions  of  Baird's  Manual,  only  seven  chapters  exceed  her  numeri- 
cally [*,  ©,  S,  r,  i4,  22],  she  having  maintained  an  average  of  eight 
initiates  annually.  Since  her  establishment  Chi  has  seen  rivals  wax 
and  wane;  has  witnessed  their  births  and  deaths;  yet  serenely 
retained  her  undeniable  leadership. 

These  allusions,  to  a  record  of  which  every  man  of  Chi  is  proud, 
will  be  pardoned,  the  writer  feels,  because  it  is  the  common  glory 
of  our  brotherhood  that  the  chapters  succeed  so  well  wherever  they 
may  be. 

On  Friday,  April  20th,  Dekes  began  to  pour  into  Oxford  until 
night,  when  a  large  number  had  gathered.  Numerous  telegrams 
were  received  from  absent  members,  expressing  their  regret  to  be 
absent  from  an  event  they  rejoiced  so  much  to  realize  was  possible. 

The  guests  were  seated  at  eleven  o'clock. 

The  banquet  hall  was  draped  in  the  crimson,  blue  and  gold,  and 
the  Greek  letters  glittered  here  and  there,  scarcely  visible  among 
the  festoons  of  flowers  and  evergreens.  Everywhere  fraternity 
designs  recalled  the  cause  of  the  festivity,  and  made  the  heart  throb. 
Above  the  Toastmaster's  head  an  immense  badge  proclaimed  the 
Fraternity,  and  a  scintillant  Chi  the  chapter.  The  table  sparkled 
with  silver  and  cut  glass,  relieved  by  dashes  ot  color  from  many 
flowers.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  covers  were  laid,  and  a 
merry  company  did  justice  to  the  dainty  menu.  Croce's  orchestra, 
of  Memphis,  furnished  the  music  during  the  banquet  which  lasted 
until  two  o'clock. 

Brother  J.  E.  Edmonds,  '00,  as  Toastmaster,  called  upon  the 
following  gentlemen  to  respond:  Brother  W.  M.  Hamner,  '98, 
"Our  Birthday  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Occasion";  Mr.  Thomas 
Johnson,  2  AE,''  Our  Guests" ;  Professor  A.  L.  Bondurant,  K  2, 
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**  The  University  of  Mississippi  ** ;  Brother  Dunbar  Rowland, 
'88,  "  The  Ladies  " ;  Brother  A.  L.  Smith,  '99,  "  The  Active  Chap- 
ter  ** ;  Brother  P.  H.  Saunders,  '90,  **  The  Alumni,  the  Ideal  of  our 
Fraternity.** 

After  the  toasts  the  company  adjourned  to  the  Opera  House. 
Here,  too,  the  Fraternity  colors  and  emblems  were  prominent  and 
made  beautiful  the  old  hall.  Brother  Townes,  '99,  and  his  bride,  led 
the  grand  march  to  the  tune  of  one  ol  J  K  E's  prettiest  airs.  The 
whole  scene  was  a  microcosm  of  beauty,  and  panoramic  hues  and 
tints.

The  occasion  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most 
delightful  social  events  that  Oxford  has  ever  known,  and  shows  that

The  news  of  the  death  of  the  last  living  member  of  the  first  class 
graduated  by  Chi,  coming  just  after  the  celebration  of  the  chapter's 
fiftieth  anniversary,  brings  with  it  a  strong  realization  of  lapse  of 
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time,  since  the  early  days  of  colleges  and  fraternities  in  the  South. 
A  feeling  of  sadness  filled  the  heart  of  every  son  of  Chi,  who  read 
the  pathetic  letter  from  the  daughter  of  the  dead  man. 

For  nearly  forty  ^''ears  he  had  lived  far  from  the  scenes  of  his 
youth  ;  but  even  on  the  distant  Texas  ranch,  the  memory  of  the 
bonds  he  held  so  dear  in  college  days  lived  with  him.  "  Many  times 
he  spoke  of  his  college  life,  and  the  organization  of  Chi  of  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon."  Peace  be  to  the  soul  of  William  Webb,  the  last 
Deke  of  the  Class  of  1850,  and  the  first  of  fifty  generations  of  worthy 
followers. 

In  the  fall  of  1849,  ^^  movement  to  obtain  the  charter  was  first 
inaugurated.  At  that  time  there  were  no  Greek  letter  societies  in 
Mississippi.  ^  oi  A  K  E  and  the  old  F  Chapter,  at  the  now  long 
defunct  University  of  Nashville,  had  been  in  existence  three  years. 
A  good  many  Yale  and  Princeton  Dekes  were  scattered  through 
the  State,  and  these  were  all  aware  of  the  brilliant  prospects  await- 
ing the  young  university,  whose  first  commencement  had  occurred 
only  a  year  before.  Through  their  instrumentality,  and  by  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  two  Southern  chapters,  the  charter  was  granted 
on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1850,  to  W.  J.  Webb,  W.  H.  Clopton,  M. 
C.  Pegues,  E.  S.  Walton,  J.  L.  Webb,  J.  S.  McCraven.  J.  M.  Wright, 
T.  P.  Shields  and  W.  J.  Holmes.  During  the  course  of  that  year, 
before  the  badges  were  openly  worn,  several  more  men  were 
initiated.  There  was  at  first  some  fear  of  opposition  by  the  Faculty, 
but  by  the  influence  of  Professor  Albert  T.  Bledsoe,  afterwards 
honorary  member  of  Eta  Chapter,  this  was  overcome. 

Finally,  one  spring  morning  just  before  Commencement,  the 
whole  chapter,  now  numbering  about  fifteen  men,  donned  their  big 
old-fashioned  badges,  and  entered  chapel  in  a  body.  The  badges 
caught  the  eyes  of  the  students,  and  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
professors.  As  soon  as  the  exercises  were  over,  two  of  the  oldest 
men  were  called  up  and  an  explanation  asked.  A  satisfactory  one 
was  given,  and  since  that  day  no  danger  of  faculty  opposition  has 
ever  darkened  the  prospects  of  Chi. 

A  local  society  had  been  organized  by  seven  ex-students  of  La 
Grange  College  in  the  spring  of  1849 !  ^^^  ^^^s*  ^^  ^^^  time,  had  no 
standing  as  a  fraternity.  This  society  finally  became  known  as  the 
''  Rain  Bow  '* ;  and  eight  years  later,  ceasing  its  local  character, 
established  its  first  chapter  elsewhere.

The  first  rival  Chi  encountered  was  *  of  J  !P,  established  in 
1855.  The  rivalry  started  then  has  never  ceased  through  all  the 
years. 

In  1859,  ^  ^  entered  the  State,  followed  closely  by  ^  KV.XW, 
Mystical  Seven,  and  O  K  2. 

During  the  decade  preceding  the  War,  the  existence  of  the 
chapter  was  highly  satisfactory  to  her  own  members,  and  to  the 
Fraternity  at  large.  By  her  recommendation,  chapters  were  estab- 
lished at  the  promising  young  schools.  Centenary  and  Oakland, 
frequented  by  the  wealthy  slave-holding  planters  of  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana,  and  furnishing  ideal  materialfor  a  conservative,  exclusive 
organization,  such  as  a  fraternity  is  supposed  to  be. 

In  i860  the  War  came,  and  in  the  fall  of  1861  the  University  did 
not  open.  The  charter  was  sent  for  safe  keeping  to  Oakland  Col- 
lege, there  remaining  until  the  first  of  January,  1866,  when  the 
college  re-opened  its  doors. 

During  the  four-years*  war  Chi  sent  to  the  front  one  hundred  men 
— more  than  any  other  chapter  of  the  Fraternity  and  more  than  any 
equally  aged  chapter  of  any  fraternity. 

Of  the  chapter  active  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  all  volunteered, 
over  half  joining  the  "  University  Greys,"  whose  captain,  William 
Benjamin  Lowry,  was  a  Deke  in  his  Junior  year. 

When  the  war  closed,  some  half  a  dozen  of  the  old  chapter  re- 
entered college,  and,  assisted  by  the  resident  alumni,  at  once  pro- 
ceeded to  reorganize  the  club.  Success  crowned  their  efforts ;  and, 
as  Chi  was  the  first  to  start,  so  was  she  the  first  to  recover  from  the 
disasters  of  the  war. 

The  record  made  in  after  years  by  the  men  who  were  in  the 
halls  of  our  chapter  from  1866  to '1874  is  one  of  which  any  chapter, 
in  even  our  Fraternity,  might  well  be  envious. 

The  years  immediately  succeeding  the  war  saw  many  changes  in 
the  Fraternity  world  at  the  University.  ^  K  W  and  ^  K  2  were 
killed  by  the  closing  of  the  school.  In  1866,  2  A  -fi'came,  followed 
shortly  by  ^  T  J  and  A  K  ^.  The  first  of  the  last  two  died  in  a 
few  years.  A  K  ^  entered  ^  0  U  in  1879,  when  the  last-named 
fraternity  absorbed  Mystical  Seven.  B  &  n  and  X  W  have  now 
given  up  their  charters.  0  K  W  was  reorganized  in  1889.  The 
Rainbows  were  absolved  by  -^  T  /^  in  1886.  X  A  and  ^  A  '2  have 
since  entered  the  contest.     The  career  of  Chi  has  been  one  of  un- 
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wavering  devotion  to  an  ideal  she  has  never  fallen  short  of  attaining. 
Prominence  in  every  line  of  college  activity  has  been  a  sine  qua  non 
with  the  active  chapter  and  the  alumni. 

Thirty-five  years  have  passed  since  the  Civil  War  closed. 
During  this  time  there  has  never  been  a  session  when  Chi  has  not 
been  proud  of  her  standing  in  college.  She  has  had  no  tides  in 
her  prosperity.     It  has  been  a  river  whose  flow  has  never  ceased. 

She  has  never  initiated  an  honorary  member.  Three  weeks 
before  the  war  closed  the  University,  L.  Q.  C.  Lamar,  after- 
wards  Senator,  Cabinet  Officer,  and  Supreme  Judge,  was  pledged 
to  become  her  patron  member.  He  was  at  that  time  a  Professor  in 
the  Academic  Department ;  and  his  younger  brother  was  in  the 
chapter.*  He  was  not  initiated,  and  when  the  war  was  over,  other 
afiairs  had  called  him  far  away.  This  is  Chi's  nearest  approach  to 
having  a  member,  not  a  student  in  actual  attendance. 

With  7  per  cent,  of  the  men  in  the  University  for  fifty  years,  we 
have  taken  35  per  cent,  of  the  class  and  oratorical  honors.  Over  a 
third  of  the  athletic  captaincies  have  fallen  to  the  lot  of  Chi.  In 
tennis,  three-fourths  of  the  honors  have  been  won  by  Dekes.  From 
•'time  immemorial"  it  has  been  the  college  custom  for  the  Junior 
Class  to  give  the  final  ball  to  the  Seniors.  The  dancing  man  nearest 
the  head  of  his  class  leads  the  Grand  March.  Four  years  out  of 
ten,  a  Deke  has  had  this  honor ;  and  five  years  out  of  ten,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Junior  Ball  Committee  has  been  a  member  of  Chi.  This  last 
is  considered  the  highest  social  honor  in  college. 

Of  the  honorary  degrees  conferred  by  the  University  Chi  has 
taken  20  per  cent,  of  the  M.  A.'s  and  25  per  cent,  of  the  LL.  D.'s. 

Of  the  regular  post-graduate  degrees  taken  Chi  has  secured  30 
per  cent,  of  the  M.  A.'s  and  every  Ph.  D.  ever  given. 

During  her  history,  Chi  has  furnished  thirty -seven  occupants  of 
Faculty  positions,  including  a  Chancellor,  two  Deans  of  the  Law  De- 
partment, and  ten  professors ;  25  per  cent,  of  the  individuals  con- 
nected with  the  Faculty  have  been  members  ol  J  K  E, 

This,  in  short,  is  our  record.  We' have  had  one  close  rival  in  all 
lines;  but  even  Delta  Psi  cannot  show  quite  the  history,  of  which 
we,  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  are  so  proud.  Our  half-century  mark 
has  been  passed.  Over  four  hundred  Dekes  have  learned  the 
meaning  of  our  symbols  in  the  halls  of  our  Alma  Mater.  Our 
future  is  as  bright  as  our  past— -our  present  is  the  equal  of  either. 
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Our  alumni  hold  the  highest  places  in  the  State,  and  our  active 
men  emulate  their  example  in  our  college  world.  The  bar  has 
been  the  chosen  profession  of  our  older  brothers;  but  the  pulpit,  the 
professor's  chair,  and  the  doctor's  office,  have  all  been  honored  by 
our  Fraternity. 

Judge  A.  H.  Whitfield,  of  the  Mississippi  Supreme  Court ;  Judge 
Maxey,  of  Texas;  Judge  Hemingway,  of  the  Arkansas  Supreme 
Court ;  Judges  Sykes  and  McFarland,  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
State  ;  Ex-Chancellor  Mayes,  acknowledged  head  of  the  Mississippi 
bar;  Judge  Eugene  Bryant,  of  Arkansas;  Hubert  Shands,  head  of 
the  Department  of  English  in  the  Georgetown  University,  Texas; 
Charles  Baskerville,  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina;  P,  H. 
Saunders,  of  the  University  of  Mississippi;  Weston  Fulton,  of  the 
University  of  Tennessee;  W.  M.  Paine,  M.  D.,  of  Aberdeen,  Miss.; 
J.  C.  Norfleet,  of  Memphis;  Samuel  McConnico,  of  New  Orleans; 
Dr.  Jerry  Witherspoon,  D.  D.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Balti- 
more, Md.;  M.  E.  Taylor,  Surgeon,  U.  S.  A.;  William  Francis 
Mellen,  Dean  of  the  Law  Faculty  at  Tulane,  New  Orleans ;  William 
Carnot  Townes,  M.  D.,  of  Chattanooga ;  such  are  the  men  of  whom 
we  are  proud,  and  these  are  but  a  fraction  of  the  number.  To  the 
roll,  the  passing  years  will  add  their  quota.  To  them — to  us — Chi 
ol  J  K  E  has  been  an  inspiration ;  and  to  her  we  sing  our  hymn  of 
praise.  The  secret  of  our  love — the  cause  of  our  success  lies  in  the 
fact  that  we  are  : 

"A  band  of  brothers  bound  in  love  ; 

With  hearts  united,  minds  allied. 

In  ties  the  ages  cannot  sever;  linked 

In  chains  which  still  concordant  force 

Welds  more  strong  in  heat  of  strife."

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Chi,  as  I  knew  it !  Ah  !  it  was  a  brilliant  group  socially  and 
intellectually.  There  were  sons  of  Ex- Governor  Joseph  A.  Brown  ; 
T.  A.  McWillie;  the  Chevalier  Bayard,  then  of  Chi  and  Mu  of  his 
State ;  D.  G.  Humphreys  ;  the  great  Frye  family  had  there  Arthur 
R.  Frye,  with  eyes  as  bright  as  the  evening  star  ;  and  there  were 
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Edward  Mayr,  now  at  the  head  of  the  Mississippi  Bar;  Bowman 
Harris,  a  worthy  successor  of  his  father ;  the  great  Wiley  P.  Harris, 
and  the  McConners,  Sam  and  Tom,  knightly  as  the  best  flowers  of 
the  old  South  only  could  be;  and  Abernethy,  the  finished  scholar; 
Hamblin,  the  judge  by  nature ;  McFarland,  God  keep  his  memory 
green,  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Kangaroo  Court  and  Stock,  its  inimitable 
prosecuting  attorney,  and  Davy  Montgomery, the  glorious,  whose  na- 
ture shone  with  full-orbed  sunshine,  bounteous  as  the  summer,  and  Jim 
Watson,  since  the  dreaded  corporation  counsel,  able  and  alert ;  and 
Chas.  Anderson,  reflecting  congressional  luster  upon  his  'Alma 
Mater  ;  Barnet,  the  faultless  gentleman,  gone  to  a  bright  reward,  and 
Tom  Jones  of  De  Soto,  beloved  of  all,  and  Moxy,  since  distinguished 
at  the  Texas  Bar ;  and  also  Arthur  West,  the  accomplished  physi- 
cian, and  Hobbie  Hemingway  and  Joe  Brown,  the  able  State  re- 
porters and  learned  lawyers,  and  Eugene  Johnson,  the  complete 
student,  and  the  profound  George  McVeil,  the  slight,  frail,  elegant 
Saladin  of  Chi,  graceful  in  speech  and  in  manner,  long  since  departed 
to  the  skies ;  and  Vobel.  the  true  and  loyal,  since  the  learned  and 
successful  physician,  and  Robert  Paine,  the  truest  of  true  friends, 
the  noblest  of  gentlemen,  fit  representative  of  the  great  Bishop 
Paine;  and  Hargrove— Thomas Buprice  Hargrove— my  earliest  and 
dearest  friend,  gentle  as  a  woman,  graciousness  and  goodness  itself, 
without  an  enemy  on  earth.  He  fell  while  preaching,  and  "  flights 
of  angels  sung  him  to  his  rest."  May  we  meet  again  on  the  fields 
of  perfect  peace. 

And  there  was  Taylor,  third  .honor  man  in  my  class— afterwards 
distinguished  as  a  surgeon  in  the  United  States  Army  ;  and  Wilson 
Hemingway  the  accomplished  gentleman,  and  grand  old  Percy, 
Lord  bless  him !  and  Andrew  Kilpatrick,  the  brilliant,  whose  eye 
rolled  in  splendor  and  fascination  with  the  softness  of  the  gazelles, 
and  Flax  Moore,  one  of  Chi's  most  splendid  sons,  morally  and 
mentally,  the  worshipper  of  truth,  and  John  and  Henry  Tunstall, 
rejoicing  all,  with  songs  in  their  hearts  and  on  their  lips ;  and 
Padeltord,  declaiming  with  the  solemnity  of  a  deacon  of  the  judg. 
ment  day  Moloch's  address  to  the  lost  powers  of  Pandemonium, 
and  Frank  Warter,  the  peerless ;  and  Mclnnes,  the  tireless  student, 
and  Edgar  West,  the  impersonation  of  energy  ;  and  Duncan,  since 
the  successful  physician ;  and  Durr,  the  dashing  gallant  knight ;  and 
the  Raines,  Alfred  and  Samuel,  both   departed  to  the  skies,  an4

Pritchard,  the  brilliant  scholar ;  and  Henry  and  John  Paine,  the  sin- 
cere, guileless  as  Nathaniel ;  and  Bernard,  the  cultivated  gentleman ; 
and  Wharton,  of  the  illustrious  Wharton  family  of  Jackson,  Miss.; 
and  V.  A.  Taylor,  the  steadfast  champion,  always  and  everywhere  of 
the  true  and'the  right  Was  there  ever  a  more  glorious  group?  It 
was  like  anjassembly  of  the  Olympian  gods,  intellectually.  We 
loved  Chi.  We  love  her  now,  we  who  survive.  How  many,  alas, 
have  gone  down  under  the  stress  and  storm  of  life. 

What  notions  we  had  !  what  high  debate !  How  we  revelled  in 
the  glory  of  the  class  honors  and  divided  with  the  great  A  W^s  the 
declamation  medals ;  great,  grand,  glorious  Old  Chi,  I  bow  to  you 
from  myjcoign  of  vantage,  and  humbly  acknowledge  the  moulder- 
ing form  off  these  cherished,  rare  and  great  woven  in  my  very  life 
and  destiny. 

And  ye !  who  watch  us  bending  from  the  clouds,  let  us  feel  your 
presence^still,  inspiring  and  filling  with  hope !  "  Let  listening  love 
hear  the  rustle  of  wings  "  and  the  hearts  still  true  to  your  memories 
be  comforted  by  you  from  afar. 

'^ Ktjp^bv  ^Aoi'aei" — **  friends  from  the  heart  forever,"  ye  and 
we  not  for  a  day  or  an  earth  scene,  but  for  eternity,  and  the  azure 
fields  where  work  the  immortals,  and  on  which  rests  fadelessly  the 
sunlight  of  unending  peace.

THETA'S  NEW  CHAPTER  HOUSE. 


The  Fraternity  at  large  will  be  glad  to  extend  cordial  congratu- 
lations to  Theta  Chapter  at  Bowdoin  on  the  possession  of  its  beau- 
tiful new  chapter  house.  Work  upon  the  house  was  begun  by  the 
contractors  early  in  April,  and  is  now  being  pushed  with  all  possible 
speed  that  it  may  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  middle  of  October. 
The  house  is  a  $20,000  aflfair,  built  of  wood  in  Colonial  style,  and  is 
located  upon  a  large  corner  lot,  splendidly  situated  opposite  the 
campus  and  bordered  upon  both  streets  by  magnificent  old  elms. 
This  lot  was  bought  by  the  chapter  five  years  ago,  $5,000  being 
paid  for  it.  This  will  be  the  first  chapter  house  built  at  old  Bow- 
doin. In  this,  as  in  all  branches  of  college  activity,  the  Dekes  have 
led  the  way. 

The  movement  for  Fraternity  houses  at  Bowdoin  was  inaugu- 
rated by  the  Theta  Chapter  of  A  K  E  fully  a  score  of  years  ago. 
The  funds  were  assured,  and  the  chapter  house  would  have  been 
erected  had  it  not  been  for  objection  from  the  Faculty  and  govern- 
ing boards  of  the  college.  Not  dismayed,  the  crusade  for  the  intro- 
duction of  the  chapter  house  system  has  been  carried  on  steadily 
and  quietly,  until  within  a  few  years  the  growth  of  the  college  and 
the  persistent  arguments  of  the  Fraternity  men  have  removed  all 
opposition  on  the  part  ol  the  college  authorities.  The  college  now 
supports  the  movement.  Now  it  is  probable  that  every  Fraternity 
represented  at  the  college  is  planning  on  the  erection  of  a  chapter 
house  as  soon  as  the  funds  can  be  secured.  One  Fraternity,  the 
Bowdoin  chapter  of  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  already  occupies  a  home  of 
its  own,  a  large  residence  on  Maine  street,  which  was  bought  and 
fitted  for  its  uses,  two  years  ago. 

The  new  chapter  house  of  the  Bowdoin  Dekes  is  to  be  built, 
owned  and  controlled  by  an  association  of  the  alumni  members. 
This  corporation,  the  Theta  Chapter  House  Association,  was  formed 
last  year  under  the  general  laws  of  Maine.  It  took  matters  from 
the  hands  of  the  undergraduate  committees,  put  everything  upon  a 
businesslike  basis,  and  has  speedily  pushed  the  scheme  through  to  a 
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successful  conclusion.  The  directors  of  the  Association  are  F.  C. 
Payson,  '76,  Portland ;  Professor  G.  T.  Little,  '77^  Brunswick ;  A. 
W.  Mansur,  '82,  Boston  ;  Dr.  F.  N.  Whittier,  '85,  Brunswick ;  Joseph 
Williamson,  *88,  Augusta ;  J.  Clair  Minot,  '96,  Augusta;  and  Ripley 
L.  Dana,  *oi,  of  Portland.  Mr.  Williamson  is  President  and  Mr. 
Minot  Treasurer  of  the  corporation.  The  Building  Committee, 
which  the  Association  has  appointed  to  have  full  charge  of  the  con- 
struction, is  composed  of  W.  G.  Davis,  '79,  Portland ;  F.  C.  Payson, 
^76,  Portland  ;  A.  W.  Mansur,  '82,  Boston  ;  W.  G.  Reed,  '82,  Boston, 
and  Dr.  F.  N.  Whittier,  '85,  Brunswick.  This  corporation  will  own 
and  manage  the  house  and  lease  it  to  the  active  chapter  for 
occupancy. 

The  architects  of  the  house  are  Chapman  &  Frazer,  of  Boston, 
and  it  will  be  perfectly  adapted  to  its  purposes.  The  first  floor 
contains  the  large  living  room,  a  cosy  library,  billiard-room, 
dining-room  and  two  guest  chambers  for  alumni  or  other  visitors. 
There  are  four  large  fire-places  on  this  floor.  On  the  second  floor 
will  be  studies  and  sleeping  rooms  for  sixteen  men,  about  half  the 
society,  presumably  the  Seniors  and  Juniors,  the  Sophomores  and 
Freshmen  rooming  in  the  college  dormitories  on  the  Campus. 
Though  only  hall  the  society  will  room  in  the  house,  the  whole 
society  will  have  its  eating  club  there,  and  all  will  have  the  full  privi- 
leges of  the  house.  The  Fraternity  hall  will  be  on  the  third  floor. 
The  house  will,  of  course,  be  the  headquarters  of  the  many  alumni 
members  who  return  at  Commencement  and  at  other  times,  and 
the  "old  grads.'*  and  visitors  from  other  chapters  will  always  get 
the  warmest  kind  of  a  welcome  at  the  chapter  house.  The  contract 
calls  for  the  completion  of  the  house  in  the  fall,  though  it  is  not 
expected  that  it  will  be  ready  at  the  opening  of  the  term  in  Sep- 
tember. It  is  expected  that  the  dedication  exercises  will  be  held  at 
Commencement  late  in  June,  when  a  big  crowd  of  the  enthusiastic 
old  boys  are  back,  though  the  building  will  then  be  in  a  very  incom- 
plete state. 

The  Theta  Dekes,  old  and  young,  are  proverbially  a  loyal  crowd, 
loyal  to  their  college  and  fraternity,  and  they  are  very  happy  over 
the  prospect  of  such  a  chapter  house.  And  Theta  deserves  a  good 
home.  It  is  the  oldest  of  the  daughters  of  Phi,  and  has  ever  been 
strong  and  active.  It  was  established  in  the  summer  of  1844  by 
delegates  from  the  parent  chapter  at  Yale,  then  only  a  few  months 
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old.  The  next  chapter  to  be  located  was  the  Xi  Chapter  at  Colby, 
the  following  year.  Of  the  twelve  charter  members  of  Theta  Chap- 
ter only  one  is  now  living,  Rev.  C.  H.  Emerson,  D.  D.,  of  East 
Tacoma,  Washington,  still  a  loyal  Deke,  who  manifests  a  keen 
interest  in  the  new  chapter  house. 

Such  was  the  origin  of  Theta  Chapter  of  the  d  K  E  Fraternity  at 
Bowdoin.  And  in  the  fifty-six  years  that  have  passed  since  it 
received  its  charter  it  has  maintained  a  prosperous  and  useful  exist- 
ence, playing  an  active  part  in  all  college  affairs  and  never  taking 
second  place  among  the  half  dozen  intercollegiate  fraternities  rep- 
resented at  Bowdoin.  Its  membership  roll  has  been  ever  rich  with 
the  names  of  brilliant  scholars,  prominent  athletes  and  all  round 
good  fellows  who  lead  in  the  various  undergraduate  activities.  Its 
present  membership  consists  of  thirty-six  young  men,  about  its 
average  number,  evenly  divided  among  the  four  classes,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  no  body  of  students  at  Bowdoin  is  more  prominent 
or  held  in  higher  esteem  by  Faculty  and  townspeople. 

Since  it  was  established  in  1844,  Theta  Chapter  has  had  a  total 
membership  roll  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  men,  including  the 
present  undergraduates.  Of  these  about  three  hundred  and  fifty 
are  now  living,  scattered  all  over  the  country,  and  including  many 
of  the  best  known  men,  not  only  of  Maine,  but  of  many  States.  Of 
the  three  hundred  or  more  Bowdoin  Dekes  who  are  living,  fully 
one-half  are  interested  financially  in  the  chapter  house,  and  the 
movement  to  build  it  has  the  warm  approval  and  support  of  the 
rest.

He  came  in  from  the  front  with  three  cavalrymen, 
who  brought  the  official  reports.  They  had  to  go  through  a 
country  full  of  insurgents  on  a  twelve-hour  ride,  and  it  was 
a  toss  up  whether  they  made  it  or  not.  With  anything  but 
the  native  ponies  used  it  would  have  been  impossible,  but 
where  there  was  no  trail  they  climbed  up  and  down  the 
ledges  like  goats,  the  party  occasionally  hauling  and  sliding 
around  in  the  dark,  fording  several  rivers  and  swimming 
across  one  stream,  each  man  leading  his  own  horse  and  hold- 
ing on  to  the  tail  of  the  one  in  front  of  him.  When  Collins 
got  in  at  lo  o'clock  his  saddle  was  smashed,  bridle  broken, 
his  face  and  hands  scratched  raw,  and  he  was  black  and  blue 
from  head  to  foot,  and  the  pony  was  in  just  as  bad  condition, 
The  cavalrymen  who  came  in  with  Collins  said  it  was  the 
most  exciting  and  hardest  experience  they  ever  had.  Having 
known  Collins  for  a  great  many  years,  1  can  appreciate  the 
manner  in  which  he  worked  to  get  that  big  piece  of  news, 
and  get  it  ahead  of  everybody  else.  He  is  one  of  the  men 
who  ought  to  be  able  to  g^ve  some  interesting  experiences  of 
campaigning  in  the  Philippines,  for  he  has  seen  nearly  all  of 
it — more,  in  fact,  than  any  other  correspondent  who  has  been 
out  there.''

Over  a  year  ago,  however,  such  objections  were  withdrawn  ;  and  since  then 
the  matter  has  been  agitated  in  earnest  Late  last  year  under  the  general  laws 
of  Maine,  the  Theta  Chapter  House  Association  was  formed.  This  corporation 
took  things  in  charge  and  put  matters  on  a  firm  business  basis.  The  Directors 
of  the  Association  are :  F.  C.  Payson,  ^76,  Portland  ;  Professor  G.  T.  Little, 
^77,  Brunswick ;  A.  W.  Mansur,  '82,  Boston;  Dr.  F.  N.  Whittier,  '85,  Bruns- 
wick ;  Joseph  Williamson,  '88,  Augusta ;  John  C.  Minot,  '96,  Augusta^  and 
Ripley  L.  Dana,  '01,  of  Portland.  Brother  Williamson,  '88,  is  President,  and 
Brother  Minot,  '96,  is  Treasurer.  The  Building  Committee,  to  whom  the 
chapter  owes  the  prompt  beginning  of  the  work,  consists  of  W.  G.  Davis,  '79, 
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Portland ;  F.  C.  Payson,  '76,  Portland ;  A.  W.  Mansur,  '82,  Boston ;  W.  G. 
Reed^  '82,  Boston,  and  Dr.  F.  N.  Whittier,  '85,  Branswick.  To  these  men  the 
present  chapter  is  particularly  indebted.

Just  a  few  words  as  to  the  house  itself.  It  is  being  erected  on  the  large  lot 
on  the  comer  of  Maine  and  College  streets,  facing  on  Maine  street  The  style 
of  the  building  is  the  old  Colonial.  The  first  floor  contains  the  library,  billiard- 
room,  dining-hall  and  two  guest  chambers.  There  are  four  large  fireplaces  on 
this  floor.  On  the  second  floor  will  be  studies  and  sleeping  rooms  for  half  the 
Fraternity  about  sixteen  men  ;  while  the  rest  of  the  chapter,  though  not  rooming 
in  the  house,  will  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  house  and,  of  course,  the  Eating 
Club  will  be  there.  The  third  floor  is  to  contain  rooms  for  servants  and  an  un- 
finished goat-room.  In  the  basement  are  to  be  the  kitchen  and  servsmts'  dining- 
room.  Theta  hopes  soon  to  give  the  Quarterly  a  more  extended  account  of 
her  new  chapter  house,  but  must  now  pass  on  to  those  who  are  to  room  there 
next  year.

President  Alderman  has  recently  resigned  the  presidency  to  accept  that  of 
the  Tulane  University,  New  Orleans,  La.  Under  President  Alderman's  admin- 
istration, the  University  has  grown  rapidly,  and  his  resignation  causes  genuine 
regret  throughout  the  State.  Beta  congratulates  the  brothers  of  Tau  Lambda 
on  the  acquisition  of  a  President  of  so  scholarly  a  mind  and  of  such  high  attain- 
ments.

EDITORIALS. 


We  call  the  attention  of  the  Fraternity  to  the  announcement  of 
the  coming  Convention,  to  be  held  next  November  at  Providence, 
R.  I.,  with  the  A  K  E  Association  of  Rhode  Island,  and  the  Upsilon 
Chapter.  The  Committee,  under  the  guidance  of  Brother  William 
Allan  Dyer,  President  of  the  Association,  are  already  formulating 
plans,  which  ensure  the  success  of  this  Convention. 


The  new  song  book  has  proved  an  unqualified  success.  It  is 
now  in  use  in  nearly  all  of  the  chapters,  and  more  than  half  of  the 
whole  edition  has  been  sold.  Not  a  single  adverse  criticism  has 
been  heard,  while  much  that  is  favorable  is  coming  in  continually. 


We  beg  to  call  to  the  attention  of  our  subscribers  the  importance 
of  paying  up  at  once  all  subscriptions  due  for  the  Quarterly.  The 
Council  has  been  under  unusually  heavy  expense  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  and  ordinary  work  and  expense,  the 
Council  has  published  a  new  song  book,  and  has  prepared  and  is 
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now  publishing  a  new  catalogue  of  our  Fraternity  which  will  be 
ready  for  distribution  about  the  fifteenth  of  Septenaber.  We  most 
earnestly  urge  every  subscriber  who  has  not  yet  paid  his  subscrip- 
tion to  do  so  at  once. 


The  initiating  of  men  out  of  college  into  a  college  fraternity  is,  in 
our  opinion,  no  matter  what  the  circumstances  may  be,  wrong,  and 
a  violation  of  the  policy  which  has  guided  fraternities  of  standing 
for  years  past. 

A  little  over  four  years  ago  one  of  the  leading  college  fraternities 
established  a  new  chapter  at  a  western  university,  with  a  charter 
membership  of  one  hundred  and  five,  sixty-nine  of  whom  were  initi- 
ated at  this  time,  and  a  large  proportion  of  whom  had  been  out  of 
college  all  the  way  from  one  to  forty  years.  This  fraternity  was 
criticised  for  doing  this ;  and  justly  so,  we  think,  as  following  this 
precedent  any  one,  who  at  any  time  has  been  in  college  long  enough 
to  go  through  the  formality  of  a  matriculation,  is  eligible  for  mem- 
bership in  a  fraternity  at  any  time  ;  and  if  this  be  so,  why  not  extend 
the  abandon  and  initiate  men  who  have  never  been  inside  a  college. 
Instances  exist  where  men,  after  graduation,  by  this  method  have 
obtained  admission  into  a  chapter  of  a  fraternity  at  another  college, 
after  they  have  failed  to  secure  an  election  in  the  chapter  of  that 
fraternity  at  their  own  college  while  in  course.  Certainly  a  state  of 
affairs  which  allows  anything  like  this  must  be  radically  wrong,  and 
should  be  stopped.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  bad  policy  for  a  fraternity 
to  relax  in  the  slightest  from  the  strict  requirements  of  the  fraternity 
man. 

Neither  do  we  believe  in  the  election  of  honorary  members,  except 
possibly  on  the  rarest  occasions.  This  desire  to  load  up  a  society 
with  men,  no  matter  how  distinguished  they  may  have  become,  who 
while  in  college  were  not  members  of  the  society,  is  certainly  cor- 
rupting, and,  unless  checked,  will  undermine  the  usefulness  of  a  fra- 
ternity. It  is  not  only  a  practice,  which  in  many  instances  has  been 
carried  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  become  ridiculous  but  it  is 
also  a  dangerous  one.  In  our  opinion,  no  man  should  be  taken  into 
a  college  fraternity,  unless  he  is  an  actual  student  in  course,  no  mat- 
ter how  distinguished  or  how  worthy  he  may  be,  either  as  an  hon- 
orary member  or  otherwise.

$24,000  (from  the  State  legislature  as  an  annual  grant) ;  Wellesley, 
$50»ooo  (conditionally,  from  J.  D.  Rockefeller);  Bowdoin,  $25,000; 
Middlebury,  $50,000 ;  Tulane,  $50,000  ;  De  Pauw,  $50,000. 


Phi  Gamma  Delta  continues  to  initiate  honorary  members.  The 
Amherst  College  Chapter  has  recently  taken  in  a  physician  who 
graduated  twenty-two  years  ago,  and  the  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute  has  initiated  three  instructors  at  that  school. — The 
Caduceus. 
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The  University  of  Oxford  has  sent  237  alumni  and  under- 
graduates  to  the  South  African  war.  This  is  hardly  up  to  the 
record  of  several  American  universities  in  the  Spanish  war,  taking 
the  comparative  number  of  alumni  into  account 


The  enrolment  at  Chicago  is  1,701 ;  at  Purdue,  823  ;  Syracuse, 
1,402;  Brown,  858;  Western  Reserve,  717;  Minnesota,  3,235  ;  Rut- 
gers, 1,846;  Kansas,  1,130;  Michigan,  3,600 ;  Georgia  Polytechnic, 
400;  Alabama,  245  (the  largest  since  the  war). —  The  Scroll. 

The  students  at  Northwestern  maintain  an  employment  bureau. 
One-half  of  the  1,000  students  at  Evanston  are  said  to  support  them- 
selves. Michigan  has  a  standing  committee  which  secures  students 
and  graduates  positions  as  teachers;  132  were  provided  for  last 
year. —  The  Caduceus. 

XW\^  about  to  build  on  the  campus  at  Stanford. — W  Thas  as- 
sumed ownership  of  her  house  at  New  York  University,  under 
mortgages  amounting  to  $22,000. — 2  J  ^  is  building  a  marble 
"  tomb  "  at  Yale. — A  W  will  erect  a  bronze  memorial  tablet  at  Colum- 
bia in  honor  of  Hamilton  Fish,  Jr.,  who  was  killed  at  Las  Guasimas, 
June  24,  1898.--^  ^  will  build  on  the  Stanford  campus  in  the  old 
Spanish  style. — The  literary  societies  at  Wellesley  have  Greek 
names  (with  one  exception),  initiation  ceremonies  and  (four  of  them) 
chapter  houses.

A  A  9  issued  a  new  catalogue  in  1899.  Among  its  features  are 
a  history  of  each  chapter,  with  views  of  most  of  the  chapter-houses ;

Yale  has  adopted  a  new  schedule  of  electives,  making  it  possible 
for  a  Sophomore  to  drop  the  classics  and  mathematics  for  the  rest 
of  his  course.  Columbia  has  adopted  new  requirements,  making  it 
possible  for  a  student  to  enter  without  Latin.  Chicago  confers  a 
new  degree,  that  of  "  Associate,"  to  students  completing  the  sopho- 
more year.  Wisconsin  has  established  a  School  of  Commerce. 
Michigan  announces  three  new  courses  in  commercial  education, 
newspai>er  work  and  public  administration.  Yale  has  a  School  of 
Forestry  in  prospect.  Murat  Halstead  has  become  the  President  of 
a  college  of  journalism  in  Cincinnati. —  The  Scroll. 


The  Fraternities  of  Johns  Hopkins,  according  to  Baird,  are :  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  1878;  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  1879;  Delta  Phi,  1885;  Alpha  Delta 
Phi,  1889;  P^i  Gamma  Delta,  1891 ;  Southern  Kappa  Alpha,  1891. 
A  correspondent  of  the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  Shield  and  Diamond,  writing 
from  there,  says : 

"  There  seems  to  be  no  future  lor  fraternities  here.  The  condi- 
tions named  seemed  destined  to  continue.  There  is  no  place  for  the 
students  to  get  together  to  become  acquainted.  No  university  has 
a  larger  representation  of  fraternities  among  the  students  and  none 
a  smaller  number  of  active  chapters.  The  reason  must  be  that  the 
Fraternity  men  see  how  fruitless  would  be  any  attempt  at  maintain- 
ing a  useful  chapter." 

6  J  ^  at  her  recent  Convention  voted  to  revive  her  chapter  at 
Dickinson  and  to  instruct  the  officers  "  to  use  all  means  toward  the 
re-establishment "  of  the  chapter  at  William  and  Mary.   The  officers 
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are  authorized  to  place  a  chapter  at  California,  but  not  at  Chicago. 
The  Convention  was  held  at  Washington  on  February  22d  and  23d. 
All  the  chapters  were  represented,  the  total  enrolment  reaching  two 
hundred  and  forty-five.  At  the  banquet  two  hundred  and  two  were 
present.  Secretary  of  State  Hay  and  Attorney- General  Griggs 
spoke.  The  Delegates  were  received  at  the  White  House  by  President 
McKinley.  Mr.  Carl  A.  Harstrom,  who  has  served  with  remarkable 
success  as  President  for  five  years,  retired,  and  Professor  E,  W. 
Huficutt,  of  Cornell,  late  Editor  of  the  Shield^  was  chosen  to  succeed 
him.    The  Shield  was  reported  to  be  prospering  financially. 


President  Hadley,  of  Yale,  was  a  society  man  in  each  year  of  his 
course,  being  in  Delta  Kappa,  Delta  Beta  Psi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon 
and  Skull  and  Bones.  By  inheritance,  he  should  have  been  a 
neutral,  as  his  father  was  always  bitterly  opposed  to  the  secret 
society  system.  It  is  said  that  a  wholesome  dread  of  the  Professor's 
indignation  kept  the  Sophomores  from  roughly  initiating  Arthur  into 
his  Freshmen  society.  However,  he  entered  heartily  into  the  Deke 
frolics,  takino^  part  in  the  peanut  rushes  and  theatricals.  At  a  fancy 
dress  ball,  given  at  the  Fraternity  room,  only  members,  of  course, 
being  present,  he  appeared  as  the  Jack  of  Clubs.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  this  right  bower  took  the  trick  for  grotesqueness.  In  his  Junior 
year  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  Lit.  editorship  from  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon,  but  failed  to  gain  it,  much  to  his  disappointment.  At  times, 
before  the  different  society  elections,  he  was  worried  about  his 
chances,  like  many  a  less  prominent  man,  recalling,  perhaps,  certain 
strictures  which  he  had*  made  against  the  system  when  his  father 
was  alive  and  before  he  himself  had  learned  how  desirable  were  its 
honors ;  but  this  worry  was  quite  as  needless  as  that  regarding  his 
standing. — New  York  Sun.

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SHALL  WE  EXPAND? 


Three  years  ago  I  ventured  to  suggest,  through  the  Quarterly, 
that  the  time  had  come  for  our  Fraternity  to  abandon  its  position  of 
unyielding  conservatism  and  consent  to  a  moderate  extension.  At 
that  time  no  new  chapter  had  been  admitted  in  seven  years,  and  only 
three  new  ones  had  been  received  in  twenty.  While  new  centers  of 
learning  were  springing  up  in  unexampled  vigor,  the  Fraternity 
seemed  in  danger  of  stagnating  behind  a  Chinese  wall  of  exclu- 
siveness. 

Since  then  there  has  been  an  awakening.  Three  new  charters 
have  been  granted  in  quarters  in  which  our  lines  needed  strengthen- 
ing. Tau  Lambda,  of  Tulane  University,  emphasized  the  national 
character  oi  J  K  E  by  carrying  the  banner  farther  south  than  it  ever 
had  been  carried  before.  Alpha  Phi,  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
admitted  on  the  same  day,  simultaneously  extended  our  league  for 
the  first  time  north  of  the  international  boundary  line,  and  Delta 
Kappa,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  gave  us  a  needed  footing 
in  one  of  the  strongest  institutions  of  America. 

We  are  now  sensibly  nearer  the  ideal,  not  only  of  a  national^ 
but  of  a  continental,  fraternity.  But  we  have  not  yet  quite  reached 
it.  Our  center  of  gravity  is  still  markedly  in  the  northeastern 
corner  of  the  United  States.  Every  New  England  State  has  at 
least  one  chapter.  Maine  has  two,  New  Hampshire,  one ;  Vermont, 
one ;  Massachusetts,  three ;  Rhode  Island,  one ;  and  Connecticut^ 
three.  New  York  has  eight.  Of  the  thirty-seven  active  chapters 
in  existence,  nineteen,  a  clear  majority  of  all  are  in  New  England 
and  New  York.  These  States  contain  about  one-sixth  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Union,  not  to  speak  of  Canada,  and  one-tenth  of  its 
institutions  of  learning.  To  put  the  matter  in  another  way,  one 
college  out  of  every  two  and  a  half  in  New  England  and  New  York 
has  2i  J  K  E  chapter,  while  only  one  college  out  of  every  twenty- 
four  in  the  rest  of  the  United  States  is  so  favored. 

Looking  farther  over  the  map  we  find  that  every  State  north  of 
the  Potomac  and  Ohio  and  east  of  the  Mississippi  is  provided  with 
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at  least  one  chapter,  except  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Wisconsiiu 
Delaware  can  get  along  very  well  without  one,  but  Johns  Hopkins 
University  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  certainly  offer  inviting 
opportunities  to  fill  the  other  two  gaps. 

South  of  the  Potomac  and  east  of  the  Mississippi,  Virginia,  Ken- 
tucky, North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  are  provided  with  chapters, 
and  West  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Florida  and  Georgia  have  none. 
There  is  no  particularly  urgent  call  for  extension  in  those  direc- 
tions at  present,  although  in  time  institutions  will  doubtless  develop 
there  with  which  A  K  E  will  be  glad  to  be  allied. 

The  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi,  containing  two-thirds  of 
the  area  and  nearly  one-third  the  population  of  the  United  States, 
is  almost  terra  incognita  from  z,  A  K  E  standpoint.  Crediting  Tulane 
University  to  this  division,  as  belonging  to  Louisiana,  although  the 
University  itself  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river,  there  are  only 
three  chapters  in  this  whole  region,  forming  the  points  of  a  vast 
triangle,  two  thousand  miles  long  and  a  thousand  miles  wide.  This 
weakness  oi  A  K  E  in  the  trans-Mississippi  region  is  not  due  to  a 
lack  of  suitable  openings.  Between  Minnesota  and  Tulane  the 
University  of  Missouri  would  be  a  convenient  half-way  house,  and 
the  University  of  Iowa  is  not  outside  the  pale  of  consideration. 
Between  Tulane  and  the  University  of  California  the  long  gap  could 
be  bridged  by  the  University  of  Texas  and  Stanford  University. 
Between  California  and  Minnesota  the  University  of  Nebraska  could 
maintain  a  creditable  chapter.  The  universities  of  Kansas  and 
Colorado  could  help  to  fill  the  vacant  space  in  the  middle  of  the 
triangle.  With  our  three  chapters  west  of  the  Mississippi  increased 
to  ten  we  should  have  every  chapter  within  500  miles  of  some  other, 
instead  of  the  present  interval  of  2,000  miles.  The  effects  of  such 
a  change  upon  good  fellowship  and  fraternity  feeling  would  speak 
for  themselves.  Half  a  dozen  new  chapters  west  of  the  Mississippi 
would  make  A  K  E  indisputably  national  and  enable  its  alumni  to 
find  friends  in  every  western  city. 

Whether  the  Fraternity  should  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  old 
United  States  is  another  question.  To  make  it  a  cosmopolitan  in- 
stitution  would  alter  its  distinctive  character.  And  yet  there  seems 
to  be  no  good  reason  why  it  should  have  a  superstitious  dread  of 
crossing  a  geographical  line  if  the  conditions  on  the  other  side 
appear  favorable.    This  is  an  era  of  expansion.    There  have  been 
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J  K  E  alumni  reunions  in  the  Philippines ;  there  are  universities  at 
Havana  and  Manila  which  may  yet  become  advanced  American  in- 
stitutions. That»  however,  is  in  the  future.  But  it  is  certain  that 
Canada  already  offers  an  inviting  field  for  extension.  Our  Alpha 
Phi  Chapter  at  the  University  of  Toronto  is  full  of  the  genuine 
J  K  E  spirit.  No  doubt  our  experience  there  could  be  duplicated 
at  McGill  University  at  Montreal. 

Canada  and  the  United  States  are  so  closely  associated,  and  the 
methods  of  education,  habits  of  life  and  ways  of  thinking  on  both 
sides  of  the  boundary  are  so  similar,  that  our  true  policy  seems 
to  me  to  be  to  consider  any  Canadian  application  for  a  charter 
purely  on  its  individual  merits,  without  discrimination  on  national 
grounds.  The  chances  are  that  at  least  a  quarter  of  the  graduates 
of  any  Canadian  chapter  will  find  themselves  settled  sooner  or  later 
in  the  United  States.  The  first  man  on  the  roll  of  our  new  Toronto 
chapter  has  become  a  college  professor  in  Missouri. 

Alumni  of  American  chapters  often  live  for  a  time  in  Canada,  and 
a  man  who  is  a  resident  of  a  Canadian  city  one  year  may  be  found 
in  an  American  home  the  next,  and  back  in  Canada  the  year  after. 

Expansion  might  in  some  instances  be  carried  with  safety  even 
beyond  this  continent.  If  we  have  thirty-five  or  forty  American 
chapters,  we  might  have  one  chapter,  or  even  two  or  three,  in 
Europe,  without  affecting  the  distinctively  American  character  of 
the  Fraternity.  At  Cambridge,  England,  for  instance,  there  are 
many  American  students,  and  at  least  one  American  A  K  E  professor. 
A  chapter  there  would  be  a  link  between  the  educational  systems 
of  Europe  and  America,  as  well  as  a  bit  of  home  for  Americans 
studying  abroad. 

There  have  been  great  changes  in  the  educational  world  in  the 
past  half  century.  Institutions  that  were  promising  when  the 
majority  of  our  chapters  were  founded  have  sunk  into  insignifi- 
cance, and  others  that  were  obscure  or  non-existent  then  have 
grown  into  mighty  centers  of  learning.  When  thirty  of  thirty- 
seven  active  chapters  were  created,  Johns  Hopkins,  Leland  Stan- 
ford and  other  important  universities  did  not  exist,  and  of  those 
institutions  that  now  manifestly  control  the  destinies  of  education  in 
America,  the  majority  were  obscure  and  struggling  establishments, 
whose  future  was  discernible  only  by  the  eye  of  faith.  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  must  move  with  the  times.     It  must  grow  as  the  educational, 
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system  of  America  has  grown.     Holding  fast  to  all  that  is  best  in 

the  past,  it  must  not  hesitate  to  accept  whatever  is  good  in  the 

future.     The  founders  of  the  Fraternity  were  not  afraid  to  break 

new  ground.     It  is  by  continuing  their  work,  not  by  remaining  idly 

in  their  beaten  tracks,  that  we  shall  show  ourselves  most  heedful  of 

their  example.

SAMUEL  F.  HUNT. 


On  June  12,  1900,  a  portrait  of  Hon.  Samuel  F.  Hunt  was 
presented  to  the  University  of  Cincinnati  at  their  Commencement 
exercises  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

The  presentation  address  was  made  by  Dr.  Charles  L.  Reed. 
Dr.  Reed  said  in  part: 

Our  Pantheon  can  grant  a  niche  to  none  more  justly  than  to  Judge  Hunt 
He  it  was  who,  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  secured 
the  enactment,  in  1870,  of  the  law  by  which  the  University  became  possible. 
Two  years  later  he  accepted  a  membership  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  last 
and  essential  act  in  the  creation  of  which  was  the  affixing  of  his  own  official 
signature.  In  1879  ^^  ^^  called  to  preside  over  that  body  and  continued 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office  with  unfailing  tact  and  unflinching 
industry  during  the  succeeding  eleven  years.  When,  in  1 890,  he  was  elected 
to  the  Superior  Court,  a  part  of  the  duties  of  which  was  and  is  to  appoint  the 
Directors  of  the  University,  he  felt  that  he  could  no  longer  consistently  hold 
a  membership  in  the  latter  body,  and,  despite  the  entreaty  of  friends  of  the 
University,  persisted  in  following  his  own  exalted  sense  of  duty.  In  the 
exercise  of  the  appointing  power,  to  which  he  now  succeeded,  he,  however, 
continued  during  the  next  nine  year^  to  exert  a  powerful  influence  upon  the 
aflairs  of  the  University.  His  vigilance  in  this  regard  was  constant,  and  I 
have  a  recollection  of  having  been  called  to  task  by  him  on  more  occasions 
than  one  for  having  failed  to  be  present  at. a  meeting.  In  this  particular  he, 
himself,  was  unfailing,  and  during  the  eleven  years  of  his  chairmanship  of  the 
Board  he  never  failed  to  preside  at  a  meeting,  on  occasions  traveling  hundreds 
of  miles  to  meet  what  he  always  recognized  as  a  prior  and  imperative  engage- 
ment 

Judge  Hunt's  industry  and  vigilance  were  not  restricted  to  a  perfunctory 
discharge  of  duties  in  the  chair.     It  is  to  be  recorded  that  it  was  m  conse- 
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quence  of  his  initiative  and  skillful  diplomacy  that  the  present  superb  site  in 
fiumet  Woods  was  secured  to  the  University.  Always  a  graceful  and  accom- 
plished orator,  he  on  more  occasions  than  one  gave  the  friends  of  the 
University  occasion  to  feel  proud  of  him  who  spoke  in  behalf  of  their  institu- 
tion. Two  of  his  addresses  in  particular  must  ever  be  recognized  as  sub- 
stantial and  permanent  additions  to  the  literature  of  the  University — I  allude 
to  the  one  on  Charles  McMicken,  delivered  in  1892,  and  the  other  delivered 
on  the  occasion  of  laying  the  comer-stone  of  the  University  in  1894. 

It  is  to  be  recorded  with  satisfaction  that  the  University  has  already 
expressed  appreciation  of  Judge  Hunt's  superb  attainments  by  bestowing 
upon  him  its  academic  honors,  that  of  LL.  D.  in  1899,  and  that  of  L.  H.  D. 
in  1895 — it  being  the  only  instance  in  the  history  of  the  institution  in  which 
the  latter  degree  has  been  conferred. 

In  tendering  it  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  conscious  of  giving  to  the 
present  and  to  succeeding  generations  the  memento  of  one  whose  whole 
active  life  has  been  and  is  a  manifestation  of  interest  in  the  University,  and 
who  will  some  day,  I  hope  far  distant,  have  inscribed  upon  our  scroll  of 
immortality  his  completed  record  as  a  lawyer,  legislator,  jurist,  orator,  scholar 
and  distinguished  citizen  of  the  great  Republic. 

Chairman  Kuhn  responded  as  follows  : 

Dr.  Reedy  Mr.  President^  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

When  the  future  historian  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  comes  to  write 
its  history  he  will  find  one  of  the  most,  if  not  the  most,  conspicuous  person- 
alities identified  with  its  origin  and  early  growth  to  be  that  of  the  eminent 
scholar,  statesman  and  jurist  whose  magnificent  portrait  is  presented  to  us 
to-day. 

When  it  was  found  that  by  reason  of  adverse  litigation  over  the  estate  of 
Charles  McMicken  in  the  South,  where  much  of  his  property  was  located,  the 
remainder  of  his  gift  seemed  to  be  imperiled  because  insufficient  to  accomplish 
the  generous  purposes  projected  in  his  will  towards  the  founding  of  an  institu. 
tion  of  higher  learning  in  this  city,  General  Samuel  F.  Hunt  sprang  to  the 
breach  that  was  beginning  to  appear,  and,  almost  unaided,  had  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  of  which  he  was  then  a  member,  the  laws  by 
which  the  City  of  Cincinnati  was  made  the  Trustee  of  any  funds  that  had 
been  or  might  be  given  by  generously  disposed  benefactors  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  the  cause  of  higher  education,  and  in  that  way  made  possible  the  con- 
solidation and  amalgamation  of  funds  which  of  themselves  could  not  accom- 
plish the  hopes  of  the  donors,  but  which,  when  united,  could  and  would 
accomplish  wonders. 
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In  those  acts  of  the  Legislature  are  to  be  found  the  beginnings  of  the 
University  of  Cincinnati.  After  it  began  its  somewhat  precarious  career  in 
1 87 1,  General  Hunt  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Directors^  and  soon  became 
its  chairman  and  leading  spirit,  where,  by  his  eloquence,  bis  culture  and  his 
lofty  ideals,  he  did  yeoman's  work  for  the  upbuilding  of  what  to-day  gives 
promise  to  become  what  its  founder  so  fondly  dreamed  it  should^-one  of  the 
foremost  educational  institutions  in  the  land. 

He  remained  Chairman  of  the  Board  until  called  by  the  mandate  of  his 
fellow-townsmen  to  grace  the  bench  of  that  court  which  is  vested  by  law  with 
the  appointing  power  over  the  governing  body  of  the  University,  when  his 
delicate  sense  of  honor  impelled  him  to  resign  the  trust  he  had  so  long  and  so 
inimitably  administered,  thereby  causing  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  directory, 
and  to  the  University,  from  which  it  will  be  slow  in  recovering. 

To  quote  himself  on  himself:  '  *  May  his  life  be  prolonged  until  it  fills  a 
century,"  and  may  it  be  rounded  out  with  the  unclouded  peace  and  quietude 
which  follow  upon  noble  deeds  well  done 


Judge  Hunt  is  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  enthusiastic 
members  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Kappa  Chapter,  graduating  from  the  Classical  Department  ot 
Miami  University  in  1864. 

Judge  Hunt  was  an  active  participant  in  the  War  of  the  Rebel- 
lion ;  he  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  organization  of  the  83d  Ohio 
Regiment,  and  in  March,  1865,  with  the  Army  of  the  James,  he 
entered  Richmond  in  the  advance  guard  of  General  Weitzel's  com- 
mand. In  1867  he  graduated  from  the  Cincinnati  Law  School,  and, 
after  a  tour  of  Europe,  the  Holy  Land  and  Egypt,  commenced  the 
practice  of  law  in  1868,  in  tlie  office  of  Henry  Stanbery,  late  Attor- 
ney-General of  the  United  States.  In  1869  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate  for  Hamilton  County  and  was  made  President  pro 
tempore  ol  that  body,  and  acting  Lieutenant-Governor — the  youngest 
man  who  ever  held  that  office  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  In  1871  he  ran 
for  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  and  during  the 
next  few  years  he  was  Chairman  of  several  Democratic  State  Con- 
ventions. In  1873  he  was  elected  a  member  of  and  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  convention  which  framed  the  Constitution  of  Ohio.  In 
1878  he  was  appointed  Judge  Advocate  of  Ohio,  with  the  rank  of 
Brigadier-General,  and  his  review  of  the  Courts- Martial  furnishes 
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a  precedent  for  the  governraent  of  the  National  Guards,  and  his 
published  reports  give  a  complete  history  of  the  Militia  of  the  State. 
In  1878  he  ran  forjudge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  First 
Judicial  District,  and  in  1880  for  Congress  in  the  First  Con- 
cessional District.  In  188 1  he  declined  a  nomination  for  Circuit 
Judge  in  the  First  Judicial  Circuit,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Demo- 
cratic State  Convention  that  year.  In  1890  he  was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cincinnati  by  the  Governor,  and  in  the 
following  April  was  elected  by  a  large  majority  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Judge  Taft,  and  in  April,  1893,  he  was  again  elected  for  the 
full  term  of  five  years  to  succeed  himself. 

In  1892  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Ohio  State  Bar  Associa- 
tion, and  in  1893  Vice-President  of  the  American  Bar  Association, 
and  appointed  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Legal  Reform.  Since 
January  i,  1874,  he  has  been  a  Trustee  of  Miami  University;  from 
1874  to  1890  he  was  a  Director  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  and 
from  1878  to  1890  was  Chairman  of  the  University  Board. 

As  an  orator  Judge  Hunt  has  few  equals.  He  has  been  the 
orator  of  the  National  Convention  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fra- 
ternity on  a  number  of  occasions,  and  delivered  addresses  and 
orations  on  a  very  large  number  of  occasions,  and  on  a  great 
diversity  of  topics. 

He  lives  at  Glendale,  one  of  the  beautiful  suburbs  of  Cincinnati,, 
in  a  home  beautified  by  art  and  things  that  come  of  culture. 


J  ^  £  IN  VERMONT. 


While  in  this  political  year  eminent  d  K  E  alumni  are  attracting 
attention  throughout  the  politics  of  the  nation,  perhaps  the  readers 
of  the  Quarterly  would  be  interested  to  know  of  the  prominence 
of  our  Fraternity  in  the  Green  Mountain  State. 

Edward  C.  Smith,  (P,  *7S»  the  retiring  Governor  of  Vermont, 
has  filled  the  executive  chair  with  distinctive  ability.  Governor 
Smith  is  a  graduate  of  Columbia  Law  School,  and  a  distinguished 
lawyer  and  financier.  He  has  held  many  important  business  offices ; 
and  among  them  the  Presidency  and  Receivership  of  the  Central 
Vermont  Railroad  Company. 

Hon.  D.  J.  Foster,  n,  *8o,  the  newly  elected  Republican  member 
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of  Congress  from  the  First  District,  is  another  well-known  and  loyal 
J  K  E  man.  Mr.  Foster  gained  the  nomination  of  his  party — which 
in  Vermont  is  equivalent  to  an  election —after  a  memorable  canvass, 
defeating  Judge  Powers,  the  present  Representative,  and  ex-Gov- 
emor  C.  S.  Page.  The  result  is  a  remarkable  tribute  to  his  energy 
and  personal  popularity.  Mr.  Foster  has  held  various  State  offices, 
the  most  immortant  being  Commissioner  of  State  Taxes  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.  He  has  always  been 
an  active  Republican  worker,  and  has  served  as  a  speaker  in  every 
campaign  since  1880.  In  1896  he  was  employed  by  the  Republican 
National  Committee,  gaining  a  wide  reputation  as  a  public  speaker. 
He  ranks  among  the  leading  lawyers  of  the  Vermont  bar. 

Another  A  K  E  who  ^  has  been  politically  conspicuous  of  late  is 
C.  A.  Prouty,  n,  '82.  Mr.  Prouty  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  a  position  formerly  held  by 
Aldace  F.  Walker,  A  A,*  61,  In  this  capacity  he  has  attracted 
national  attention  by  his  discussion  of  the  trust  problem,  and  his  ad- 
vocacy of  the  Cullom  bill  and  similar  measures  directed  toward  se- 
curing a  uniform  tariff  rate  on  the  railroads  of  the  country.  Mr. 
Prouty  is  an  able  lawyer,  and  a  prominent  candidate  for  the  U.  S. 
Senatorship  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Justin  S.  Morrill.

Our  conventions  of  late 
years  have  been  unusually  well  attended,  and  we  urge  all  the 
chapters,  alumni  associations  and  individual  members  of  the  Fra- 
ternity to  be  present.  The  detailed  programme  is  published  else- 
where.  The  Rhode  Island  Association  has  an  enviable  reputation  as 
entertainers,  and  they  bid  fair  this  time  to  exceed  all  previous  efforts.

The  new  catalogue,  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  A.  N,  Brockway, 
the  editor,  was  completed  and  ready  for  distribution  on  September 
14,  1900,  one  day  before  the  appointed  time.  This  is  the  first  time 
we  have  ever  heard  of  a  fraternity  catalogue  being  completed  at 
the  time  first  appointed,  and  the  thanks  of  the  whole  Fraternity  arc 
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due  to  Dr.  Brockway  for  his  untiring  care  and  energy,  which  have 
accomplished  these  results.  We  urge  all  the  active  chapters,  and 
our  alumni  as  well,  to  forward  their  orders  for  this  publication,  as 
certainly  to  every  member  oi  J  K  E  this  catalogue  should  prove  not 
only  valuable  but  almost  indispensable. 


One  of  the  brethren  of  a  certain  fraternity,  who  was  supposed 
to  be  a  subscriber  and  to  whom  the  Fraternity  publication  had  been 
regularly  sent  for  ten  years,  when  asked  to  remit  made  the  astound- 
ing statement  that  he  thought  the  publication  was  gratuitous — and 
omitted  to  remit.  This,  as  far  as  we  have  heard  thus  far,  even  sur- 
passes the  man  who,  after  having  received  a  fraternity  publication 
ever  since  its  start,  a  period  of  over  fifteen  years,  when  politely 
pressed  to  pay,  alleged  that  he  had  been  insulted — and  omitted  to 
remit. 

While  nothing  like  this  has  ever  happened  in  our  own  circle, 
still  we  are  compelled  to  reluctantly  admit  that  the  results  of  the 
gratuitous  idea  are  at  times  more  or  less  severely  felt  even  with  us. 
This  we  do  not  attribute  to  any  malicious  intent,  nor  so  much  to  a 
lack  of  fraternal  feeling  and  of  the  desire  to  promote  and  support 
the  interest  of  the  Fraternity,  but  rather  to  that  certain  natural  and 
common  carelessness,  so  frequently  obtrusive  in  publication  col- 
lections, which  first  postpones  payment  and  in  so  many  cases  ulti- 
mately results  in  the  neglect  to  pay  at  all. 

It  has  been,  and  is,  our  hope  that  our  subscribers  will  not,  during 
this  lapse  of  time,  grow  careless  in  responding  to  our  bills  when 
they  are  sent  out.  For  the  express  purpose  or  causing  less  trouble, 
the  Quarterly  sends  out  these  bills  for  subscriptions  about  every 
three  years.  This  is  one  of  these  years.  Some  time  ago  the  bills 
were  sent,  and,  although  we  have  met  with  what  in  publication 
circles  would  be  called  great  success,  as  a  matter  of  fact  over  one- 
half  of  these  bills  are  still  unpaid.  This  should  not  be.  The  whole 
object  and  aim  of  the  Quarterly  is  to  promote  and  preserve  the 
welfare  and  interests  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  with  this  end  in 
view  we  have  endeavored  to  present  A  K  E  news  and  matter  to 
A  K  E  readers  in  concise,  readable  form.  It  costs  money.  It  seems 
a  useless  expense  and  unnecessary  trouble  to  send  out  still  another 
set  of  these  bills  and  circulars.  Will  not  our  readers  take  notice 
and  send  in  their  money  without  further  solicitation  ?

Alpha  Chi  Omega,  the  musical  society*  now  has  nine  chapters* 
three  having  been  established  since  the  1898  Baird  appeared.  The 
new  branches  are  at  Bucknell*  Michigan  and  Illinois.  The  Lyre  is 
in  its  fourth  volume. — Record. 


A  Tfl  has  established  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  California; 
2  N  has  entered  Lafayette  and  Stevens  \  A  T  A  has  entered  West 
Virgfinia,  and  9  F  A  the  University  of  Washington  at  Seattle.  2  ^ 
has  revived  at  Lafayette  and  Wooster. 


At  Lafayette,  the  trustees  have  decided  to  permit  fraternities  to 
erect  chapter-houses,  provided  they  have  the  money  in  hand  neces- 
sary to  build  a  $10,000  house.  The  site  will  be  gfiven  by  the  trus- 
tees, and  those  who  act  first  will  be  given  first  choice  of  sites. 


TB  n,  the  honorary  engfineering  society,  has  established  a  chap- 
ter at  the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science.  2  S,  the  scientific 
society,  has  established  chapters  recently  at  Ohio  State,  University 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Brown. 

During  the  last  year  the  average  membership  of  the  fraternities 
at  the  University  of  California  was  15.6.  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  had 
nineteen  members.  At  Leland  Stanford  University  the  average 
membership  was  17.6.  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  had  twenty-one  mem- 
bers. At  both  institutions  Delta  Upsilon  had  the  largest  chapter, 
while  Chi  Psi  had  the  smallest. — Record. 


&  A  X  has  recently  established  a  chapter  at  the  University  of 
California ;  it  has  under  consideration  a  petition  from  the  University 
of  Chicago,  and  is  considering  plans  for  the  revival  of  the  inactive 
chapters  at  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  and  at  Dickinson. 
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The  Executive  Committee  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  has  resolved  that 
each  set  of  petitioners  for  a  charter,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  ob- 
taining the  charter,  should  be  established  in  a  chapter-house  at  the 
time  of  installation,  or  give  satisfactory  assurance  of  their  ability  to 
maintain  a  chapter-house  during  the  future  life  of  the  chapter. —
